* Although | brief statement of the fact 
has been se by cable, the details are 
worth giving in full. Klosowski, a Pole, 
who, as George Chapman, Kept a saloon 
in the East End of London, was arrest- 
ed on the charge of killing pretty Ma 
Marsh, his bar maid .and nominal ayer 2 
by poisoning her. Then it was discovered 
that two former wives of Klosowski's 
had died in suspicious circumstances, and 
when their bodies were exhumed large 
quantities of antimony, the poison used 
by the murderer in killing Maude'Marsh, 
were found in them. Klosowski's trial 
left no possible doubt that he: had put 
all three women out of the way as he 
had grown tired of them and he was con- 
demned to be hanged. 

It was first suggested that Klosowk! 
might be “Jack the Ripper’ when at his 
trial it came out that when the Pole 
reached London, in 1888—the yedr of the 
Ripper crimes—he went to live in George 
yard, Whitechapel, where the first of the 
famous murderer’s many women victims 
was found dead, and that this was his] 
home during all the time when the as- 
sassinations were being committed. At’ 
the trial, teo, a woman named Liicy 
Braderski, whom the police had discovs 
ered and who proved to have been the 
murderer's first and real wife, testified 
that he once had attempted to kill her 
with a long knife—precisely “such a 
weapon as that with which the ‘‘Ripper”’ 
is supposed to have mutilated his vic- 
tims. The woman also testified that she 
and Klosowsk! once made a trip to the 
United States and lived there for several 
months. Soon after returning to this 
country they separated. 

Since Klosowski'’s conviction, Scotland 
yard. whose officials never have taken 
any stock in the cries that the ‘‘Ripper’’ 
was dead, or a lunatic, but who always 
have hoped to wipe off a stain’on their 
record by nabbing him, have been. wark- 
ing quietly on the clew thus gained.

He spoke in part as follows: 


“At the special session of the senate, |

When this treaty 
goes into effect, it will confer substan- 
tial economic benefits alike upon Cuba, 
because 6f the widening of her market 
in the United States, and upon the United 
States, because of the equal widening 
and the progressive,control it will give 
to our people in the Cuban market, 

“The treaty was not merely warranted 
but demanded, apart from all other con- 
siderations, by the enlightened considera- 
tion of our. foreign policy. More and 
more in the future we must occupy a 
preponderant position in the waters and 
along the coasts in the region south of 
us; not a position of control over the 
republics of the south, but of confrol 
of the military situation so as to avoid 
any possible complications in the fu- 
ture. 

“The republic of Cuba has assumed a 
special relation to our international po- 
litical system, under which she gives us 
cutposts of defense, and we are moraily 
bound to extend to in a degree the 
benefit of our own ecohomic system. 

“Equally important was the action on 
the tariff upon products of the Philippines, 
We gave them a reduction of 25 per cent, 
and would have given them a reduction 
of 2% per cent more had it not been for

based upon ample recognition of the dif- 
ference between the cost of production-- 
that is, the cost of iabor—here and 
abroad, and of the need to see to it that 
our laws shall in no event afford au- 
vantage in our own market to foreign 
industries over American industries, to 
foreign capital over American capitul, iu 
foreign labor over our own labor. 

‘It is, of course, a mere truism tu say 
that we want to use everything in our 
power to foster the welfare oi our entire 
body public. In other words, we need to 
treat the tariff as a business proposition, 
from the standpoint of the interests of the 
country as a whole, and not with rcler- 
ence to the temporary needs of any p?- 
litical party. It is almost as necessary 
that our policy should be stable as that 
it should be wise. A nation like ours 

could not long stand the ruinous policy 
of readjusting its business to radical 
changes in the tariff at short intervals, 
especially when, as now, owing to tfc 
immense extent and varicty of our 
products, the tariff schedules carry rates 
of duty on thousands of different articles, 
Sweeping and violent changes in f£uch @ 
tariff, touching so vitally the interests of 
alj of us, embracing agriculture, labor, 


-manufactures, and commerce, would pe 


disastrous in any event, and they would 
pe fatal to our present well-being if ap- 
proached on the theory that the principle 
of the protective tariff was to be aban- 


doned. 

“Our aim shuld be to preserve the 
policy of a protective tariff, in which the 
nation as a whole has acquiescued, and 
yet wherever and whenever necesary to 
change the duties in particular para- 
or schedules as matters of legis- 
lative detail, if such change is demanded 
by the interests of the nation as a whole. 

‘In making any readjustment there are 
certain important considerations which 
cannot be disregarded. If a tariff law 
has on they, whole worked well, and if 
business has propered under it and is 
prospering, it may be better to endure 
some inconveniences and inequalities for 
a time than by making changes to risk 
causing disturbance and perhaps paral- 
ysis in the industries and busines of the 


Tariff and Trusts. 

“One point we umt, steadily keop in 
mind. The question of tariff revision, 
speaking broadly, stands wholly apart 
from the question of dealing with the 
trusts. No change in tariff duties can 
have any substantial effect in solving 
the socalled trust problem. Certain groat 


j trusts cr great -eoepetnene: are WReNy 


can not afford to become fossilized or to 
fajl to recognize the fact that as the 
needs of the country change it may be 
necessary to meet these new needs by 
changing certain features of our tariff 
laws. Still 'ess can we afford to fail to 
recognize the further fact that these 
changes must not be made until the need 
for them outweighs the disadvantages 
which may result; and when it becomes 
necessary to make them they should be 
made with full recognition of the need of 
stability in our economic system and of 
keeping unchanged the principle of that 
system which has now become a settled 
policy of our national life. We have 
prospered marvelously at home. As.a 
nation we stand-in the very forefront in 
the giant international industrial compe- 
titnon of the day.. We can not afford by 
any freak of folly to forfeit the position 
to which we have thus triumphantly at- 


tained.’’ 
Five Speeches in Two Cities. 


The president made five speeches in the 
two cities. One was at the armory in 
Minneapolis and one at the legislative hall 
in St. Faul, one in front of the capitol, 
one in the university chapel and one. in 
front of Nicolett hotel, where he spoke 
for one minute. 

There was great enthusiasm everywhere 
by those who saw and heard.

Since the hotel opened some ten weeks 
ago the entire corps of bell boys was 
white and no negroes were employed in

by the Piedmont management last night, 


the white boys proved intractable and 
negroes had to be put in their places. 

“We gave the white boys a fair and 
full trial,”’ said Assistant Manager Owen, 
“and we found that the southern boy 
is not adapte@d to the work of a hotei 
bell boy. 

“We gave them the best accommoda- 
tions for that class of help that is of- 
fered by any hotel in the United States 
today. Each boy had his own bed, the 
use of a porcelain bath tub and every 
comfort. Their meals were served in a 
separate dining room entirely apart from 
where the colored help eats, and the best 
care was, taken of them in every way. 

“But after a ten weeks’ trial we found 
that we simply couldn’t manage them 
like we knew we could negro boys, and 
so, although we would have much pre- 
ferred to keep the white boys we were 
compelled to let them go this evening 
and install the colored ones in their 
places. 

‘There has been no change, however, 
in the elevator and check room staffs, 
both of which are still entirely made up 
of white boys, and the head bell boy 
will be white.’’

St. Louis, April 4—After four months 
of controversy between the employees of 
the Wabash railroad and the officers of 
that system, during which a strike was 
imminent and was prevented only by 
@ temporary injunction, dissolved on 
Wednesday, restraining the employees 
from vacating their positions that dif- 
ferences were finally adjusted and the 
controversy effectually and satisfactorily 
settled this evening. 

Officers of the brotherhoods represent- 
ing the employees declare the settlement 
is satisfactory and is a sweping victory 
for organized labor. The Wabash officers 
declare that all differences with ‘the em- 
ployees have been finally terminated in a 
satisfactory manner and their future re- 
lations with the employees will likely be 
harmonious. The following are the main 
points embraced in the settlement: 

Twelve per cent increas for conductors, 


brakemen and baggagemen in the passen- 
ger service, and 15 per cent for conduc- 
tors and brokemen in the freight service, 
over the rates which existed on January 
1, 1902, west of the Mississippi river. For 
the firemen, increases were granted on the 
Canadian lines in accordance with the 
Canada Southern division of the Michigan 
Central. On the lines in the United States 
a material increase and improvements in 
the working conditions were granted to 
the firemen east of the Mississippi river. 

There is one entire revision of rules 
applying to all classes of train service. 
This was the main bone of contention and 
was granted in its entirety. 

All of today was occupied in conference 
and at 6 o’clock tonight the matter was 
settled. By 8 o'clock the papers had 
been signed and the Wabash wage contro- 
versy was at an end, 

H. W. Ashley is the acting head of the 
system during the absence in Europe of 
President Ramsey. Mr. Ashley said to- 
night: 

‘The settlement is entirely satisfactory 
to the Wabash Railroad Company,. ex- 
cepting in a few unimportant details, but 
they were not of enough moment to cause 
a delay in coming to an agreement. There 
is now no reason why the relations be- 
tween the Wabash company and its em- 
ployees shall not be perfectly harmon- 


ious.”’ 

Grand Master John J. Hannahan, of the 
firemen, sai dtonight: 

“The result of this controversy and 
settlement has unquestionably elevated 
labor to a higher plane in the business 
world than any other controversy that 
has ever taken’ place between the rail- 
road organizations.

Gul Performances Do Not Meas- 
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, Junketing on the Dolphin at Govern- 
ment Expense Seems To Be the 
‘Favorite Diversion of the 
Secretary of Navy—Some 
Current Criticism. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, Apri! 4—(Specia!.)—Oifficials 
of the navy and officials of the navy de- 
partment are wondering how long Secre- 
tary of the Navy Moody will remain in 
Washington when he returns from his 
present junket to the West Indies. Very 
naturally, these gentlemen are not ex- 
pressing themselves ‘‘out loud’’ on this 
subject, but that there is a good deal of 
speculation on this line, and on some 
others in which Secretary Moody is the 
central figure, is known to everybody 
who.has business with the navy depart- 
ment. 

One gentleman who is in a position to 
know said to me the other day that since 
he came into the department on the Ist 
day of May, 1902, Secretary Moody has 
been at his desk just six weeks. I am 
not in a position to know whether this 
gentleman’s estimate is literally true. I 
do know. however, that the idea which 
would be conveyed by his statement is 
the dne prevailing at the navy depart- 
ment. P 
Promised Many Things. 

Perhaps not’ so much attention would 
have been paid to the secretary’s comings 
and goings had it.not.been.for the flour- 
ish of trumpets with which he assunied 
office and the announcement of his pur- 
pose to “do things.” ° ‘i 

Secretary Moody was a prominent and 
active member of the lower house of 
congress when he was tendered the posi- 
tion in the cabinet, made vacant by the 
resignation of Secretary Long. He has 
been 2 long-time friend of President 
Rodsevelt, had walked and had ridden 
with the president upon many occasions, 
and had, during his career in congress, 
given evidence of the possession of force 
and energy such as it was presumed the 
president desired in his secretary of the 
navy. When Secretary Moody first as- 
sumed the reins of his new office he 
caused it to be announced that he might 
be expected to pursue an entirely ind 
pendent attitude; that he would clean 
out things generally, and that under his 
regime there should be no talk of bureau 
chiefs_running the department. Under 
the regime of his precedessor there had 
been a great deal of talk about a naval 
clique, of which the chief of the bureau 
of navigation was the head, practically 
running the department: Nothing ef this 
kind, it’ was declared “by Secretary 
Moody’s friends, would exist while he was 
the head of things, He was to be the 
real head. He was to run things as they 
| should be run. All sorts of reforms were 
' promised. 

What Has Been Accomplished. 

This much he has accomplished: 

He has cut off subscriptions to certain 
prominent newspapers ‘which for many 
years had come to the department for 
the use of the chiefs of different bu- 
reaus. 

He succeeded in preventing the promo- 
»tion of one officer in the pay corps, the 


The action with regard to the news- 
papers was taken on the plea that there 
must be economy in the administration 
of the department. Bureall chiefs, espe- 
claily those in charge of the technical 


‘branches, testify that from these news- 


papers information has béen leaned 
which has resulted in saving the United 
States government thousands of things. 
One récent case: was. cited. : 

But Secretary Moody was obdurate. 
There must he economy-—and the sub- 
scriptions to the newspapers, which were 
met out of the department’s funds, were 
cut off. 

The Secyetary’s Economy. 

Just at present the secretary of the 
navy is on a junket in a vessel of the 
navy which might be in uge for the pur- 
poses of some branch of the navy’s 
work. A single day’s cost of the main- 
tenance of this vessel would, it is esti- 
mated, pay the total annual cost of all 
of the newspapers which were cut off 
the department's lists. 

How much of an economist the secre- 
tary is can be figured out by taking the 
record of the number of days which he 
has used fhe Dolphin during the last 
year and multiplying this by the cost of 
keeping that vessel in commission, 

The secretary of the navy has a fond- 
ness for the Dolphin. 

Shortly after he came into office last 
spring he was asked what he intended to 
do during the summer, where he intended 
to spend his vacation. ‘Prompt and é¢m- 
phatic was the reply. He could take no 
vacation, Other officials of the navy 
might be able to calm their consciences 
to an extent which would admit of their 
leaving Washington during the summer, 
but as for Him—there was certainly too 
much work in the department to admit of 
his going! 

Shortly after this there came a few hot 
days. The secretary, sitting at his desk, 
said there really had been so much work 
since ne took charge of the department 


' that he was breaking down and it was 


necessary for him to leave Washington! 
He said, however, that there were a lot 
of important cases which he could take 
with him to his New Bngland home and 
that he would devote Wis days to the diffi- 
cult work of solving these problems. As 
nobody asked him what these difficult 
problems were he, of course, did not féel 
called upon to go into details. 
Dolphin Always at His Call. 

The secretary ieft Washington, went to 
New York by rail and there was met by 
the good ship Dolphin, of the United 
States navy. She had been sent there on 
his orders because he wanted to pay @ 
short call upon the president of the Unit- 
ed States, who was then at Oyster Bay, 
and it would never do for the secretary 
of the navy to arrive either by rail or by 
ene of the pretty little sound steamers. 

After the Oyster Bay visit, the Dolphin 


|earried Secretary Moody up to Massa- 


chusetts and remained in New England 
waters during most of the summer as 
‘the yacht of the secretary of the navy.”’ 
During a portion of this time the sec- 
retary had as his guests Uncle Joe Can- 
non and several.of his friends in congress. 
I believe the excuse given for this délight- 
ful summer cruise was the desirability of. 
this gang of landslubbers wittiéssing the 
naval maneuvers—which not one of the 
lot could possibly understand. I ‘am: in- 
formed it is the rule that persons using 
vessels of the government in this way 
are charged a nominal sum for subsist- 
ence. I am also informed that inquiry 
was made whether it would not be possi- 
ble to charge the subsistence in this in- 
stance to the general fund of the navy. 
At Washington Again. 

Mr. Moody came back to Washington 

in the fall and remained a few weéks,

Then he went over to Annapolis, where he 
was the victim of a unfortunate run- 
away accident. After hfs recovery from 
that he remained at his desk a week or 
two, and then, taking with him the post- 
master general and a few other congenial 
Spirits, Went off for a cruise in the West 
Indies, this time again upon the Dolphin. 
He is down there now. He is expected 
back in a week or so, but, as I have said, 
some people are wondering how long he 
will remain, 

There has been fn the newspaper dis- 
patches a good deal of talk about in- 
spection of coaling stations in Cuba and 
Porto Rico. It cannot possibly be 
claimed that such inspection by the sec- 
retary of the navy can add anything 
whatsoever to the knowledge of the navy 
department concerning these proposed sta- 
tions. The expert officers of the gov- 


ernment have furnished the department | 


with complete information . concerning 
these proposed sites and their testimony 
is certainly of more value than anything 
which the secretary of the navy could 
acquire in a junketing trip. 

All at the expense of the government, it 
must be recollected, 

To Send ’Em to Sea. 

Secretary “Moody declared with great 
emphasis that his first act would be to 
drive to sea all the rascally Officers of 
the navy who are doing shore duty. With 


a great flourish of trumpets, he held up. 


the promotion of Pay Director Stephen 
Rand because he discovered that Rand 
had not had sea duty for several years. 
It is not claimed that a period of sea 
duty would have made Mr. Rand any 
more proficient in his duties as a pay 
officer. He was to be held up as an ex- 
ample to other officers to show them what 
they might expect. Mr. Rand, it seemed, 
was a warm friend of President McKin- 
ley and had had his term of shore service 


extended through the friendship of the | 


president. 

Nor did it make any difference that the 
grade of pay inspector, to’ which Mr. 
Rand... would, in the natural order. of 
things, have been elevated, Was one which 
by the uniform practice of the depart- 
mént did not involve sea..* duty. That 
might be true, but Rand could not be 
promoted, although his promotion was 
regularly recommended by the necessary 
board. The secretary of the navy in- 
tended to see to it that the officers of 
the navy were sent to sea! 

So far as I have been able to ascertain 
this is the only instance of a holdup of 
this character since Mr. Moody laid down 
what was to be his iron-clad rule. The 
Moody yard-stick has been applied to 
nobody else. Other men who are given 
their promotion without regard to sea 
service. notably Paymaster John Mudd, 
who got his vromotion not long ago, 
although he had not seen sea service, 

Moody and the Courtsmartial. 

If it were possible from the standpoint 
of the navy department to send to sea all 
or almost all of the officers now on shore 
duty, almost everybody would applaud 
the action because ‘there is undoubted 
need of officers on board the’ships of the 
navy. But many are needed here, where 
they perform excellent services. There 
have been abuses of shore: duty privilege 
in the past and there will be in the fu- 
ture. So far as Mr. Moody is concerned, 
there has been much vrofession of an in- 
tention to cure the alleged evil, but the 
only verformance has been in connec- 
tion with one member of the pay corps, 
and thé only result was to hold back his 
promotion. 

Two courtsmartial have been ordered 
over the recommendations of the officers 
which passed upon the case. One of these 
was in the case of Ensign Wortman be- 
cause of an explosion which occurred tn 
@ gun tower of which he was in charge. 
His superior officers holding him blame- 
less, said that the real fault was that 
because of the shcrtage of officers in the 
navy a great deal too much work had 


been put upon this youngster just out of | 


Annapolis, and that the only practical 
result of a courtmartial would be to show 
to’ the world the undesirable conditions 
prevailing in the navy, But no, the secre- 
tary must have the courtmartial and did 
The result was just what had been pra- 
dictea. 

The Much-Vaunted Independence. 

There. has been much talk in the past 
of secretaries being more or less under the 
control of the ohief of the bureau of 
navigation. This bureau is important and 
it has usually had strong men at its head. 
The navy department is organized on the 
idea that each bureau must be independent 
of the others, but that the secretary shall, 
of course, have control:of all. 

Now it is a fact that while there may 
have been other secretaries who were 
dominated by chiefs of fhe bureau of nar- 
igation, there has never been one more 


completely dominated than is Secretary 
Moody by Rear Admiral Taylor. The ef- 
fect of this is of great interest and im- 
portance inside the navy department, but 
would be of little public interest were 
it not for the secretary's advance declara- 
tions that there would be nothing of this 
kind under the Moody rule. As a matter 
of fact, it is probably much better for 
the department that the secretary should 
act upon the advice of Rear Admiral Tay- 
lor, an able man, than that he should act

Distribution of the Peabody Fund. 


The board of trustees of the Peabdy 
fund voted on Thursday to establish and 
maintain a teachers’ college in the south. 
This is accepted as an indication that the 
trustees have come to consider favorably 
the proposition to close the fund, voted 


down in 1896. 


The Pekbody education fund was estab- 
lished in 1867. by George Peabody, and 
Originally amounted to $3,500,000. Of thig 
amount, however, $1,380,000 was in Mis- 
sissippi and Florida bonds, which were 
not available. ' 

The fund, placed in charge of fifteen 
trustees, was to be devoted to education 
in the southern states. At first the chief 
aim was to encourage and secure the ¢s- 
tablishment of public schools for the 
free education of all children, black and 
white. ; 

When that was accomplished the income 
of the fund was used mainly for the train- 
ing of teachers through normal schools 
and teachers’ institutes. In this work and 
in the establishment -and maintenance ot 
schools the. trustees expended in thirty- 
four years $2,744,755 and still have a capl- 
tal of $2,100,000. 

The fund has been well used from the 
first. The president of the United States 
always has been a member of the board 
of trustees and the south as well as the 
north has been represented on the man- 
aging committee. 

A part of the work assumed by the 
trustees was taken up in 1882 by the trus- 
tees of the John F. Slater fund. This 
fund of $1,000,000, increased by g0od in- 
vestments and good management to $1,500,- 
000, was to be devoted to the education 
and uplifting of the emancipated popu- 
lation of the southern states. Under the 
conditions of the gift no expenditures are 
to be made for buildings, but assistance 
is to be given to industrial and other 
schools for the colored people and 
insti utions like Hampton and Tuske- 


gee. 

Another part of the work that was car~- 
ried on for years by the trustees of the 
Peabody fund, the encouragement and 
maintenance of free schools in the south, 
was undertaken two years ago by the 
southern educational board. This received 
large gifts from John D. Rockefeller and 
others, and worked in harmony and active 
cooperation with the trustees of the Pea- 
body and Slater funds. 

One question before the trustees of the 
Peabody fund at the last meeting in 
Washington was whether a permanent 
institution for the training of teachers in 
the south* would carry out the purpose of 
Mr. Peabody. Another was whether the 
time had come for a distribution or al- 
lotment of the fund and the endowment 
of institutions. 

The determination of this question was 
left by the terms of the in the 
hands of the trustees, and they have ap- 
pointed a committee to report upon a col- 
lege for teachers and the distribution con-~- 
templated by Mr. Peabody in 1867. 


Monument to Captain Dunlap. 

Macon, Ga, April 4—(Special.)—Con- 
tractors today began work on @ mauso- 
leum over the last resting place of Cap- 
tain 8. 8. Dunlap in Rose Hill cemetery. 
The tomb, when completed, will be one 
of the largest in Georgia and will cost 
thousands of dollars. The design is the 
same as that over General U. 8. Grant. 
The tomb is being built of Georgia gran- 
ite. A slab of granite weighing several 
tons was carried to the cemetery by a 
sixteen mule team.

Two Large Buildings at Chi- 
cago Are Gutted 
by Fire, 


Chicago, April 4.—Fire broke out this 
evening in the séven-story building at ‘5 
and 77 West Monroe street, and before it 
was extinguished completely wrecked the 
structure and badly damaged another sev- 
en-story building adjoining it. Floors 
one, two and three, of the building at 75 
and 77 Monroe street were occupied by the 
J. C. Curtis Company, makers of caskets 
and undertakers’ supplies; the fourth and 
fifth floors by the Marque and Maple Box 
Company, and the sixth and seventh 
floors by the Chicago Cast Company, man- 
ufacturers of jewelry and eyeglass cases. 

From the upper part of this building 
the fire spread to the building at 71 and 
73 Monroe street, the seven floors of 
which were occupied by the Leonard Seed 
Company. The stock of this concern was 
destroyed by fire and water. 

The origin of the fire is at present a 
mystery.

MORE DAMAGE 
TO PEACH CROP 


It Is Feared the Present Cold 
Spell Will Be Injurious. 


The condition-.of the south Georgia 
peach crop has. declined considerably 
within the last ten days or two weeks, 
and the outlook new for a yield: of much 
consequence is extremely‘ discouraging. 

State Entomologist W. M. Scott has 
just returned from Fort’ Valley, where 
re has been at Work upon the San Jose 
scale, and while there Jooked carefuliy 
into this year's: erop conditions. 

‘There is no doubt,” said’ Mr. Seott, 
“that the peach crop has been consid- 
erably cut down since the last freeze. 

‘One of the principal causes of thia 
is itmiperfect po}lenization owing to the 
frequent rains and winds, nad the result 
is ashe young peach drops off shortiy ii- 
ter it is formed. 

“Then, too, the peaches have been at- 
tacked. by the brown rot, and: many of 
them are falling off on that account. 

“With a full erop this season tasre 
ought te have been .1,000..cars shipped 
from: Fort Valley alone. As ft’is now 
there may be 100 cars or there may be 
300, but I hardly think in any event ihere 
will be“*more than the latter figure.-. 

‘The same conditions prevail, of cours, 
arouhd Marshallyille, thovgh I did not 
have time te go there and make an in- 
vestigation,

Sims Taken to Tower. 

Sims was removed from the Piedmont 
to the Tower last night at 9 o’clock. An 
effort was made by friends to prevent 
this if possible, but Marshal Scott decided 
that it was best and right to place his 
prisoner in the jail. 

From the Piedmont to the Tower Sims 
was accompanied by Marshal Scott and 
two relatives. At the office he was reg- 
istered as a United States prisoner and 
was taken to a cell on the fourth floor 
in the north wing. 

In the front of the jail there are rooms 
sometimes used for special prisoners, but 
Sims was not given one of these, His 
cell is one of the ordinary kind.

Description of Hallman Sims. 

Brown-eyed, dark-haired and with a 
lively complexion, Sims tsga young man 
of pleasing personality. By nature he is 
quiet, and was slow of speech. In height 
he ig about 6 feet 8 inches, and was ai- 
ways neatiy dressed—not extravagantly, 
but in best style. 

Much of his time when he was not out 
in society, he spent reading. 

While he had not many close friends, 
he has always been well liked by a large 
circle of acquaintances. 

Sensation in Socia] Circles. 

Surprise and consternation reigned 
among the friends of Hallman Sims when 
it became known thgt he was short in 
his accounts. When the rumor was first 
circulated it was not believed, 
a confirmation was made it was difficult 
for his associates to realize thé gravity 
of the situation. 

Few young men in Atlanta were more 
popular in the socia] world than young 
Sims. He had the entree into the very 
best homes in Atlanta, and was a protn:- 
nent figure at the moat brilliant and mest 
exclusive social affairs. He spent his 
money freely, but did not appear ex- 
travagant. He dressed in the heigath of 
fashion, but was in no respect a doudy. 

It was generally understood that he 
possed an income in addition to his sal- 
ary, and his freedom with his money, for 
that reason, excited no particular com- 
nent. His arrest caused a sensation 
in the social world and was the sole sut- 
ject of comment yesterday.

AN INTERESTING LETTER 


ON YHE PHILIPPINES 


Sheffield, Ala., April 3.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The following is a part of 
a letter received here from 8. W. Watson, 
in Manila, Philippine Islands: 


It is obvicus that a wide misconcep- 
tion of the conditions in the Philippines 
exist, not only among the American pub- 
lic, but among the Philippine commis- 
sicn as well. Governor Taft, whiie in 
Washington, is credited as saying that 
he had never seen a Filipino that was not 
a Musician. Now 1 have been in the 
Philippines for the last ten years, and 
have come in intimate contact with al- 
most every tribe from the Cagayans in 
the extreme north of Luzon to the Moros 
In Mindanao, and I should estimate that 
5 per cent of the people exhibit a fair 
amount of proficiency, while 10 per cent 
of the remainder show more or l!ess 
skill on such instruments as the mouth 
harp, the accordian or bamboo fife, and 
certainly not more than 20 per cent of 
the entire population ever make any 
attempt at music, This is a small mat- 
ter, of course, but it is an example of a 
thousand other misconceptions. 

The extent of Governor Taft’s travels 
in the islands has been visits to the cap- 
ftals of the different provinces to estab- 
lish civil government. Here, of course, 
he always found prearranged programmes 
which, as is characteristic of Filipino 
programmes, consisted largely of music. 
F'or such occasions every available mu- 
sician of the province, and frequently 
from neighboring provinces, is secured. 
Quite'a display is thus made, and for 
the moment one sees only the musical 
side of the native, and it is not un- 
natural for him to think that the en- 
tire population is musical, while as a 
matter of fact almost the opposite is 
true. 

One of the greatest misconceptions, and 
at the same time a very dangerous one, 
is the belief on the part of the commis- 
sion that there exists over the islands a 
widespread, friendly sentiment in favor 
of our policy. The cause of this mistake 
is due to the fact that the commission 
Sees too much of the foxy, diplomatic 
politician, and tod little of the common 
gente. The case of Buencamino is an il- 
lustration of this. He was taken from 
a prison cell and madé civil service com- 
missioner at a salary Of $3,500 per year, 
which was the result of pure ecleaverness 
and diplomacy on the part of nca- 
‘mino, for he is generally known 4&8 one 
of the most untrustworthy men in the 
country. Even before the American oc- 
' cupation of the islands, he was known 
as “‘Mal”’ camino (bad road). This name 
stil] adheres to him, and he is detested 
alike by Americans and natives. Such 
men would have been shot by the Span- 
ish, yet it ts this very class that would 
have us believe in the absolute loyalty 
of the Filipino, when, as a matter of 
fact, we only have to get owt away from 
this class to discover that very little, if 
any, loyal feeling exists. 

Aside from the misconception of the 
' @xisting conditions, there is some mis- 
government, or at least some bad gov- 
ernment, that is working injustice. The 
high salary of officials is an example of 
this. In ome province that 1 know of, 
the entire amount of taxes collected is 
not sufficient to pay the governor's sal- 
ary. The office of provincial governor is 
about the same as that of county judge, 
yet the salary of the former is almost 
dowble that of the average for the lat- 
ter; and when you consider that the Fil- 


native foremen go about it in a quicker * 
way and use clubs, or anything that is 
handy,’’ the foreman replied. “Do any 
of them ever run off after they have 
been whipped?” “Very few,” said the 
foreman. “They are afraid of their pres- 
identes.”” “Do you think many of your 
laborers are fluenced to come here?” 
I again inquired of the foreman, ‘““They 
are nearly ail forced to come,’’ he said. 

I did not learn the means employed to 
influence them, but here is an extract of 
a letter written by the engineer in charge 
of the construction to a presidente: ‘“‘Your 
town is. got furnishing its quota of la- 
borers to the Benguet road, The men 
are greatly needed, and if they are not 
furnished at once the matter will be re- 
ported to the civil commission.”’ 

It seems that Commissioner Worcester 
has expressed his hopes of making a 
trip over the road in his automobilé, as 
“‘Worcester’s $507,000 auto trip’’ is a com- 
mon .expression, the $500,000 having ref- 
erence to the estimated cost of the 
road. 

Cockfighting, which is almost the sole 
source of amusement among the natives, 
has been prohibited in Manila; yet an 
American jocky club is allowed, various 
gambling joints are licensed, and a whole 
district 1s turned over to prostitutes. Not 
only is a whole’ district turned over to 
the prostitutes, but an American physi- 
cjan, at high salary, is employed to make 
from house to house inspections and keep 
every place free from disease. All cases 
found are at once sent by public am- 
bulance to the hospital, where they are 
given first-class treatment free of charge. 
So prevalent is venereal diseases in Ma- 
nila, and so virulent, too, that several 
hundred of these cases are on hand all 
the time, which means an expense of 
something like $25,000 dollars annually. 

I asked a clerk in the auditor's office 
how the expenditures for this work are 
accounted for, and was told that appro- 
priations are made to the bureau of pub- 
lic health .which is in charge of Com- 
missioner Worcester, and who is author- 
ized to employ a number of physicians 
as sanitary inspectors and to support cer- 
tain institutions. Among these institu- 
tions is the San Lazaro hospital, which 
is known to the public as the place where 
the leprocy cases are confined; but it is 
here that several wards are set apart

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SENSATION PU PUT ON FOOT _ 
BY TENNESSEE CLAFLIN,

London, March 2.—Lady Cook, erst- 
while Tennessee Claflin, at one time one 
of the most-talked-of women in_ the 
United States, figures on being the cen- 
ter of another sensation some time in 
May. 

A few weeks ago, her former private 
secretary, a man named Wallace, sucd 
her for $50,000 for libel, and after a short 
trial, in which Lady Cook herself was 
not permitted to testify, although she 
was most anxious to do so, Wallace got 
a verdict of $2,500, 

Then there was a scene. Lady Cook 
jumped up in court and denounced her 
own lawyer, Sir Edward: Clark, one of 
the most famous, dignified and high- 
priced of British legal lights, for refus- 
ing to let her be called to the witness 
stand. She was fairly bursting with reve- 
lations that she was prepared to make, 
but that various distinguished folk did 
not want to have made. ‘In consequence, 
she has appealed the case, paid a lot of 
money into court to cover the costs, and 


has gone on a still hunt to prepare evi- | 


dence that will make things hum. 

“T’m not going to be cut off from tea 
tifying the next time,’’ said Lady Cook 
to the writer. “l am a public woman, 
and I am pot going to have my iepu- 
tation smirched, or have anything hushed 
up. Insinuations have been made that 1 
murdered my husband, Sir Francis Cook; 
that I was not legally married to hii; 
and all sorts of villainous charges. Now 
we are going to have all these things 
sifted to the bottom. I have spent a 
great many thousands of dollars on this 
case already, and I’m going to spend a 
great many more. Thank God, Sir Fran- 
cis, whom I loved and cared for tenderly, 
left me plenty to spend.”’ 

Sir Francis Cook, who died two years 
ogo, was very old, and very rich. His 
millions were left strictly in the family— 
some to his wife, mostly to his children 
by his first wife. He was a baronet in 
England, and a viscount in Portugal, 
where he owned a beautiful palace near 
Cintra.

Fierce Denunciation by Justice 
Gaynor of New York 


Judge Says the Worst Crimes ‘in 
Country Are Tllegal Acts of 
Police—Police, He Says, 
Have No Power Ove 
Any One. 


New York, April 4.—Supreme Court Jus 
tice Gaynor today, in holding for trtal 
4 Policé Captain Summers, of Brooklyn, on 
a charge of oppression, scored the po- 
lice in unmeasured terms. 

“The police have. no power over any 
one in this country,” he said. ‘“@he 
worst crimes are the illegal acts of the 
police. There is no outlawry in this 
country. I’m willing to admit that there 
is card playing in all clubs, high or 
low, rich or poor, and that they play 
for stakes which is illegal. The pdlice 
have no more right to go into this club 
than to the Montauk or Brooklyn clubs.”

The contentions against the Hunting- 
ton eState serve at least the purpose of 
recalling to the mind memory of men 
who did much to promote the commer- 
clal empire of the United States and who 
in making fortunes for themselves erected 
the structure upon which thousands of 
millions of dollars have been added to 
the national wealth. A number of liti- 
gations have arisen in connection with 
old Central Pacific matters, and these 
Suits have been threshed over and over 
again until they have been worn thread- 
bare. 

It appears that G. Bmily Reynolds, in 
gepite of the decision of Surrogate Thomas 
dismissing the application of William 
Morshead claims to be a creditor of the 
Hunting estate on similar’ grounds.

Huntington’s death he was intimately ac- 
quainted with all of that financier’s busi- 
ness matters; and that Mr. Huntington 
was at no time and in no way indebted 
to G. Emily Reynolds and that she is in 
no wise a creditor of his estate. He 
furthermore states that at the time of 
Mr .Huntington’s death, Huntington was 
not In possession of any moneys or prop- 
erty belonging to, or which should of 
right be paid to, the stockholders of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, and 
the stockholders of the said company 
were not creditors of Huntington to any 
amount whatever. | :

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Halifax, N.-8., April 4—A dispatch from 
St. Pierre says that the passage of the. 
steamers Burgundia and Notre Dame de 
Salut, from France, was the roughest 
ever experienced. One man was lost at 
sea and four others were drowned in the 
harbor of 8t.-Pierre after the arrival of 
the steamer on Friday. 

The Notre Dame de Salut Jeft St. Malo 
March 18, and experienced sixteen days 
in the rough weather. On March 2% a 
tremendous sea boarded the steamer and 
Swept fore and aft, carrying three men 
overboard, besides a large quantity of 
deck gear and other portable material. 
Two of the men were wusbed back again 
by the next sea and the third was lost. 
Dufing the height of the storm the steer- 
ing gear broke, and the steamer labored 
and plunged in the trough of the sea. 
The cabin and saloon were flooded with 
water, which continuously broke over the 
steamer, and several men were injured. 
The 1,200 fishermen passengers on the 
eteamer never experienced such weather 
on the banks. 

The steamer Bergundia left St. Malo 
a day ahead-of the Notre Dame de Salut 
and arrived a day behind. She also was 
considerably damaged by heavy seas on 
the voyage. A boat's crew of fifteen men 
of the Burgundia left the vessel in the 
harbor of St. Pierre and was capsized. 
Four were lost. The two ships carried 
a total of 2,600 passengers.

DO COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS 
WORK TO INJURY OF SOIL? 


By Martin V. Calvin. 

A few days ago; Dr. Duncan, the gen- 
jal and accomplished senator from the

Tallahassee, Fila., April 4—(Special.)— 
Attorney General James B, Whitfield has 
filed with Governor Jennings the follow- 
ing interesting and important - report, 
which clearly explains itself and which 
is expected to be the basis of a num- 
ber of the more important and most 
needed laws enacted at the legislative 
session which begins here next'Tuesday. 
The recommendations made are the more 
weighty because they emanate from the 
judges and state attorneys now actively 
engaged in the enforcement of the laws, : 
and they point out defects now actually 
experfénced by these officials: 

Office of the Attorney General, Talla- 
hassee, Fla., April 2, 1903.—-To His Excel- 
lency W. 8. Jennirfgs, Governor, Talla- 
hassee, Fla.—Dear Sir: Section 88 of the 
revised statutes of Florida provides that 
“It shall be the duty of the attorney 
general to make a written report to the 
governor five days before the first day 
of every session Of the legislature, as to 
the effect and operation of the acts of 
the last previous session, the decisions 
of the courts thereon, and referring to 
the previous legislation o: the subject, 
with such suggestions as in his opinton 
the public interest may demand, which 
report shall be laid before the legislature 
by the governor with his first message.”’ 

In obedience to this provision I have 
the honor to report as follows: 

Pension Revision Needed. 

Under chapter 4894, the pension act of 
1901, the number of state pensioners has 
increased nearly threefold. This increase 
is in part due to the clause allowing a 
pension to any soldier or sailor coming 
within the provisions of the act “who, 
being more than 6 years old, is by rea- 
son of age incapable of providing a living 
for himself.”’ 

The. act is. liberal in its provisions, but 
it does not ificludé, several classes of sol- 
diers and sailors and widows who are 
perhaps as much entitled to considera- 
tion as those covered by the-act. These 
discriminations can be remedied by ap- 
propriate amendments. The tax levy to

Records of Union and Confederate 
Fleets Being Published. 
Washington, April 4.—Advance prints of 
volume 16, series 1, of the official records 
of the union and confederate navies in 
the-civil war have come from the gov- 
ernment printing office.

HE parents of Ldeutenant Graham 
L. Johnson are just in receipt of 
an interesting letter from their s@m, 
who is at Mataling Falls, Mindanoa, 
Philippine Islands. Lieutenant Johnson 
is an Atlanta boy and his many friends 
will be glad to learn, that he is in good 
health and has not fallen a prey to the 
Moros. After eguinaldo. was captured he 
was detailed as one\of the guards to look 
after that notable Filipino. : 
Lieutenant Johnson seems highly pileas- 
2a with his military life in the Philip- 
pines. He writes as follows: 

“Like the Arab, we fold our tents, but 
not silently steal away. <As you know, 
we change camps tomorrow. Mataling 
Falls, with all its beauty, high altitude 
and living as we have by nature envelop- 
ed, will be a thing of the past. We have 
had a good deal of sickness among our 
men—two cases of cholera—so this camp 
was condemned, and we go to Malabang, 
a seaport town on the south side of the 
island. I greatly regret leaving the 
mountains, it is so hot on the coast, 
only 7 degrees above the equator. If va- 
riety is the spice of life, we have haéd all 
the spice, and if a rolling stone gath- 
ers no moss, we will never be green, as 
this makes eight times we have moved 
since we have been in the Philippines. 
Our military road, which is a magnificent 
plece of work, has been finished on the 
gouth slide of Lake Lanoa, and the Amer- 
ican soldiers deserve a world of credit 
for the amount of work accomplished. 
Some of the grandest trees had to be 
YeMed in building this road, tt really hurt 
me to see such kings among trees laid 
low, lifting as they had their heads to 
their maker for centuries. They are the 
largest I have ever seen, except in Cal- 
ifornia. Rosewood, mahogany, rubber, 
iron wood, etce.—what a fortune if only 
nearer the United States! It was no fun 
building this road, but work, work kept 
away the blues, and at night the soldiers 
would gather under these trees and sing 
for ‘hours; as you know, we have not 
seen a house in months, but I have learn- 
ed to love my rag house (tent). 

“The men in our company have two 
smart.pet monkeys. Every one loves 
them. One is named Bob. We have had 
hardships, but some pleasure, and we 
have certainly seen all kind of sights. 
I am going to write you of market day 
in Malatang. We all enjoy h ng, but 
always keep 4 Sharp eye for 


sleeping a big centipede. I made a bold 
lunge at him with one of my Moro 
knives, but as he had a hundred legs to 
my two, of course he got away, and I 
hope never to return. | 

The awfiil earthquakes are still with 
us. I thought the other night I was on 
an electric car I was moving so fast. Did 
I tell you when pe first came the motion 
of the earth made many of the men sicker 
than on the ship coming over. You have 
often asked me how a soldier lives in the 
field, The kitchen in the field architect- 
urally is not a wonder or a new idea in 
the construction of a covering. It could 
not he more simple in design. Six rose- 
wood poles are driven in the ground; a 
ridge-pole to two uprights; to this numer- 
ous ribs of bamboo are lashed; over this 
an army paulin is spread. This structure, 
so simple, is. I can assure you, very dear 
to every soldier. and should it not be 
under preper management causes a world 
of disturbance and discomfort, more than 
all other mattexs combined. Should it be 
properly run by men who understand how 
to handle the government rations, it is 
a source of great enjJoyment.,and the one 
thing that makes the men forget the 
many hardships they have to endure in 
the field in the torrid zone. Our govern- 
ment, unlike the Furopean powers, has 
no school of instruction fur Hs army’ 
cooks, but that which it loses through 
noninstruction is more than made up by 
the generous rations that is given by the 
government to its soldiers. Before the ab- 
olition of the canteen numerous extras 
were purchased by the company com- 
mander from money known as the com- 
pany fund, This fund got hs principal 
source from the canteen and has, of 
course, deteriorated greatly of late years, 
but even now extraseare frequently given 
the men, and an expert cook can make 
a lot of good things from our rations.

1s a Socialist 


Shows That the Methods of Drills 
and Parades Used Now by Ger- 
many Are Obsolete—Fight 
on Drilis Is a 
Farce.

Berlin, April 4—The socialists are crowd- 
ing the kaiser hard.. The new “Kaiser's 
party,” designed to give the laboring ele- 
ment a substitute for the socialist labor 
organization, has not been heard of for 
weeks. It seems to be elther dead or 
hopelessly aenemic. When the emperor 
goes shortly to Copenhagen, self-invited, 
he will have to submit to being welcomed 
by a socialist mayor—and now comes con- 
sciousness of the crushing fact that the 
great truth in Herr Franz Adam Beyer- 
lein’s book entitled “Jena, or Sedan?’’ are 
from the brain and pen of a Socialist. 

It is a long time since a piece of mere 
literature has so stirred up Germany as 
this book has done. It appears at a most 
inopportune time, from the standpoint of 
the government—a time when the popula- 
tion is aroused over the multiplying of 
cases of cruelty within military ranks. 

Though opinion is divided as to the 
merits of the book, military authorities 
are unable to controvert its statements. 
An ex-general, who is considered an au- 
thority on military affairs, offers the first 
grain of comfort to those in power by 
pointing out the author’s sins of ommis- 
sion, showing that the author is evidently 
a socialist, as he picked out facts to sup- 
port the foregone conclusion that the Ger- 
man army was indeed “marching to 
Jena,” which means. defeat if confronted 
with a well prépared army. 

The book acquaints the reader with the 
petty intrigues and jealousies of the non- 
cimmisssioned Officer, as well as of his 
titled superiors and their women adhe- 
rents. He exhibits the pushing officer who 
thinks of nothing but blood and strategy, 
and the pretty lieutenant achieving con- 
quests on love’s battle flelds. He shows 
that the methods of drills and parades 
now in use are antiquated and must in- 
evitably exterminate individual initiative, 
which is the most powerful factor on 
modern battle fields, leaving only human 
machines which refuse to work the mo- 
ment they are removed from the control 
of officers’ authority 
The author is himself an ex-officer, and 
his dedication to ‘The German Army” en- 


forces respect. 


The crowned heads of central Europe 
are making slow progress against the 
practice .of duelling. In fact, the whole 
royal crusade is a hollow mockery, as is 
shown by the fact that the king of Servia 
uas just ordered four of his officers to 
challenge a professor of Belgrade uni- 
versity to a “mortal duel, though the popu- 
lar sentiment in Belgrade is against this 
barbarous method of settling differences. 
Professor Borislavjevice, having public- 
ly declared that Colonel Nicolaivics, Gen- 
eral Antonics (ex-minister of war), Ad- 
jutant Milics and Major Belkovics had 
been promoted over the heads of seniors 
by the influence of Queen Draga, is the 
respected and péace-pursuing citizen who 
is to be sacrificed, 


The latest advices from St. Petersburg 
indicate that there is hope for political 
exiles in Siberia, the czar intending to 
supplement reforms just announced by 
abolishing this form of punishment. 

The czar’s order, it appears, will be re- 
troactive, which means that political pris- 
oners now in the frozen north will be 
brought back to finish their terms amid 
civilized scenes and in an endurable cli- 
mate. It is announced that Generad Wabl 
has gone to Siberia to conduct the pre- 
liminaries to the carrying out of the czar’s 


decreé. 


There appears to be an astonishing 
amount of misinformation going about re- 
specting the king of Sweden’s appoint- 
ment of the crown prince as ,regent. This 
is not the first time the eldest son of Oscar 
II. has acted in that capacity. He is 
now 44 years of age and fully acquainted 
with the duties and responsibilities of the 
ruler of the kingdom of Sweden and Nor- 
way. 

The establishment of a regency in 
Sweden is not a portentous affair, as in 
England, but merely a matter of conveni- 
encé—as at present, when the sovereign 
requires rest and a change of air. He sim- 
ply leaves state business to the care of a 
deputy, the heir to the throne, until he 
elects to resume personal direction. 

The regent is the great grandson of Na- 
poleon’s fortunate marshal, Bernadotte. 
He is a descendant of William I., German 
emperor, though the mother of the first 
Bernadotte, who was Princess Victoria 
of Baden. He has three brothers, Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, duke of Scania, is in his 
twenty-first year; Willlam, duke of Suder- 
mania, is 18, and Eric, duke of Westman- 
land, is 18. The morganatic marriage of 
King Oscar’s second son therefore could 
well be allowed, especially as the prince 
contracting it renounced al) claim to the 
throne. 

The Swedish royal family has only one 
real anxiety. For years the delicate health 
of the queen and also of the crown prin- 
cess has obliged these ladies to avold the 
fatigues of court appearances. If the 
crown prince should not be survived by 
an heir he would be succeeded on the 
throne by one of his younger brothers. 

The house of Bernadotte has its own 
family regulations, which include the 
Salic law, which formerly did not prevail 
in Sweden. Accordingly, the late king of 
Sweden, Charlies XV., was succeeded by 
his brother, the present King Oscar, and 
not by his only Gaughter, Louise, now 
crown princess of Denmark. 

Here in Berlin no one believes ‘that the 
present regency means any more than giv- 
ing the king an tar atin: for rest and 
recuperation. 
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which will open at Vienna this month, will 
be perfectly preserved specimens of mum- 
mified Egyptian bees, estimated to be 6,000 
years old. The exhibit shows that the an- 
cient Egyptians were far advanced in 
the art of making ‘these insects produc- 
tive. 

This will be part of an impertant gen- 
eral exhibit of the bee-keepifig ‘industry. 
In other respects the exposition promises 
to be conspicuous. The main decorations 
will consist of 300 tall fir and pine trees. 


A Russian prince, journeying home with 
his wife after a visit to Berlin, turns out 
to have béen a most ingenfous smuggler. 
In consequence. of information given by 
the attendant of a German sleeping car, 
the prince and his wife were examined a 
second time, nothing having been declared 
by them the first time. 

The prince resisted the searchers, but 
they persisted, with the result that several 
hundred yards of silk ribbon were found 
wound around his body. Owing to ‘the 
prince’s high social standing he was al- 
lowed his liberty after paying five times 
the amount of the duty.

Many and often has the so-called, 
“Cambridge idea’ been lauded by advo- 
yates of non-partisanship in politics nd 
especially in municipal affairs. That a 
large city, so near to Boston, an@ with a 
diverse population could be brought to 
adopt non-partisanship was hafied as a 
step toward the political millenium and 
much of the credit was given to the in- 
fuence of Harvard university upon the 
common or garden species of citizens of 
Cambridge. 

Until two years ago such vulgar words 
as “democrats” or “republicans” were en- 
tirely tabooed in Cambridge unless in 
state or national campaigns. Non-parti- 
sanship was the sole idea drummed into 
Cambridge voters in season and out of 
season and to speak against the “Cam- 
bridge idea” was regarded: as little less 
than high treason. In itself the ‘‘Cam- 
bridge idea’’ was in the main a good one, 
Party lines and designations were en- 
tirely eliminated as the tests of fitness 
for office. Instead there was to be no 
party (this being the theory) but Instead 
the citizens were to méet, names of candi- 
dates for municipal offices brought be- 
foré them and they were to be indorsed 
or not according solely to their qualifica- 
tions for the place. 

The ‘“‘cambridge idea’’ had for its first 
fruit, the Library haH party, which nomi- 
nated the candidates and looked after the 
election machinery. Within a very short 
time, however, there grew up within it 
the Temple hall organization. This was 
composed of members of Library hall, the 
inner circle or elect as it were, and here 
were manipulated the fine wires which 
controlled the nominations made by the 
larger organization. The Library hall nom- 
inations were indorsed by Temple hall for 
many years and between them both they 
managed (in spote of the conspicuous label 
of non-partisanship), to effectually bar 
out democrats and any person not a 
Library or Temple hallmembers from hold- 
ing municipal office elective or appointive. 
As a matter of fact, 9 per cent of the 
members of both organizations were 
dyed in the wool republicans and the 
others did not count.’ 


Matters went along very nicely and 
smoothly in this way until 1901, when to 
the surprise of Cambridge people the 
democrats, emboldened by the heavy vote 
cast by their party in Cambridge in the 
state election, decided to put a ticket in 


McNamee was nominated for mayor and 
to everyone’s surprise he was elected. 
There had been internal dissenions in 
Library hall and also in Temple hall. The 
election of Mayor McNamee was, how- 
ever, looked upon as purely an accident 
by the great mass of the non-partisans 
and they went into the fight last Decem- 
ber convinced of a victory that would 
once more make the “Cambridge idea’’ 
triumphant. This time the “idea” got 


democrats succeeded not only in reelect- 
ing Mayor McNamee, but eight out of 
the eleven aldermen and nine of the 
twenty-two common councilmen, giving 
them a majority of ene on joint ballot. 

Since then the disintegration of both 
Temple hall and Library hall has been 
rapid. The small conterie who have con- 
trolled Temple hall disagreed over the 
spoils in 1901 and the defeat of the year 
foliowing was toe much for them. 

Then the Library hall members got to 
thinking matters over a bit themselves 
and the result has been the death and bu- 
rial of the “Cambridge idea.” Funeral 
services were held this week at a mect- 
ing attended by only 47 out of the 557 
names on the rolls in spite of urgent calls 
to be present. It was decided to drop the 
name the Library hall and to adopt the 
so-called “Cleveland plan,” as the work- 
ing basis of a new organization to be 
calleq the Cambridge Government Club. 
So Cambridge has ‘‘goo-goos’’ at last. 

Boiled down the Cleveland plan does not 
g0 so far as the indorsement of candi- 
dates for office. Instead all the organi- 
zation ostensibly does is to carefully look 
up the record of each candidate and 
spraed before. the voters for their in- 
Structions. In some cases a recommenda- 
tion for or against the candidate is made. 

But the “Cleveland plan’’:is not likely 
to be a success in Cambridge now for 
the republeans have decided that it its 
about time to throw off the mask of non- 
Partisanship-and enter the field of muni- 
cipal politics under straight colors.

In principle the work of the tariff league 
is simple.» The practical carrying of it on, 
however, is a complicated matter.

the time, in every doubtful state of the 
union, and, being posted, to apply its ac- 
tivities in those localities where they will 
do the most good. In order to accomplish 
this it has established correspondents, by 
the hundred, in such states as“New York 
and Indiana, and from them it receives 
detailed information at short intervals as 
to the shifting political sentiment in each 
one of the correspondent’s districts. 


The use of the phrase “detalled informa- 
tion” is fully justified here, because, by 
reason of the correspondent’s regular let- 
ters the league is kept informed as to the 
| slightest changes of feeling. 

And when it is found that. say, twenty- 
four voters in any given district are 
‘wavering either toward or against the 
ideas which the league favors, these twen- 
ty-four men, or as many as there may be, 
are at once placed in possession of printed 
matter intended to either strengrhen their 
uncertain allegiance for protection or to 
weaken their opposition. Necessarily this 
makes the league one of the biggest pub- 
lishing houses in the country, so far as 
the number of printed pieces is concerned. 

And naturally, too; the political records 
kept by the league are continuous and far 
more complete than any other similar 
records in existence. Their value to the 
republican national committee, in cam 
paign years, cannot be estimated, and the 
league is a perfect storehouse for writers 
and speakers on protection, since the 
records naturally include reports on manu- 
facturing, farming, mining and every sort 
of industry, gathered from every available 
source. ?

In nearly every old world -apital, ex 
Vienna, political gicces carries with it a 
certain amount of social recognition, but 
net so in New York. 

Thus, in the years between his political 
terms as president, when he was a resi- 
dent of New York, there was no recogni- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland’e existence by the 
social magnates of the town. Chester Al- 
lan Arthur was similarly ignored during 
his later years, when, as our ex-president, 
he came here to live. B. Reed, 
in the last years of his life, which were 
spent here, cvt no social figure, though he 
was fully recognized as an able lawyer. 
Joseph Jefferson, the nestor of the 
American stage, rieh, cultivated and ef 
striking personal charm, is never seen at 
the gocial functions which the Jenkinses 
of the press delight to report, though in 
London his English counterpart, Sir 
Henry Irving, ennobled because of his 
success upon the stage, is often a figure 
in society. 

W. D. Howells, the novelist, as eminent 
in literature as Jefferson is in the drama, 
apparently has never been heard of by 
our society lights, though over in Lon- 
don Henry James, Howells’ chum in let- 
ters, and an American at that, is received 
with high social honors. 

“similar mInstances of New York social 
neglect of her distinguished native and 
adopted sons might be mentioned by the 
dozen, and the cause of the social differ- 


lish-speaking race is considered a deep 
mystery by many students of social life 
and affairs. 

In reality, though, there is no mystery 
about ft. The bulk of “society” in Lon- 
don and in the other Buropean cities ‘s 
made up of men and women who are surc 
of their own place in life, and who are 
sensible enough to take in any one who 
can say or do something that is interest- 
ing. In New York “society” is largely 
composed of pcrsons who are not quite 
certain of themgelves, who, despite their 
wealth and their present social stand- 
ing, fear that tomorrow may see them 
down and out. 

It is to the credit of such cities as Bos-

While it is 
true that many of the natign’s most emi- 
rent men and women are ignored in the 
nation’s greatest city by “society.”’ no one 
amenable to sdcial influences and of gocd 
breeding. whether eminent or not, necd 
Inck social advantages in the metropolis. 
For there are many pleasant social circles 
here, some artistic, some literary, some 
scientific, some scholarly, some made up 
of persons prominent in affairs, some 
large and some small, some highly formal 
and some delightfully informal, whose do- 
ings are never chronicled In the news- 
papers and who ere never heard of by the 
gilded set whose doings occupy a part of 
the space in every printed dally.

York society really is. Perhaps if the 
sccial functions attended chiefly by college 
prof«ssors, for instance, were written up 
in the society columns the public woull 
believe the professors and their wives 
were really society folks.

Describes the Latest

San Jose, Cal., April 4—W. W. Chap- 
pell, director of the Lick observatory, 
says: 


ys: 

“Our first opportunity to catch a glimpse 
of the new star discovered by Turner 
at Oxford, England, in the constellation 
Gemini, occurred on a night at the close 
of a long spell of stormy weather. Ex- 
cellent observations of it were secured 
on Thursday night. Its visual magni- 
tude is about 8 1-2, though photographi- 
eally it is fully a magnitude brighter 
than this, on account of the riches of 
the star photographic ratio. e@ spéc- 
trum contains bright bands, the most 
conspicuous being those due to hydro- 
gen. The history of previous new stars 
leads us to expect that the mature of 
this object will change and in the course 
of a few wéeks it will become a nebula. 
In fact, our study of the spectrum 
recent stars leads to fittle doubt that 
any formations have carried it al near 
ly to the nebular state. The position of 
the star is P. A., 6 hours ¢€ minutes 4 
seconds, and north declination 0.@.”

WAS KID KELLY 


Man Who Made Killing at 
New Orleans Has 
Record. 


Helena, Mont., April 4—‘‘Kid” Kelly, 
who made the famous “killing” with 
Forest King at the last week of the New 
Orleans races, is a well-known Montana 
character, having resided almost con- 
tinuously in this state from boyhood until 
eighteen months ago, when he started 
for New York. 

Kelly lived with his brother on a ranch 
near Kalispell until 1891, when he decided 
to try city life, and went to Anaconda, 
where he at once acquired a reputation 
as a plunger. Buying $20 worth of chips 
at a faro game, and getting tvgo or three 
extremely lucky deals, he soon had $900 
worth of checks. He was On the point of 
“cashing in,”’ and indeed had pushed the 
chips over toward the dealer, who was 
shuffling the cards for the next deal. 
Jack Highland strolled in at this moment 
and suggested that Kelly let them sit— 
that is, get action on the next turn, the 
chips resting on the high card. Kelly 
assented; the dealer turned and the cards 
came 10-9. Kelly left the place penniless, 
but without a word of reproach to High- 
land. He bought Al Watts, a race horse, 
but was unable to win a single stake, 
and then became a faro dealer and work- 
ed in different parte of the state, at one 
time owning a $3,500 building in Columbia 
Falls, which, however, was afterwards 
sold for taxes. He went to Dawson dur- 
ing the gold excitement and soon owned 
one of the best houses in the place, and 
was accredited with a fortune of $50,000, 
but this was all swept away in the \first 
Dawson fire. He soon got another start, 
however, and was doing a thriving busi- 
ness when the fire fiend again swept away 
his fortune, and Kelly went to Nome. He 
accumulated about $10,000 at Nome, went 
east to visit his relatives, and returning 
to Seattle, started the Dawson Ciub, with 
W. 8S. Stanechfield, the horseman, as a 
partner. 

The venture proved a losing one, and 
Kelly sought to retrieve the losses by 
playing the races, but to no avail He 
wert into the Dawson Club one evening 
and, bucking his own game, won out the 
bank roll—about $7,000—and started for 
New York, where he bought a smal! in- 
terest in a gambling house, and worked 
on what is termed a “working interest;’’ 
that is, a share of the profits. He wrote 
several Montana friends urging them to 
come to New, York, promising them 
lucrative employment, and venturing the 
assertion that New York was the 
“easiest’’ town in the world. 

But little is known here of his recent 
coup at New Orleans save that he backed 
Forest King down from 6 to 1 to nearly 
even money, and that as a result he 
wor $78,000 on the race. Forest King had 
not been entered in a race for more than 
a year, and he found the affair to his 
liking, winning in a gallop.

Up fo the beginning of the 
Cleveland grand circuit meeting last sum- 
mer, though quite feeble, he was able to 
work, but during that racing carnival 
he was stricken with paralysis or soften- 
ing of the brain, and was taken to the 
sanitarium., 
Hickok received his education as ®@ 
trainer and driver in California, and on 
the race track in that state gained his 
first laurels in the field of fame. He 
sprung into prominence as far back at 
1875, when with Jim Brown, 2:17 1-2; Fish- 
erman, 2:21; Sisson Girl, 2:28 1-2; Ajax, 
2:29, and Defiance, 2:27 1-4, he nearly clean- 
ed up the programmes then trotted and 
paced on the Pacific coast. He still fur- 
ther established himself as a skillful 
horseman the following year, 1876, making 
a very successful campaign with Ala- 
meda Maid, 2:27 1-2; Gratten, 2:13; St 
Helena, 2:27 1-4; Jupiter, 2:30; St. James, 
9:23 1-4, and Nimrod, 2:19 3-4. While cam- 
paigning these horses he was slowly fit- 
ting the mighty St. Julian for his later 
great turf triumphs, and in 1878, 1879 and 
1880 the son of Volunteer was the hero 
of the day. 
Hickok Trained St. Julian. 
It took Hickok three years to fit St. 
Julian for the track. The great horse 
was unruly, flighty in his bursts of speed 
and only most careful handlinng was ef- 
fective with him. Once, however, Hickok 
began racing him. St. Julian more than 
fulfilled every expectation and introduced 
the noted driver to the grand circuit 
tracks. He won $60,000 with the then 
champion, and though offered large prices 
for him from time to time, he could never 
make up his mind to sell his pet, and 
the mighty horse died his property at an 
advanced age. The brilliant seasons 
Hickok had with St. Julian gave him a 
great reputation, and when he appeared 
east of the Rockies, a few years later, 
he had earned the respect of all the great 
drivers of his day. These were Peter 
Johnson, George J. Fuller, Budd Doble, 
Morrill Higbee, Frank Van Ness, W. H. 
Crawford, John E. Titrner, Ben Mace, 
Dan Mace, A. J. Feek, John Splan, J. H. 
Goldsmith, Charley Green, J. H. Phillips 
and J. A. Dustin. He came east with the 
mighty Sante Clause, 2:17 1-2, and made 
a bid for Chicago’s great stallion race. He 
could only win the second heat, however, 
as after Robert McGregor, the sire of the 
present world’s champion Cresceus, had 
won the first and thirg heats, the greaf 
Piedmont stepped in and won the last 
three heats and the race. Hickok, how- 
ever, got even later in the year in the 
$10,000 stallion race at Beacon park, Bos- 
ton, when he tufhed the tables on the 
Son of Almont, Santa Clause beating him

in straight heats. Between this and 1887 


the noted driver piloted many famous 
horses, colt trotters and pacers, as well 
as brilliant campaigners, such as Lucy, 
2:14; Sweetheart, 2:22 1-2; Eva, 2:25 1-4; 
Nevada, 2:23; Conde, 2:19 1-4; Expressive, 
2:12 1-2, and Averna, 2:22 1-4. In the lat- 
ter year he came through the grand

The Great Trotting Scandal. 

This marvelous mare was the center 
figure in the greatest scanda! known to the 
trotting turf in recent years, and the 
now dying driver pulled the ribbons over 
her in that memorable event as he did 
in all her races. The contest in question 
was the $15,000 Columbian free-for-all 
trotted at the Chicago world’s fair, 1893. 
The race began Thursday and was un- 
finished from day to day until Saturday. 
Before the rate Hulda was the favorite, 
$100 to $40 over the field, and every smart 
man on the track had his money down 
on the California mare. Hickok dropped 
the first heat to the afterwards champion 
mare Alix, 2:03 8-4, but the daughter of 
Patronage trotted in 2:07 3-4 up to that 
date, the fastest time ever made in a 
race. Hulda, however, was still favor- 
ite, as all the wise men had 
faith in Hickok and it looked 
for a while as if they were 
right as she won the next two heats cley- 
erly in 2:10 1-4 and 2:10 1-2. In the fourth 
heat, however, she made a bad break 
and when she returned to the stand af-

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the fifth heat by Lord Clinton, 2:0 3-4, 
and the seventh heat by Nightengale, 
2:08, the combination landing Pixley first 
in the sixth and eighth heats. The race, 
however, went ovér until Saturday and 
Alix finally won the closing heat of the 
most sensational contést known to the 
trotting turf. An immense scandal grew 
out. of the race, it being freely charged 
that a majority of the drivers were mixed 
up with outside betting people to rob 
the public and beat Alix at any hazard. 
Ira KE. McBride, who had the betting 
privileges at the meeting, was broke by 
the markers left in the pool box on Hulda 
and Pixley, and a big bunch of these 
pasteboards formed part of that famous 
turfman’s estate. Hickok’s star set with 
that of Hulda; The Columbian free for 
ail was the last great race he ever 
drove. 

Hickok was to trotting drivers what 
George Fordham was to great English 
jockeys. He lacked the gentle skill of 
Budd Doble and the patience of John 
E. Turner, but he was probably more 
feared by his fellow reinsmen than any 
man chat ever pulled a line over a horse, 
He was never beat until the wire was 
passed, would take desperate chances 
and was in fact regarded, as John Splan 
says, ‘“‘the bulldog of the sulky.” 

Wac Quick Witted. 

He was always genial and pleasant on 
the race track and many stories are 
toM of his ready wit. Jack Phillips, a 
pugilistic inclined driver, took Hickok 
to task once for crowding him into the 
fence. It was the first yegr of the Call- 
fornia’ horseman’s “experience on the 
grand circuit. "When-the heat was over 
Phillips rushed up to him and _ said: 
“You'll be driving_a dray in another six 
months, or I'm badly mistaken: “If I 
do,’’ retorted Hickok, “I'll drive it well.”’ 
The laugh was on Phillips, as Hickok 
had just won the: race. In his early 
days ‘lie drove a horse’ at- Denver, Colo., 
in a race in which one of Ed Corrigan’'s 
horses was the feyorite, and that now 
famous turfman was in the sulky. He 
beat Corrigan two heats and each de- 
feat seemed to @ie.Oorrigan. The. bad 
men of that section were all down on 
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Corrigan’s horse “And. Hickok . scentet 


trouble if he won, the third heat. He 
tried to get out of driving In the final 
heat and told his fears to the owner 
of the horse. The last named told him 
to go on and win and he would take 
care of him. When Hickok finished 
Wyatt Earp was standing under the 
judges’ stand with a pair of 48s cocked 
and primed ready for business. ‘Did you 
win the race easy?’ asked a bystander 
as Hickok was reciting the incident. 
“Well,”’.. replied the noted reinsman, “I 
always considered that about the most 
desperate contést I ever drove.” 

When Hulda went to the stable In the 
fourth heat of the Columbian free for 
all a hopeless cripple and the money bet 
on her was all besmed up, a prominent 
Jew plunger who had over bet himself 
on Guy Wilke’s daughter ran acraqss 
Hickok. “Well, you named that mare 
so she would catch the Jew,’ said the 
unlucky speculator. ‘Well, it looks like 
some gentiles were also massacred,”’ re- 
torted the famous driver as-he passed on. 

Hickok once drove a horse for’an own- 
er that had a very high regard for the 
animal. It took all the skill of the noted 
drive: to land him in front. “He was 
just walking,’’ yelled the happy owner 
as Hickok pulled his seat off the sulky 
to weigh out. “I don’t know what he 
was doing, but I know I went that last 
quarter at a two minute clip,” said 
Hickok. 

Hickok made a half dozen fortunes 
on the turf, but was an expensive liver 
and liberal spender, an¢ but for.a purse 
of $1,000 recently raised by Cleveland 
friends he would lack the many delica- 
cies he so much needs in his present 
condition. 

Among the last of the greatest aggre- 
gation of knights of the sulky that the 
world has ever known, his approaching 
end is most pathetic, but bis place in the 
history of the American trotting horse

_ 1S NEW SPRI 


FLOWERS 
NG HEADGEAR 


HE buflders of the dest of the new 

spring headgear must have walked 

in radiant garden for inspiration, for 
the wreath, the posy and the single 
flower play no small part in their crea- 
tions. Dntire chapeaux, too, are still made 
m flowers, or a tulle or lace crown may 
have @ flower brim, or the condition be 
reversed and the crown be floral. 

Even the headgear for elderly women | 
takes to the tinted ornaments of wood 
and garden, and charming toques, fash- 
ioned almost entirely of Parma violets, 
or small, closely massed roses, are seen. 
This change from the ‘old lady” order of 
things is more becoming to sweet worn 
faces than the more somber styles were, 
and the blossoming structure, at the 
same time, keeps within the bounds of 
reason. It is never too young, but just 
young enough, which suitability all fash- 
ions should preserve. 

The hat shapes for younger women are 
growing in size. The box turbans are 
bigger than ever, but instead of the per- 
fectly straight brim of the minter mbd- 
els, those of the spring shapes often Yise 
highest at the back, where they are 
mashed up against the crown in many odd 
waye. This is necessary to preserve a 
graceful line of the head, as well as to 
admit of the rear trimmings still used. 


“Cooley” straw is a néw material used 
by French manufacturers, some of whose 
models are exaggerated suggestions of the 
Chinese laborer’s fiat hat. 

One in the usual deep yellow has a brim | 
binding and trimmings of black velvet 
ribbon. The crown is merely formed by 
a band inside, and across the flat outside 
surface a large velvet bow is placed, 
Strings sewed almost at the edge of the 
wide brim tie prettily under the chin, and 
& unique face trimming is leved 

a gilt buckle, slipped over vel- 
vet, and a long white feather. | These 
sewed under the wide brim permit the 
plume to hang with a queint effect at the 
left side of the face. 

Flower hats tn one color, with large 
blossoms of another sort for ornaments, 
are other French novelties. 

One such, in a shape whose high up- 
standing brim scoops rather heavily over 
the face, ts made of dull green, crepe 
roses. Two huge velvet gardenias, profil- 


gate with foliage, are placed at the left 
side. 

Another hat has a queerly pointed up- 
standing brim, covered with tiny white 
field flowers. An edge of fancy Straw, 
appearing above this, is in a cool green, 
and at the left of the flat crown, which 
ts covered with white lace, is a single 
large white rose. With this hat—and 
with many others—loops of black velvet 
make a becoming fall at the left side. 
They are put under the brim, and sew- 
ed inside the crown as rear falls afte 
sewed. 


Some of the large shapes in which the | 


summer girl will go forth to slay hearts 
and gather tan are delightfully pictur- 
esque. Gainsborough styles abound, but 
the high stiff crown of the Georgian pe- 
riod is superseded by a very flat one 
which modern beauty finds much more 
becoming. The Gainsborough dash of 
these hats is accomplished at the left side, 
where masses of flowers, leaves or lace 
are put under the brim. The outside 
shows long drooping feathers in combi- 
nations of white and color—pale blue 
generally—and loops of velvet and lace. 

Ribbon is rarely put on the dressier 
straw hats, though some swagger little 
structures of net and lace, in turban 
shape, will be trimmed with it. The 
ribbons used are always of the thinnest 
weave, dull finished. Loulsines predomi- 
nate over more pretentious qualities. 

The bows «and rosettes have a crushed 
flower look. ‘Bhe ends, cut in fish tail, 
are likewise mashed over in folds. 

Such hats as come under the head of 
‘‘ready-to-wear’’ are miracles of cheap- 
ness, and, though destined for shirtwaist 
use, Many are extremely elegant in ef- 
fect. 

A very crackly thin straw is used for 
a number of these, whose shapes take all 
the brim-h&t or turban lines of the sea- 
son. With brim models in white, black 
winga, sewed flatly at the front of the 
low crown, and black velvet ends at the 
back form a simple and stylish garni- 
ture, useful for both plain and dressy 
toilets. Other accommodating ready-to- 
wear hats for dressier service are made 
of kilted mousseline and many varieties 
of new straw, which need only a scrap 
of additional trimming and often none 
at all.

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gayest ccloirs—scariet, pale blue, green 
and dull red. But the all-white hat, 
which is now seen in more airy and daz- 
zling materials than ever, is still consid- 
ered the most practical and stylish thing 
for dressy wear. 

A few of the tulle and net turbans 
are covered with silver embroideries, the 
wide braids of which almost dazzle the 
eye with their glitter. Silver grapes or- 
namented such a turban seen on a smart 
milliner’s window, and about the edge of 
it was draped a white lace veil with a 
silver edge. 

This looks as if we are to be gayer 
in the matter of veils, though as yet 
those for ordinary wear are still of black 
and white malines net. The lace veils, 
with their ornamental borders, are cer- 
tainly prettier, but the malines and tulle 
nets have the recommendation of cheap- 
ness. Quite a becoming mesh can be 
had now for 2% cents the yard, and, since 
the eccentric Du Barry designs have been 
Shelved, fewer women go by with the 
look of scarred warriors. 


When it comes to the headpiece of the 
elderly woman, end that of the child or 
young girl, it is quite plain that the 
yeady-to-wear counter holds little for 
them. The bonnet for turning hair and 
the hat for the locks of youth must be 
definitely, even lavishly, trimmed to 
produce the right effect. Some novel | 
shape of straw is not enough. The older 
need flowers and velvet strings, and the 
younger ones all the fluffy flounces and 
wreaths that can be piled upon their 
heads. Millinery for the growing girl, 
ehe who has come to that intermediate 
stage which is neither childhood nor 
maidenhood, may be plainer. But even 
the hat of the fillette ts flower-trimmed 
whether it is for school or dressy wear, 
which increasing tendency makes the rib- 
bon garnitures long used. quite plain by 
eomparison. 

The single large rose is the conspicuous 
ornament of many brim hats for girls 
who have reached the dignity of the 
‘teens. In white, pink or red, this loosely 
petalled flower is combined with a 
wreath of leaves, which is disposed over 
to the brim to bring the great rose di- 
rectly above the middle of the forehead. 
Sometimes folds of chiffon or mousseline 
are put underneath so that the effect 
may not be too flat, and a fall of ribbon 


_or velvet at the back adds to the daintily 


girlish look.

Colquitt, Ga., April 4—(Special.)—No 
attempt has been made to arrest Will 
Ramsey, the young white man who shot 
his sister through the ‘head, killing her 
instantly, in the yard at their own 
home. 

Miller superior court convenes here on 
Monday, April 27, and it is believed that 
at that time the grand jury will take 
up the case and indict Ramsey for 
murder. 

Ramsey claims that the killing was ac- 
cidental; that his sister struck at him 
with a broom, but struck the hammer 
of his gun, causing it to explode. 

However, an uncle of the dead girl 
States that she and her brother had quar- 
reled prior to the shooting, and that he 
| firmly. belleves that Ramsey intended ‘to 
kill his sister. The facts of the tragedy 
as related by this uncle are as follows: 

“The young man had returned from a 
hunt and began to pick a bird in the 
yard which the girl had just swept. She 
asked her brother not to throw the feath- 
ers in the yard and at the same time 
told him if he did that she would strike 
him. , 

“The young man persisted tn scattering 
the feathers over the ward and his ‘sister 
struck him with the yard broom, where- 
upon he pulled his gun from his shoulder 
and said to her that he would shoot 
her. 

“She told him to shoot and he leveled 
the gun on her and fired, the entire load 
taking effect in her head.”

Southern Iron Furnaces Meet Foreigo 
Competition. 


DOLLAR PER TON REDUCTION. 


Demand for Product Continues Ac- 
tive—European Iron Enters Mar- 
ket at Lower Figu-e—South- 
ern Furnaces Will 
Match Prices. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 4.—(Special.)— 
It was officially announced on Thursday 
that the southern iron furnaces had re- 
duced the price on pig iron $1 a ton. The 
reduction, however, does not appear to 
mean that there is any decrease in the de- 
mand for the product or that the manu- 
facture in this country has been overdone. 
President Maben, of the Sloss-Sheffield 
Steel and Iron Company, when asked con- 
cerning the matter said that the reduction 
was due to an influx into this territory 
of European iron. ‘‘We find,” said he, 
“that iron shipped from England was be- 
ing used fn Louisville, which was in our 
territory, and the pipe folks and other con- 
sumers were buying freely of the foreign 
product. We determined to cut the price 
below them. This is the long and the 
short of it.’’ 

.The present association price for No. 2 
foundry is $18.60 a ton. The reduction in 
the quotation of the product will not pre- 
vent the furnaces from continuing active 
operations. It is the purpose of the

Morgan came out with his interview on 
the business situation the first of the 
week and plainly said stocks would go 
higher many winked one eye, sugzesting 
that that financier had a few roomfuls of 
stocks which he could not sell and it was 
necessary to work up a market for them, 
The bears “coppered’’. him and put out 
more contracts.

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Gistressing panic caused by the Northern 
Pacific “corner” was referred fo, al- 
though there is really no parallel between 
the two incidents. Northern Pacifie stock 
loaned at a premium of 6 per cent for use 
over night, and finally it was not to be 
borrowed at any price. The sharp de- 
mand for Southern Pacific shares was due 
quite as much to the demand of the two 
factions for voting purposes at the an- 
nual meeting on April 8, in Kentucky, as 
to the needs of the bears, who have gone 
short against their interest in the Keene 
pool. Wall street’s timidity about doing 
anything in other stocks was due to fears 
that this pool would collapse som etime 
after the closing of the books.

Zhe labor situation js not at all settled, 
and trouble is likely te pr€ak out in vari- 
ous directions. The glut of new securities 
shows no subsideace and while they con- 
tinue to pour out, seHing of investment 
nolding may be looked for. But there are 
cheerful developments, such as the prom- 
ise of a bountiful winter wheat crop and 
continued expansion of traffic on the rail- 
roads, which will encourage buying on 
recessions.

This decline of 
about 1.8 per cent during March is sea- 
sonable. an important iactor this year 
is the gradual restoration of normal pri¢es 
for grain, which have been held at an ex- 
ceptional position ever since the. damage 
to corn by drouth in 1901. With ltberal 
supplies and spiendid prospects for the 
current crop it is natura] that fictitious 


quotations should yield. The average for 


) pbreadstuffs on April 1 wag lower than at 


any time since August 1, 1901. Meats, 
however, afe slower to recede, which is 
not surprising in view of the fact that 
breeding stock was killed off extensively 
during the season of high-priced feed. 
and it is impossible’ to restore former 
conditions with the same rapidity that 
has been accomplished in regard to ge- 
real growing. The cost of living is now 
almost exactly where it was a year ago, 
when there was about the same general 
delcifie for the month of March, but there 
is no prospect of a sudden advance dur- 
ing Apri] of over. 3 per cent, as otcurred 
in 1902. the contrray, conditions are 
much more normal this year, and the 
advancing season should bring stili- det-

The Winter Wheat Crop. 


Winter wheat, as shown by reports to 
Dun’s Review from branch offices of R. 
G. Dun & Co., in the wheat belt, ig in 
unusually good condition. The crop has 
wintered well. In Ohio and Indiang re- 
ports indicate an average acreage and 
the grain showing a strong, hardy growth. 
On some lowlands .the crop has been 
washed out by floods, but this is @ very 
small loss. In Kentucky and Tennessee 
the acreage is fully up to last year, and 
the growing grain ig in better condition 
than ever known before at this season. 
In Missouri! and Kansag there is a consid- 
erable increase in acreage in important 
Sections, and the young crop is growing 
well with ample moisture. Reports from 
the southwest indicate an increased acre- 
age and an excellent stand. Excessive 
moisture has caused some damage in low 
lying sections, but the loss will be small.

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A NEW EASTER EGG GAME _ 
‘TIS: WORTH LEARNT 
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By J. ©. Beard. rr 
N Easter game which does not have 
to do with eggs is like a Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner without turkey. 

Almost every boy has played at break- 
ing ¢ggs, that is knocking his egg against 
some other boy’s egg to see which of the 
two will break. It is essential, of course, 
that both eggs should be hard bolled, 
otherwise the cogtents of the eggs which 
is broken are likely to spread disaster. 
If a boy is not convinced of his rival's 
honesty it is an excellent plan to make 
aure that the egg which ts to be broken 
is really an egg and not an imitation 
made of wood or china. On more vn 
one occasion boys have been astonished 
at the wonderful breaking powers of some 
ege only..to find that the owner of the 
phenomenon had been playing a game at 
the expense of his companions. 

A most interesting way of breaking 
eges, or rather of trying to break an op- 
ponent'’s egg>is found in the game of 
“rolling.” -There i¢. much more in this 
game than meely knocking the eggs to- 
| gether and the ability to wim depends 
much more upon the ekill of the player 
than it, dees upon the toughnesg of his 
egg. The game can be played either in- 
deors or out of doors. 

If the game is played indoors, a small 
inclined plane must be made by leaning 
a sewing board or some other flat sur-~ 
face against the wall or upon a box as 
shown in the illustration: Out of doors 
a pile of sand or dirt or the side of a | 
hill will answer the purpose of the board.

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$500,000 Spent For Flowers in New York, Chicago and Philadelphia Churches. 
In the Church Where J. Pierpont Morgan Passes the Plate, ths 
Chancel Will Be Laid Behind Plants and Flowers 
That Will Cost Thousands of Dollars.

ASTER is conceded to be the most 
brilliant of the many church festi- 
vals celebrated in American cities, 

surpassing even Christmas in lavishness 
of musical programmes, extravagance of 
decoration, and point of attendance. 

Millions of dollars’are spent each year 
for Faster lilies and alleluias, yet para- 
doxieally, the less the money which Is 
paid out by the treasurer. This is due to 
the general custom of making Easter Sun- 
day the occasion of memorials to the dead. 
In fashionable churches like St. Bartholo- 
mew's, New York, where the Vanderbilts 
worship, the floral decorations will repre- 
sent several thousand dollars, but of this 
sim. only the potted plants are paid for 
by the committee in charge, and these are 
merely rented for the day. The flowers 
are sent by the Vanderbilts, in memory of 
those of their family who have died In the 
church. Sometimes these memorials come 
in the form of set pleces, such as pillows, 
harps and other funeral offerings, but so 
skilfully are they arranged by the deco- 
rators that the work, when completed, 
shows only an admirably massed chancel 
of green and white. 


How the Decoration Is Done. 

Bermuda lilies, hyacinths, white azaleas, 
narcissus and lilies of the valley are the 

10st popular flowers for decorative pur- 
poses, but even white roses and carnations 
are not despised when the prices of all 
flowers soar skyward. a 

The work of decoration begins on Satur- 
iay afternoon and is generally in the 
hands of professional! decorators and flor- 
ists, assisted or hindered, as the case may 
he. by a committee of the church people. 
In the Episcopal churches, the commit- 
tee consists of what is known as the al- 
tar guild, while in the Catholic churches, 
the work is done by the sisterhoods. The 
ceremony is accomplished with much rev- 
erence, and those who make the rounds of 
ithe Catholic churches at this time, have 
an opportunity to study the exquisite 
workmanship In the laces used in decorat- 
ing the altars, which can never be seen 
during the crush of Easter Sunday. The 
finest laces owned by a church are re- 
served for the Flaster services, and often 
the veils used to drape the figures on the 
various altars are worth a small fortune 
in themselves. 

At the conclusion of the last service on 
Sunday, the flowers are removed, and they 
are sorted for distribution by a committee. 
In churches where gVilds are formed to 
minister to the sick, these workers have 
first right to the flowers, and the rest are 
distributed to the various hospitals. The 
palms and ferns rented by the florists are 
removed on Monday unless the week fol- 
lowing Easter is to be marked by a num- 
ber of church weddings, in which case ar- 
rangements are frequently made for the 
decorations to stand. 


A Half Million Dollars for Decora- 
tions in These Churches. 

A florist who has stores in New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia, states that fully 
$200,000 will be spent in chancel decorations 
in New. York churches, $150,000 in Chicago 
churches, and a like sum in Philadelphia. 

This includes all sorts and conditions of 


congregations, from the mission chapel 
where an expenditure of $25 or $50 is made 
only after most meture deliberation, to 
edifices like St. George's, where J. Pier- 
pont Morgan will pass the silver piate for 
Easter offerings, and where the chancel 
will be completely hidden by lilies and 
azaleas at $% a plant, hyacinths at haif 
the price and cut flowers beside which 
the decorations at a bal! or dinner sink 
into financial insignificance. 


The Wealthy Church’s Easy Task. 

The wealthier the church, the more sim- 
ple does the cholr master find the problem 
of afranging the Easter music. His sin- 


Standard for every service, and he makes 


work that the introduction of additional 
voices would injure, not improve, the en- 
semble work. Chorus singers in wealthy 
churches are paid enough to make their 
regular attendance an object. 

Students of singing make up the ma- 
jority of these choirs and the standard of 
music demanded in a congregation of 
wealth is such that it could not be im- 
proved for special: occasions. Moreover, 
the soloists are also the best obtainable, 
so the choir master finds that he has littie 
to plan except the actual musical num- 
bers. 

Even here much latitude is denied him. 
Certain hymns and choruses are demand- 
ed.on this day, ineluding the triumphant 
hymn, “Jesus Christ Is Risen Today, Alle- 
luta.”’ and the magnificent choral, “The 
Hallelujah Chorus,”’ from Handel's ‘‘Mes- 
siah.’’ It is a daring soloist who will elect 
to sing a new aria pushed by some enter- 
prising publisher when a member of the 
congregation who contributes her hun- 
dreds each year to the support of the 
choir sends word that she would like “I 
Know That My Redeemer Liveth’’ sung at 
the morning service. The choir .masters 
admit that the new Easter music is ephe- 
meral, and what was placed on the mer- 
ket last year will not be heard in the 
churches next Sunday. 

Several of the fashionable churches have 
a harpist or ’celloist, or both, throughout 
the vear, and these may be augmented 
by other stringed instruments for Easter, 
otherwise the choir remains as usual. 


Grand Opera Stars Sing Gratuitously. 

On the other hand, the choir master who 
is compelled to economize and stint the 
year around is expected to make more or 
less of a splurge on Easter. He is allowed 
funds to secure a noted soloist or two, 
perhaps a harpist. It is in regard to the 
latter that he has most trouble. There 
are not enough harpists in the average 
city to supply the demand for this great 
festival of music. They are engaged long 
in advance, and are paid a much higher 
figure than the soloists. A satisfactory so- 
loist can be secured for $20, but higher 
prices are sometimes paid for ‘‘names.”’ 
For instance, if a good light opera com- 
pany is playing at one of the theaters, the 
tenor or basso may be secured for the 
faster solos at a church. When a grand 
opera singer is heard, his ar her solo is an

| Why Easter Music Is Disappointing. 


In speaking of Easter music, a noted 
choir master : 


said: 


when he attends the Easter service is 
greatly mistaken. Frankly, 1 am always 
more cissatisfied with our music on that 
day than on any other Sunday of the 
year. The great throng in the church, 
particularly that restless tide of sight- 
seers which comes and goes, distracts the 
singers. and the heavy air, which rests 
over the entire church, destroys the purity 
of tone. This comes partially from the 
large number of people in the body of the 
church and partly from the heavy odors 
of the flowers massed in the chancel. My 
choir is necessarily packed into the midst 
of this perfume, and I have known young 
women to faint under its powerful in- 
fluence. 

“Then, too, my singers work their hard- 
est on this day, because we have an extra 
service, beginning a full choral service at 
7 Oclock in the morning. Very often 
members of my choir living at a distance 
have a lig’. breakfast before coming to 
the church, .ake a second breakfast after 
the first service, and even eat their mid- 
day meal at a nearby restaurant. By the 
close of the afternoon service, they are 
exhausted. 

“At churches which have only two ser- 
vices the strain is lighter, but I must re- 
iterate that the average choir is not heard 
at its best on this day. There is some- 
thing In the air besides flowers, perhaps 
it is general excitement, which creeps in- 
to the music and makes it less ecclesiastic 
than it should be on this, the most solemn 
and beautiful of church festivals.” 
Protecting Parishioners from the 

Armies of Sightseers. 

Despite this frank admission of weak- 
ness in Easter music, the average sight- 
seer will sally forth Easter Sunday with 
the unshaken expectation of hearing 
something quite out of the ordinary. 
There will be thousands of him strug- 
gJing for entrance into the fashionable 
churches of every denomination. 

To protect parishioners against the 
Easter invaders, the former are admitted 
at a single entrance. where they file past 
men connected with the congregation who 
know its members by sight. The other 
entrances to the church remain closed to 
the general public until five or ten minutes 
before the service is to begin. After this,

© Englishman today is more written 
N about. more admired. more hated, 

than Joseph Chamberlain. Yet there 
is no Englishman less known. Here are 
two glimpses of Mr. Chamberlain’s per- 
sonality and character, which show the 
man as he really is—not as he is painted 
by his enthusiastic friends and by his bit- 
ter foes. 

One foggy November morning in 1901 I 
met Mr. Chamberlein at the Colonial office 
ir London. I had just arrived from the 
West Indies, and he sent for me because 


he desired certain information regarding. 


the political and commercial conditions of 
those islands which I happened to be in a 
position to give him. 

The newsboys in the streets were selling 
“snecial extras’ like wildfire. The name cf 
Chamberlain loomed big on their placards; 
it was on the lips of every passerty. Two 
nights before he had made a speech which 
caused bad blood between Germany and 
England. Count von Bulow had just made 
a bitter reply, and everybody was wonder- 
ing whether Mr. Chamberlain would re- 
turn to the attack in another speech that 
evening. England—Europe even had not 
been so excited for months. 

Meanwhile. Mr. Chamberlain was quietly 
sHting in his room at the Colonial office 
discussing with an insignificant colonist 
such details as the depth of water in the 
smaller harbors of samaica and the best 
way to tax the Jamaican,peasant. You 
would have thought that /he had never 
heard of Germany or Count von Bulow. 
Chamberlain’s Reply to Balfour's 

Message. 
_ As we talked, a private secretary, bear- 
ing a telegram, entered the room and said: 

“Mr. Balfour has wired, sir. asking you 
to take his place at the meeting tonight. 
He is indisposed and cannot speak. He 
Suggests that you should reply to the Ger- 
man chancellor.” 

“Tell him I am sorry, but it is impos- 
sible,’ Mr. Chamberlain answered. ‘I am 
busy this morning with this gentleman 
from Jamaica, and cannot prepare any- 
thing. Tonight I have to see a gentleman 
from Ceylon.”’ 

“Could you not postpone 


that?” the

secretary ventured to suggest. 

“Impossible,”” said Mr. Chamberlain, 
sharply. “He has come thousands of 
miles to see me, and, in my case, colonial 
business takes precedence of everything 
else,’’ 

Herein lies the secret of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s power. He never spares himself 
trouble, he goes to the roots of things, 
and he is not moved a hair’s breadth by 
the wind of popular clamor. Europe may 
shriek if it cares to, but he goes right on, 
unruffied, with his day’s work. 

Mr. Chamberlain received me in a large, 
handsamely-furnished room, hung with 
portraits of former colonial ministers. Un- 
like the offices of most British cabinet 
ministers, it was absolutely destitute of 
Official papers or any signs of work. Mr. 
Chamberlain does riot burden himself with 
the work of a secretary, like many poll- 
ticlans. He sits down comfortably in an 
easy chair, with a cigar, thinks for a 
moment, gives a few sketchy orders to an 
amanuensis—and ‘the thing is done. It 
may be a new constitution for South 
Africa or the appointment of a prison 
warden in the Seychellas—it is all the 
same. It comes in the day’s work, and is 
done like clockwork, without the least 
worry or fuss. 


His Eagerness to Please. 


The private secretary introduced me, 
and Mr. Chamberlain was extremely cor- 
dial. It is commonly supposed by those 
who have not met him that his manner is 
brusque and cold; but, as a fact, there is 
no public man more courteous. He has a 
distinct personal charm, and at times he 
displays an almost pathetic eagerness to 
please. This was snown at the outset of 
our ‘talk. 

“Will you have a cigar?’ he asked. 
“They are from your own colony, and 
you will agree with me that the Jamaican 
cigars are the best in the world.”’ 

It was impossible to keep from wonder- 
ing whether he kept other boxes in his 
desk filled with Trinchinopoly chéroots for 
visitors from Ceylon and Borneo cigars for 
the men from Borneo. 

“Let me introduce you to the earl of 
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Joe Chamberlin as Viewed by 
the English Caricaturists 
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Onslow,” he proceeded. “‘We try to look 
after the colonies as well as we can to- 
gether.” 

The contrast between the two men was 
remarkable. Mr. Chamberlain’s face was 
alive with eager, intense intelligence. 
None of his photographs does him justice. 
He looks like a man who is pure brain, 
without an ounce of the animal, and he is 
much better looking than he is represent- 
ed to be. At first sight he seems not more 
than 45, but a little scrutiny reveals that 
his jet black hair is dyed and that in 
ether ways art has repaired the ravages 
of time. He is precise about his personal 
appearance, and appeared on this occasion 
as if he had just been turned out of a 
bandbox. 

Lord Onslow, on the other hand, was 
slovenly dressed. His get-up was more 
like a petty shopkeeper's than a states- 


man’s. His face was heavy and gloomy, 
his expression dull, his conversation feeble 
and ill-informed. Yet he had governed 
great British colonies and held the post of 
under secretary of state for the colonies. 


Chamberilain’s Great Knowledge of 
Petty Affairs. 


As we talked, Mr. Chamberlain showed 
a marvelous knowledge of the petty local 
affairs of the West Indies. With the 
enormous strain of the South African war 
on his shoulders, he had yet found time 
to study the latest developments of their 
intricate parochial politics, 

Lord Onslow could not conceal his ad- 
miration. 

‘**Pon my word, Chamberlain,"’ he said. 
“You seem to know everything about 
every colony there is. How do you man- 
age it?’’ ‘ 

“It is simple enough, Onslow,”’ was the 
quiet reply. “I only know what one in 


my. position ought to know. One works, 
that’s all. Don’t you ever read dis- 
patches?’’ 

Presently Lord Onslow was moved to 
emulation, and began to make suggestions 
on his own account. We were talking 
about a new subsidized steamship service, 
and he urged that the vessels should be 
sent to a certain town in Jamaica. 

“It is an excellent idea, my dear 
Onslow,”’ said Mr. Chamberlain, with a 
satirical smile. “The only objection is 
that. the steamers would have to sall over- 
land to get there.”’ 

His lordship collapsed and said no more 
throughout the interview. 

What Chamberlain Said of America. 

I told Mr. Chamberlain that the British 
colonies in the West Indies were falling 
more and more every year under the com- 
mercial sway of the United States, alike 
as regarded imports and exports. 


‘There's nothing the matter with that,”

he replied. “We are not jealous. On the 
contrary, we ought to feel grateful to 
America for reviving the fallen fortunes 
of those distressed colonies. We are glad 
to offer America a fair field in our pos- 
sessions, and more than glad to welcome 
her entrance into the fleld of colonial en- 
terprise, as I remarked in a recent ar- 
ticle. There is plenty of room for all of 
us in the immense task of civilizing the 
tropics, but, I fear, America will find the 
work a great deal harder than she ever 
dreamed of. In dealing with people like 
those in the Philippines, she will have to 
modify the principles of government ma- 
terially. I see no hope for tropical civ- 
lligation except in benevolent, firm, prac- 
tically despotic government. Self-govern- 
ment is a hopeless proposition.” 

After some further talk,.Mr. Chamber- 
lain asked why the best men in the West 
Indian colonies took no part in politics. 

“Because they are exposed to vulgar 
abuse if they do,’’ I replied. “Mud is 
flung at them by the bucketful.” 

He smiled bitterly. “If we thought of 
that, would any of us be in politics? I 
have had mud flung at me from the days 
when [I first went into local politics in 
Birmingham. A man must simply do his 
work, disregard the abuse, and never 
trouble to reply to the Hes told about him. 
That is the only way to get anything done. 
I admire the public men in Amefica in 
this matter. Probably nowhere else is a 
politiclan more abused; nowhere else are 
his motives so freely misinterpreted and 
his character so bitterly assailed. But 
Almerica’s public men do not stop work 
on that account. They disregard the 
gnats who buzz around them.’ 


The Second Glimpse. 

A few evenings later I met Mr. Cham- 
berlain again under markedly different 
circumstances. I went down to a Stepney 
slum to take part in an entertainment 
given to the “submerged tenth.” Coming 
away, in company with an East End par- 
son, | saw a man go into a tenement 
house. 


‘Why that’s Mr. Chamberlain!” I ex- 


claimed, in astonishment. 

“Certainly,’’ said the parson. “He often 
comes here. He is most charitable. He 
helps lots of people around here. He sup- 
ports a family in that house. The man 
broke his leg, and they might starve but 
for Mr, Chamberlain.” 

“Chamberiain!’’ I ejaculated. “Cham- 
berlain, the man of fron! The man with- 


,out bowels of compassion! The Mephisto- 


pheles of politics! Is it possible? What 
would the radical papers say if they only 
knew ?"’ 

‘“‘He doesn’t want them to know,” replied 
the preacher. “He likes to do his good 
deeds under the rose, He puts on that 
cold, passioniess, unsympathetic mask 
which the world knows 80 well; but at 
heart he is the most benevolent and Chris- 
tian of men. In Birmingham and Londc 
he personally relieves an immense amow 
of distress. Let us go in and see him.” 

We entered the house and found 3

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pallet. The statesman was talking cheeri- 3 
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ly to.the wife, telling her that her hus-— “2 


band would soon be well again. He had 
brought food and money for her, and a 
bottle of wine and some cigars for the 
sufferer. He asked after the children, by 
rame, made himseli thoroughly at home, 
and displayed a keen interest in the wom- 
an's talk about her household troubles.

PENRHYN STANLAWS PINES 
TO BECOME A PLAYWRIGHT 


ONDON, Marcha 21.—(Special Corre- 
i spondence)—Although Penrhyn Stan- 

laws, the American depictor of pret- 
ty girls, is not quite as well known in 
this country as he is in the United Stats, 
no little interest has been aroused here 
by the announcement that a onv-act play 
from his pen has been accepted by Sir 
Henry Irving. No details whatever have 
yet been made public, but Mr. Stanlaws, 
who ‘has been in London for several 
months, consented yesterday to teli me 
everything that can be divulged at pres- 
ent regarding the piece, and also to speak 
of his very definite ambitions in the direc- 
tion of dramatic authorship. 

“About the play I really can tell you 
very little,’ said the inventor of the 
“Stanlaws girl,’ “for the simple reason 
that Sir Henry has asked me—though I 
don’t know why—to keep the plot a secret.

“Of course, I Sta delighted to have had 
the play taken by Sir Henry,” the young 
author went on, “especially as it 1s my 
first—the first, at least, that I ever have 
finished, Also as it was written especially 
for Sir Henry. This is how it came 
about: I was talking with a London ac- 
tress one evening about the sort of play 
which suited Sir Henry best, and happen- 
ed to suggest a theme which has some- 
times occurred to me. Talking about the 
subject got it impressed on my mind and 
that night when I got home I started to 
¥.ork on the play and went ahead steadily 
with it, keeping Sir Henry's personality in 
mind all the time. When the piay was 
finished, which was about two months ago, 
I sent it to Sir Henry and he wrote me 
accepting it almost immediately.”

In other countries are thousands 
zpon thousands of women, some of them 
nell educated, and hundreds of them pos- 
sessed of ample means, who have never 
known the joys and the sorrows of an 
Easter hat. 

Thousands of them live within casy dis- 
tance of Paris, the fountain head of mil- 
linery modes. More of them liye in the 
heart of the country from whicn cOme.the 
most beautiful weaves of straws, the must 
‘ffective artificial fowers in the world, and 
the finest laces manufactured for the use 
of milliners. They are the peasant women 
whose provincial life does not yield to the 
fierce onslaught of modernity. 

In a number of the foreign countries, 
euch as France, Spain and Italy, only the 
aristocracy of the capitals and larger 
cities has adopted. the modern style of 
Gress. In the provinces naught is heard 
of Waster frocks and hats. The festive 
garb of the peasant woman is handed 
down from mother to daughter, generation 
after generaticn, the same today as it was 
a certury ago. 

For these women there comés no joy of 
haunting a bargain square, nor do they 
have to weigh carefully the important 
- question of flat hat or toque, shirred ma- 
line or satin straw. They approach the 
festive day with no misgivings regarding 
the timeliness of their Easter raiment. 
The only comparison to be instituted is in 
regard to the cleanliness and stiffness of 
their cap ruffies, or the quality of the lace 
scarf. 

The Prettiest Peasant Cap. 

The Alsatian headdress is said to be the 
prettiest peasant cap in the world. It con- 
sists of a small piece of black silk, 
shaped to fit the head tightly, and sur- 
mounted by an enormous bow of black 
silk ribbon with fringed ends. These ends 
are sometimes half a yard in length and 
stand out smartly. 

On a gala day, an embroidered scarf of 
dark cloth is also worn. It is twined 
from the neck to the waist, where it is 
tied in a knot at the back. Tourists who 
visit the old eathedral at Strasburg on 
a feast day take great delight in studying 
these quaint head dresses, which beautify 
a young face and soften an old one. 

The Alsaian bow, in a modified form, is 
often applied to modern schemes, but the 
-piquancy is lost when the soft silk is 
combined with fancy straws and flowers, 
instead of shading some sweetly serious 
face. 

The picturesque white cap of the Brit- 
tany peasant is a survival of the middle 
ages. It has many variations, but the 
most common. and the one most fre- 
quently reproduced by artists on their 
sketchine tours, is worn by the Pampo- 
laise, who, from the beach at Pompol, 
watches her sailor’s ship tack northward 
to Iceland’s fishing banks. 

This cap is made from a singularly beau- 
tiful grade¢ of linen cloth, stretched like a 
board. “It consists first 6f a small, tight 
fitting cap with long strings. To the top 
of this is sewed a wide piece of linen, ex- 
tending on either side like wings. This 
plece narrows toward the ends and is 
drawn around and tied with narrow tape 
at the back. 


The Normandy Cap a sort of Halo. 
The Brittany woman usually has a best 
and an every-day cap. The former is a 
nart of her bridal trousseau and generally 
lasts her a lifetime. as does the embroider- 
ed apron invariably worn on gala days. 
‘Her simple cloth dress is trimmed with 
velvet bands. The final mark of glory in 
her costume isa stiffly starched kerchie?, 
sometimes plain, sometimes embroidered. 
Even though family affairs or business 
may bring the Breton :womar fo Paris to 
jive, sie never adopts the modern style of 
dressing and in the heart of the city which 
stands for . millinery triumphs these 
‘quaintly cosiumed women:<are seen every- 
where én route for church on Easter Sun- 
Cay. | Deak 
The Normandy cap is not unlike a halo. 
It is made from an exquisitely: fine net, 
edged with an equally delicate lace. The 
hair is covered with a little. tight fitting 
cap, and the wide, claborately fluted ruffle 
stands out 2% inches or more from the 
face. Such a cap, tied coquettishly under 
a dimpled chin, is fascinating and rivals 
in its effects a Virot of any price. 
Normandy lass, with her neat ker- 
chief and full, round, short skirt, takes 
great pride in her cap, which costs origi- 


nally @wbout 7 francs, or $1.40. The art of 
laundering her best cap is taught ‘the 
growing girl almost as religiously as her 
creed. 

The Dutch woman does not confine her- 
self to one cap, but is just as apt to wear 
several, one atop the other and each rival- 
ing the one beneath in glory. Or, she may 
even add, as the final touch, an odd-look- 
ing straw hat. 


The Quaint Caps of Holland. 

One of the characteristic caps seen in 
Queen Wilhelmina’s country is that worn 
by the women of middle Holland. It is a 
large, lace-trimmed scarf of net, fitted to 
the head and falling down in great folds 
at the sides and in the back. It is held in 
place by four gold pins and a peculiar 
ornament—a band of metal which passes 
around the head beneath the-cap and 
projects’ in front, forming two large 
spirals, or curls, on either side of the face. 
This ornament is generally of gold, and 
often has depending from it large penda- 
loques of gold or silver. These are of 
great value, and an American woman 
would hesitate to sally forth after dark 
or even in daylight with their jewels worn 
in so conspicuous and tempting a position. 

The Dutch woman, as a rule, is homely 
and heavy faced, but in a dull church, 
with her shining cap and glittering orna- 
ments, she is not unlike a ray of sunshine. 


The Head Scarfs of Italy. 

In northern or middle Italy, the peas- 
ant women drape with careless grace a 
gray-hued scarf, depending for ornament 
upon an elaborate gold or silver comb. 
Tho latter is the usual gift of husbands to 
their bride and is handed down as an 
heirloom. Further south jis seen the beau- 
tiful old costume. which the traveler 
naturally connects with thoughts of gon- 
dolas, statues and mosaics. 

An embroidered scarf of two or three 
colors is folded under to form a perfectly 
flat head-dress, the fringed ends falling 
down in tthe back. With this. gala array 
is worn 4 chain of coral: a stiff bodice 
made from cloth or velvet over a white, 
full-sleeved under dress; a many-colored 
kerchief: a striped apron, a-short, full 


skirt, and wooden shoes with scarlet heels. 


While one such costume as tnis will last 
an Italian woman through many Easters, 
it is by no means cheap. The great comb 
which is set in lustrous, blue-black. hair 
comes especially high. One broad comb in 
silver, surmounted by a row of large: balls, 
costs $40, a small fortune to an Italian 
peasant. These are the cheapest on the 
market. 

The most wealtny of Spanish women 
cling to their Jace mantillas, and they are 
wise, for no Paris confection would so be- 
come their iong, olive-hued face as does 
the soft. priceless lace: No other ornament 
would be sco in keeping with their -moon- 
light pallor of complexion, their startling 


black eyes and har. 

These mantillas are triangular pieces of 
lace, simply folded about the head and al- 
lowed’ to fall loosely. They are held in 
place on top with a high comb or a golden 
pin. The coquettish maiden may fasten 
the lace away from the face by means ofa 
rose bud or a japonica. 

Even the poorest Spanish woman who 
looks down upén you from her flower 
grown balcony has’ her black lace scarf, 
even though it be a cheap imitation got 
out at English factories'to sell fcr a few 
dollars. 


‘| A Land of Interesting Head Dresses. 

Switzerland is a land of interesting head 
dresses.. Tourists tell of one woman liv- 
‘ing on the lake of Thun, who wears a 
read-dress of gold. It consists of two 
plates, connected with bands ard so 
tightly fastened to .her head that . they 
giye the unpleasant suggestion that she 
ras been trephined, and they are the out- 
side of the inserted wedge. Her braids are 
brought around the head and crossed 
/again above the forehead. 

One of the most characteristic Swiss 
head dresses is to be seen in Brennar pass.

SPRING STYLES FOR CHILDREN WILL STAND WEAR 


The Best Grades of Ready-Made Garments Could Be Worn Wrong Side Out, 
So Excellent Is the Finish--A Stout Fabric. With Invisible Scotch Plaid 
Effects--Seersucker for Russian Blouse Suits--Linen in Favor. 


HE washtub will be a prime factor 
-E in the loveliness of children’s spring 

and summer clothes. The best things 
yet seen all admit of its purifying waters, 
and the fine handsewing defies the flat 
iron that often renders machine-made gar- 
ments worthless. Lawn and linen bead- 
ings of the most delicate description join 
feminine seams together, and under edges 
are so narrowly and daintily whipped-that 
a dress: could almost be worn wrong side 
out with equal becomingness and beauty. 

Even if a garment is machine-made, the 
under seams are now carefully attended 
to, those in boys’ clothinge specially be- 
ing held down by carefully stitched bands. 
This, the children’s outfitters explain, is 
necessary not only for neatness, but to 
keep seams from drawing. Because of 
this tendency with loosely waven, ma- 
terials, serge, brilliantine serge and pon- 
gee are not advised for youngsters who 
are hard on clothes. 

A new and admirable texture for such 
wearers is a thin wool, in invisible: Scotch 
plaids, warranted not to show spots and 
to admit of scrubbings at a pinch. These 
delicate wools, which are in smoky grays 
and blues, are not wash textures, strictly 
speaking. The models of the suits are in 
two pieces, a Russian blouse coat and 
knee trousers. They run in sizes from 3 
to 7 years. After that age, the Russian 
suit is considered too babyish, and the 
spindling boy must take to the regulation 
sailor or a sack coat and trousers not but- 
toned at the knee.

With narrow bands of 
white on the sailor collar and white cuffs 
and belt, this shows some of the sheer of 
linen after laundering. But seersucker is 
cheaper than linen, for, where a suit in 
the latter material for a boy of 6 years 
will cost $10, one in fhe former can be had 
for $3.60. Many new and charming shades 
of brown appear in the linen suits, which 
in the best shape, are self-trimmed. Yel- 
low linen drill is a late and much admired 
texture. 

No marked departures from ‘previous 
styles are observed in the baby boy’s new 
clothes. His long cloaks and wash dresses 
still have a girlish air, with the exception 
that his belt is worn lower down than the 
girl’s, and, instead of gathers, his skirt 
displays box or side pleats. 

A’ pretty hat for the boy in frocks is a 
large tam-o’-shanter of mixed straw and 
satin braid. It has only a rosette of quill- 
ed lace, ribbon or satin, put under the 
overhanging crown at the left side.. 

Champagne colored cloth and taffeta silk 
in the same shade vie with white cloth for 
cloaks for both baby boys and girls. Those

The Gayest Cap of All. 

The gay gala cap of the Scandinavian 
woman is to be seen in all except. the 
largest cities. So varied is it in style that 
a book would be needed to do justice to 
the modes. The most common character- 
istic is the use of embroideries in bright 
colors, possibly because the people are im- 
pelied to the employment of vivid hues 
through their dull climatic surroundings.

In ‘western Sweden the. gala cap is a 
square piece: of embroidered cloth, folded, 
over and. pinned down in the back with 
gold pins'and a chain from which gold 
crnaments dangle. The under-dress of 
pure white has a bodice trimmed with 
bright bands and gay embroidery. 

The Only Peasants Who Have Easter 
Bonnets. 

The Russian peasants wear hoods and 
curious velvet hats like stove. pipes, 
trimmed with embroidery. They, however, 
have Easter bonnets, for in winter they 
don ‘furs, while in summer they return to 
lighter things, as no other peasants do. 

All the peasant women celebrate Easter 
according to customs handed down 
through generations or even centuries, but 
these customs do not include aay changes 
in style of raiment. Year in and year 
cut, before the great feast day, the head- 
dress may be brougft forth, renovated, 
starched and lace trimmed, if it is of ma- 
terial that will launder, but never is a 
single outline or ornament modified. As 
firmly established as the Easter service is 
the head-dress of the peasant woman, who 
thus escapes many a hurt to pride and 
many a heart burring which would result 
if her thatched cottage neighbor pos- 
sessed a creation stamped “Paris.”

stitchings and satin revers and cuffs in the 
same shade. The feminine cloak is rich 
with lace, and, if ft is of silk, it may 
hang entirely in’ fine pleats. A _ novel 
girl's cloak.in a pleated model is of black 
and white checkered silk, put together 
with white lace insertions. Slight touches 
of blue or coral pink may appear on the 
collar and front facings, but the prettiest 
effects are merely in black and white. 

White hats of novelty straw, strung with 
black chenille, go stylishly with sucha 
coats, wreaths. of field daisies and soft 
blue silk scarfs giving them the desired 
childish touch. 

Young children’s hats are all so big and 
heavily trimmed that it. is no uncommon 
thing: for small wéme turn to them, so 
| impogsibie do~ they, fi the mammoth 
headgear provised for the adult world. 
For the same reason, the under-sized 
srown-ups find in the feady-made dresses 
provided for school girls an agreeable 
escape from ‘the extensive alterations 
necessary elsewhere. 
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Linen and French lawn are the favorite 
materials of the season for the juvenile 
femnine world. Resplendent with inser- 
tions and edgings of the new curtain 
lAce—which is really the proper title for 
many of the varieties foisted upon us 
under the name of antique—the linen 
frocks seem beautiful enough for any ser- 
vice. 

In old blues, dull pinks and many shades 
of yellow, these charming frocks, with 
their pure white ‘trimmings, have a 
Frenchy elegance. No lace is too coarse 
to use on them, and, since the linens 
themselves are heavy in quality, the result 
is that often a charming frock is too 
weighty for young shoulders. To obviate 
this heaviness, some. of the linens, which 
are to be elaborately trimmed, gre in a 
loose canvas-like weave. These launder 
more easily than the closely woven sorts, 
and the raised hand embroideries used on 
them show off exquisitely. 

With the embroideries, edgings of Irish 
crochet sometimes appear on the hand- 
somer white frocks, for Irish crochet, de- 
spite its homely title, is an expensive lux- 
ury. When it appears upon'a French lawn 
frock, which material may be as fine as 
the finest bandkerchief, the price of the 
little garment almost takes the breath 
away. Valenciennes is a much cheaper 
garnishing and’ one almosf equally effec- 
tive, for beautiful qualities of real Valen- 
cennes can be had quite reasonably. The 
ready-made lawn frock’ which shows it 
may reveal fine hand embroideries.as well, 
the needlework sparsely employed and al- 
ways showing the most delicate traceries. 

Loosely woven Louisine silks in white 
and color are used instead of rfbbons on 
the newest of these frocks. The sash 


length is tucked iff scattered clustezs and 
carelessly hemmed—all done by hand, of 
course—and at the left shoulder of the 
long waisted bodice is a big round rosette. 
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Pley anda school clothes for small maid- 
ens have a dainty prettiness, and, as the 
choicest examples are also made by hand, 
the result is often an astonishing ele- 
gance. On little frocks of silk finished 
chambray and gingham, tucks are feath- 
er-stitched and herring-boned. Fine em- 
broideries and lace will shape all manner 
of stocks and yokes, which are attached 
to the garment with more stitchery. If 
the skirt is in pleats, each one is fre- 
lquently herring-boned down to the 
flounce fall, and the tops of the sleeves 
are made to lie flat.with the same device. 

But not évery é6ne can afford these 
hand-made little clothes, or make them. 
For those who must have something 
cheaper, stunning little frocks are seen 
with machine work, which cleverly imi- 
tates the prevailing hand stitches; and the 
braided, embroidered and herring-boned 
bands for the home-made costume can all 
be bought by ‘the yard, at incredibly low 
prices. There is only one drawback with 
these handsome make-believes—the trim- 
ming is apt to be overdone. Real] lace 
and hand embroidery are generally used 
Sparsely, so don't give the secret away by 
a too prodigal flourish of imitations. 

A trig suit for first spring wear for a girl 
from 5 to 10 is of mottled homespun in 
tans and green. The short skirt is. laid in 
stitched side pleats, a wide one alternat- 
ing with a narrower one all around. The 
outlined reefer coat is double-breasted and 
trimmed with a round turnover collar and 
deep cuffs, stitched with bands of green 
taffeta. A patch pocket for the handker- 
chief is placed at the left breast of the 
coat, the side seams of which hang open 
at the bottom. 

Both black and colored silk petticoats 
are seen for girls of this age, and even 
younger, and for their plain stuff frocks 
are others in alpaca and brilliantine. The 
underskirts are very scanf, put in the belt 
without gathers and decked with only one 
modest pleating or frill They are handy 
substitutes for white skirts, which need 
to be in immaculate condition to be pleas- 
ing. 


Another thing noticed in the little maid- 
en world is the way the fashionable child 
wears her hair. Curls. seem to be no 
longer the thing. Kinky heads are past 
and gone. The hair is rarely tong, and 
the constant trimming required for the 
square cut of the modish crop seems to 
have done it good, for in abmost every 
case it presents a flourishing appearance. 
Coming no farther than the nape of the 
neck, the locks at each side of the cheeks 


cover the ears. The hair is cut in a thick 
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bang over the forehead, or it is left long 
and parted in the middle, ribbon bows 
tying the separated sections at each side 
of the head. The Valesquez arrangement, 
showing the hair parted at one side and 
tied with a single bow at the other, is 
also worn. 

The wardrobe of the infant is so nearly 
always the same that it seems superfiu- 
ous to discuss its charms. But with the 
increasing demand for novelty, new things 
have crept even into the trousseau of 
babyhood. The latest thing is that the 
christening cloak must be made of diapha- 
nous textiles. These airy textures, hung 
over entire cloaks of thin, lightly wadded 
silk, are attached to the lower cloak only 
at the neck and fronts.

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The Correct Boxing Position.

HEN used purely as an exercise, 
and not professionally, boxing is 
extremely beneficial as one of the 
higher and finest forms of physical cul- 


ture. 


ht teaches the use of muscles built up by 


simpler exercise, such as those done with- 
out paraphernalia of any sort immediate- 


ly after rising of mornings, or before go- 


‘jng to bed of nights. 


It further develops .the power of breath- 
ing and the staying qualities. It imparts 
agility and suppleness. It shows each 
muscle in its proper working relations to 
its fellows. It carries the mental action, 
necessary to all correct exercise, several 
and it likewise materially 
advances a man’s ability to defend him- 
self should the emergency arise. This al- 
ways means more self-reliance and, there- 
fore, better all-around poise under all cir- 
cumstances. 

But while boxing simply as a form of 
physica! culture—which is another way of 


‘saying health—is worthy of careful at- 


tention. it would be harmful to carry it to 
excess, as in the case of many other good 
and proper things. To. make a business 
of boxing would be to encourage the 
baser element in man: while the objeet of 
physical culture should be to develop 
man's finer nature by giving him good 
normal bodily dévelop- 
ment. For the philosophers say that he 


who is thoroughly healthy is more likely 


to be governed by higher impulses than 
he who has the stomach of a dyspeptic. 
The best time to box ts a half hour be- 
fore, or an hour after meals. Never take 
the exercise on a full stomach, which will 


hinder breathing. Do not hold rounds, ac- 
cording to the rules, but box until you 
find your wind giving out and then stop. 
When rested, again take up the exercise. 

Further, remember ‘that it isn't always 
necessary, to get the proper amount of 
exercise, to carry all the movements to 
their ultimate issues. In many positions. 
such as in breaking a clinch by pressing 
back the opponent’s head .with an open 
hand placed over his nose and face, it 
would serve the purpose of exercise just 
as well as ‘to count your opponent’s pre- 
dicament a polnt afte? you have him thor- 
oughly in your power, and let it go at 
that. 

Carried on in this way boxing as a form 
of physical culture will be found an ex- 
hilarating pleasure. 

A little study of, and practice with, the 
following exercises will enable almost any 
one to evolve different movements. and 
from this one thing alone not a little ani- 
mating diversion will be obtained. 

To dress for boxing, get into a gym- 
nasium suit, or, more convenient still, a 
pair of old, loose thousers, an athletic 
shiirt and tennis shoes. The gloves should 
weigh about 8 ounces each. 

Do not box in a closed room. Keep the 
windows open so that the room will be 
constantly filled with fresh air. When 
through exercising, take a bath. prefer- 
ably cold. 


Pésition 1. The Correct Standing Posi- 
tion.—To gain the correct attitude for box- 
ing, spread the feet apart so that either 
leg can be instantly moved with comfert 
either in front or back, to right or left, or 
made to describe a complete circle without 
causing the body to lose equilibrium. The 
universal position of the feet is to have 
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Left Lead for the Face. 


the left forward, with its toes pointing to- 
ward the hollow of the opponént’s right 
foot, and tts heel toward the hollow of 
your own right foot. 

Point the left fist at the face of the op- 
ponent, with the arm gently bent and the 
phe raised only moderately from the 
side. 

Let the elbow of the right arm, on 
guard, rest gently at the right side, with 
the forearm placed across the stomach, so 
that the knuckle of the forefinger will be 
just below the left nipple. 

When not striking, the hands should be 
kept only half shut, but ready for instant 
clenching. 

Keep the eyes on the opponent's face 
and eyes, and the head erect. 

Gently incline the body in such a4 post- 
tion that no strain will be felt anywhere. 
Be careful not-to stiffen any part of the 
body. Stiffening tires the part affected 
and will keep an¥ one from becoming an 
efficient boxer. As proof of this state- 
ment, hold a fist tightly clenched and 
note the weariness of the muScles that 
will follow in a few moments, 

Finally, before starting to box, see that 
the distance between you and your op- 
ponent is such that you can land on him 
before he can strike you. (Figure 1 illus- 
trates the proper boxing position.) 

Position 2. The Left Lead for the Face.— 
After the proper position i attained, get 
as closé as possible to your opponent and 
simultaneously throw out the left arm, 
letting the shoulder go freely with it, for 
the opponent’s face, preferably the jaw or 
nose. If the fist lands on the jaw, the 
opponent is likely to be made dizzy. If 
the nose is struck, the possessor’s breath- 
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Left Lead for the Stoniach and 


Counter with Left for Jaw. 


ing is hindered and he will be more speedi- 
ly at your mercy. 

If the opponent attempts the left lead 
for your face, throw up the right forearm, 
with the knuckles toward your face, su 
that the hand will be barely higher than 
the head and the tip of your nose will be 
just visible to your opponént from behind 
the middle of the forearm, which should be 
about 6 inches from the face. In this way, 
the arm will make an incline down whicn 
the left of the opponent will slide harm- 
lessiy. The harder the opponent strikes, 
the better will his arm Slide away (Figure 
2). If the right arm is thrown up in such 

position as to hold the opponent's left 
cn it, the opponent is likely to land his fist 
on your jaw or nose after all. 

Position 3. Left Tead for the Stomach 
and Counter with the Left for the Jaw.-— 
Gradually get yourself within reaching 
distance of your opponent. and then swift- 
ly throw the left shoulder along with the 
left arm and fist into the opponent’s stom- 
ach, taking care not to hit below the belt, 
or foul line, which is marked by the navel. 

To guard, the opponent throws his right 
hand over the fist aimed for his stomach 
and pushes it away from his body to the 
right. The glove must b@ grabbed. If the 
arm is grabbed, the opponent’s fist will 
still reach its mark. At the same time ne 
strikes swiftly for your jaw, as you have 
necessarily brought it close to h's left. in 
order to bend to get at his stomach (Fig- 
ure 3). 

Position 4. Left Lead and the Right for 
tha Heart.—As the oppon?nt leads for the 
face with the left fist. guard with the left 
forearm, as in Figure 2, with the right, but 
raise the arm higher. with the fisi directly 


their guards. 


. 


above the front cf the head and just clear- | 
ing it, and the elbow on a line with the 
top of the head. This change is made so 
that the opponent will be drawn closer. 

Then, when you have the apponent as 
close as is nécessary for you to deliver a 
good punch, throw your right shoulder 
along with the right arm for * lower 
ribs. This is a very effective and  ‘ leas- 
ant blow, when properly delivere: The 
more the shoulder is brought into the 
movement the more effective will be the 
blow. 

If the oppanent is cleyer, he will guard 
by putting his open right hand between 
his ribs and the impending fist. and, as the 
latter reaches him, he will rapidly shove 
his right arm across his body and thus 
make the threatened blow of no account. 

The entire movement is Hiustrated in 
Figure 4.

Position 5. To Break a Clinch.—It often 
happens that, as you hit, the opponent 
will rush in and close around your body 
and hold you. Then he fries to put his 
whole weight on you with the double pur- 
pose of resting himself and tiring you. 

To cure him of this habit, when he 
clinches you—say, as in Figure 5, in which 
your right hand is rendered useless— 
swiftly bring the butt of the disengaged 
hand directly over his mouth and nose and 
shove his head back (Figure 5). 

No boxer can hold a clinch under such 
circumstances.

‘at Sparks and he was confident that the

Some monfhs 
ago a fire swept away the whole busi- 
ness section of the town, but in less than 
twe-ve hours after the fire had subsided 
the. property on which the buildings stood 
was changing hands.at almost double the 
price it could have been purchased for 
before the fire, _The town has the largest 
long staple cotton ginnery in the south. 
One: of the «leading citizens, J. J, Par- 
righ, says:

New Source for German Cotton. 


United States Consul Monaghan, 
Chemnitz, writes: 

“A shipment of cotton has just arrived 
on German soil which, though insignifi- 
cant in quantity, nevertheless possesses 
great interest in that it opens up’ wide 
possibilities for the future cotton import 
trade of Germany. This shipment. con- 
sists of four bales of cotton, imported by 
the Saxon Spinners’ Union from German 
East Africa. e transaction was effect- 
ed, it is said, through the Kolonialwirth- 
schaftliche Kommittee, of Berlin. The 
Saxon Spinners’ Union has in the past 
imported shipments of considerable size 
from Togo, but this is the first shipment 
from East Africa. This cotton is said to 
be the first successful crop raised outside 
of Egypt which possesses the character of 
the Egyptian cotton, and if further efforts 
prove fortunate it is to be expected that 
German Bast Africa may become an 
tmportant source of cotton for German 
mills. The color of the cotton is said to 
be brownish yellow and the fiber long and 
silky. 

“The good resulfs may toa certain ex- 
tent be attributed to the skill of the 
American planters, whom' the German 
government engaged to go to East Africa 
and instruct the natives in the proper 
method of preparing the soll. planting the 
seed, and harvesting the product. This all 
goes to show that Germany’s commercial 
policy includes an effort to make herself 
independent, as far as possible, of all 
foreign markets in the matter of raw ma- 
terials.’’

PRACTICAL MECHANICS. 


Belting. 

In putting on belting, it should be 
stretched as tightly as possible, and with 
wide belts this can be done best by the 
use of clamps secured firmly to each end 
of the belt, and drawn together by clamp 
rods running parallel with and outside the 
edges of the beH. ‘Thére is no danger of 
breaking, as a belt 6 inches wide and 
three-ply thick will stand a direct strain 
of 5,000 pounds, and others in proportion. 


Boilers.

Wise dodderers of olden days used to look tire- 
lessly for the “philosopher’s stone ;” in other words, 
a marvelous chemical substance which should trans- 
mute all that it touched into gold—an inorganic 
Midas. They never found it. But we are often 
tempted to think that with the magic development 
of this great country; with its division into cliques 
and sects and religious and political and social 
creeds—we have come nearer to finding the “phil- 
osopher’s-stone” in the twentieth century than did 
those keen, plodding seers of what we are pleased to 
call the “dark ages.” And that “philosopher's 
stone” is “gall,” the subject of the bright little poem 
which precedes this editorial. It is what has raised 
America high above all the other nations of the 
world in enterprise and achievement, and it is the 
quality which is today arousing the ill-concealed 
envy and antagonism of the conservative nations of 
the old world, hitherto content to work out fortune 
and prestige by the archaic, frayed paths which sat- 
ised their fathers and grandfathers, along back 
through fifty generations. 

Now, there are two constructions to be placed on 
the term “gall.” One which is generally accepted 
and has the sanction of the dictionary is “cool im- 
pudence, assurance, cheek.” We all know the in- 
dividual gifted with this characteristic when we see 
him. He is not abashed by rebuffs, and he is always 
equal. to emergencies. As a general rule, he is 
somewhat careless of the rights of others, and is not 
at all backward in wounding the feelings of friends 
and strangers, if thereby his own ends are fur- 
thered. Exacting demands of the times have creat- 
cd a feminine class with this same trait, but it is not 
nearly so numerously: populated as that of the male 
species. 
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The book agent, the insurance man, the bill col- 
lector, and the drummer, are supposed to be the 
most vivid types of the people with superabundant 
gall. Our idea is that they but skim the surface of 
society. Take a drag net and probe the depths of 
the various sets and you will find plenty of “cool 
impudence,” in other than these professions. Nor 
have people of crude culture and imperfect breeding 
a monopoly. We have witnessed exhibitions of 
at e ¢. by persons of the most undeniable educa- 
errand rearing. Sometimes it is innate, and no 
amount ‘of physical and fae cudgeling will erad- 
teat it. Again, it is acquired, because its user has 
come to believe that it is a necessary attribute to 
‘progress. We all know, however, that parties with 
this specific brand of hustle are not especially pop- 
Rien. hey do too much elbowing, they are too 
oy tht <inned, and they ate too clumsy and obvious- 
ly selfish to gain many| friends. What they get 
from the world is wrung off by sheer physical force 
and an abundant callousness, which refuses to be 
fazed by snubs or open hints. 
We propose to take the “gall” which Mr. Hall so 
pithily describes, strip it of some of its more offensive 
features and show where it has become the “philos- 
opher's stone” mentioned in the opening paragraph. 
To begin with, a man must have assurance if he 
wishes to make the most of his talents, in a financial 
sense. This is essentially an age wherein advertis- 
ing plays a large part. Even the physicians and 
teachers are becoming converted to this doctrine. 
he Bible authorized assurance when it told the 
little story about “the light hidden under a bushel” 
‘and the city that sat upon a hill. You may have 
inexhaustible merit—but how is the world to know 


_. it? People are not going around with cathode rays 
to locate it. If you can perform a prescribed task 


as well as or better than other people, you must 
not wait for some one to ask you about it, or ex- 


sertion. Having learned this lesson, ther 
one just as important. When you have. an oppor- 
tunity to better yourself, when you are listening 


) 
a conversation which stimulates in original 


ideas or suggestions; where you see short you can} 
improve on the existing order of things; where you 


see that pretense, in Americana, “bluff,” is helping 
vour opponent to get ahead of you—-ACF¥. Assert 
yourself; step in; be something besides a machine; 
don’t be overawed by a loud voice or supercilious 
manner. If you know your ground $0 thoroughly 
that strategy cannot trip you, go ahead and win that 
recognition which will cause people to be glad of 
your counsel in crises, or which will make them anx- 
ious to trust you with positions which entail re- 
sponsibility and self-confidence. 3 

This is the brand of “gall” which is successful, 
and it is never offensive ‘because it is intelligent. 
It does not override the rights of others, because it 
cnly steps in where it sees that a blunder is imminent 
or that incapacity has been plainly demonstrated. It 
ip not conceit, because it has as a basis honest real- 


‘zation of self merit and potentialities, mingled with, 


a determination to grasp the first opportunity to 
demonstrate these qualities where they -will most 
Lenefit the possessor. 

It is gall, too, which is born of virility and abound- 
ing good health, and that is why it is predominant 
in the American character. We see it in exagge- 
rated degree in adventurers or individuals who live 
by their wits or prey on others; and get a false, un- 
iust impression of the genuine article. At the 
same time, let us not underestimate the value of the 
everlasting hustle, hustle, hustle, enterprise, initia- 
tive, which refuses to stagnate and will not be sat- 
isfied with any measure short of the best. 


Shall We Change Reading, 
Ais Clothes, With Season? 


Mam PRING, now heralded by a multitude 

| of signs, impels the observation that 

we should change our reading, as we 

do our clothes, with the seasons, 

Who, when slender blades of grass 

are peeping through the moist, warm 

earth—when nature proclaims with a 

thousand voices that she has suffered 

a change as beautiful as it is ever 

strange—wishes to be shackled to 

some massive tome of heavy philos- 

ophy? Such reading is for the win- 

ter’s season, when nature is inhospit- 

able, and when one naturally turns, 

during the long, bleak evenings, to 

heaped-up fire, student’s lamp, and perhaps, the old 

familiar pipe, as holding out the truest comforts to 

be found. Not only should we relegate the heavy 

philosophers to the back shelves now, but some oth- 

ersas well. It seems tous that Dickens is preemi- 

nently a “fire-side” author. His descriptions of the 

radiant comfort of the home circle, or of the gas- 

tronomic prodigality of the old-time English inn, 

seem to enhance our shut-in content; while our 

snugness, in turn, gives a mellower tint to the pic- 

tures of creature comfort portrayed by his master 

hand. ‘The full flavor of his Christmas stories, for 

instance, cannot be had except during that joyous 

season. How happily, then, they fit in with the 

mood of most of us, and what an incentive they are 

to the uncalculating generousness and good will 

that should permeate the Yuletide s€ason! How 

heartily then do we condemn old Scrooge! when, if 

the story were read at any other time, we. might 

come to think he was not so unduly crabid after all, 
and give to him more than his due of sympathy. 

Neither do we, at any time except during holidays, 
wish to be carried by Irving on that delightful visit 
to Bracebridge Hall, when we make the acquaint- 
ance of the coachman, the busiest man in the county 
with his packages and commissions; the rotund 
cook, who “in the nick of time knocked thrice” as a 
prelude to the yearly feast; the young men, the 
maidens, and the mistletoe; and the old squire him- 
self, the perfect English country gentleman. How 
delightful they all are—but reserve them for the. 
Christmastime, when mayhap the ground is white 
with snow, and their company will lend a zest to 
the proper observance of the hallowed season. It 
‘s natural that Shakespeare, “touching all the shores 
of thought,” should require selection with regard 
to the seasons. The tragedies, delving deep into 
the dark psycholgies of life, should now be laid 
away until the sombre season comes again. 

Who can be in the mood to appreciate the tense 
characters and turbulency of Hamlet or Macbeth 
with the scent of blossoms all around, and the blue 
sky overhead? But old King Lear may moan, and 
Tom be “a-cold” in vain, when we are kissed by 
warm sunshine and fanned by southern winds. 
And who, with the aid of nature’s stagecraft, would 
not enjoy the more some of the comedies ?—the 
“Midsummer Night’s Dream,” in which the descrip- 
tion of Titania’s bower wafts to us the very incense 
of spring: 


“I know a bank where the wild thyme blows, 
Where oxlip and the nodding violet grows, 
Quite o’er canopied with luscious woodbine, 
With sweet musk-rose and with eglantine.” 


As you like it, with its romanfic setting in the 
blooming Forest of Arden, and the merry wives of 
Windsor, with its compelling picture of English 
out-door fun and merriment, surely should not be 
approached except when our tense energies have 
been given pause, and our imaginations quickened, 
by the soothing alchemy that comes with the rising 
sap and budding trees. The poets, too, must fall into 
their proper places, and we turn now to Words- 
worth or Bryant, with their songs of forest/ and 
stream, rather than to Poe, with his ill-omened 
Raven—whose weird mysticisms seems fitly accom- 
panied by screaming winds outside and red-lighted 
study lamp within. 

Dietarians say that to enjoy good health, with 
the coming of spring we should leave off the heavy 
substantials that have sustained ~us through the 
winter, and replace them with the lighter but more 
wholesome products of the dairy and. the garden. 
So, we believe that a keener appreciation and larger 
enjoyment of literature will be had if we change our 
classics when we see the yellow signals of the hardy 
jonquil. When the green woods tempt us, we can 
afford for a time’to leave off the heavier diet, and 
cater to the lighter appetite. And besides, nothing 
will be lost, for a gentle philosopher, whose love of 
nature and understanding of men qualifies him to 
speak, has said: 


“One impulse from a vernal wood, 
May teach you more of man, 

Of moral evil and of good, 
Than all the sages can,” ~ a 
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Angelo himself was first 
an architect. 

It is one. profession whose greatest re- 
sults have already been attained, or at 
least have never been surpassed in fine- 
ness of proportion and design: and like 
all the arts it has flourished most in times 
‘of great political and financial success.

Because a few, 
a very few, species of birds have been 
convicted of sins, real or fancied, their 
whole race is ostracized and warred upon 
by those who “have eyes, yet sée not.”’ 
I+ is another flustration of the saying 
that “A little knowledge is a’ dangerous 
thing.””. A farmer sees a hawk dart upon 
a chicken: that ‘has wandered tempting- 
ly out into the*opén. A sportsman finds 
the mutillated body’ of a game bird that 
he @id not haVe the pleasure of killing 
himself: “ Straightway these two, the far- 
mer and the sperteman, cry out, the one 
against all hawke°as marauders, the other 


against all hawke and owls as destroyers 
of the game birds that their miaster, man,

and owls are classed as birds 
of prey, but.only a few of these are 
enemies of the tillers of the soil. Prac- 
tically these birds may be divided into 
four classes. First, those that are whol- 
ly beneficial; second, those chiefly ten- 
eficial; third, those in which these quali- 
tiles are about evenly balanced; fourth, 
those that are really harmful. These lat- 
ter are the only ones against which war 
should be declared. Yet even they, un- 
conscious sinners that they are, only do 
what their nature teaches them to do in 
order to support their own livés. Do not 
we do the same? 

In this harmful group, we find the 
duck hawk, which preys chiefly on young 
water birds, the goshawk, Cooper’s hawk 
and the sharp-shinned hawk. The duck 
hawk is a true falcon, and captures its 
prey by superior flight in the open coun- 
try. The others named above are all 
accipitrine hawks, and capture less by 
long fiights than by short, swift dashes 
and doublings. The goshawk, Cooper's 
hawk and the sharp-shinned hawk live 
chiefly on game birds and poultry, and to 
the depradations of these three is due 
the persecution of their entire family, 
the other, and far more numerous mem- 
bers of which are our friends rather than 
foes. 

Cooper’s hawk is preeminently' the 
“chicken hawk.’’ It is by far the most 
destructive to the interests of the poul- 
try raisers, not because it is singly more 
rapacious than the other two, but simply 
because if is more numerous, so that the 
aggregaté loss is greater. It is not as

The goshawk, which is the largest of 
the four harmful species, is a far-north 
specimen, and seldom visits the United 
States except in the fall and winter. It 
is so large and audacions that it has 
been known to swoop down into a poul- 
try yard and seize a full grown fowl at 
the very feet of its owner. It sometimes 
enters inhabited houses through doors or 


windows, in pursuit of a fleeing victim, |

HB powerful influence ex- 

erted by a good dialect 

writer has long been rec- 

ognized, but when is com- 

bined pungent humor with 

natural dialect the .com- 

bination wins immediate 

distinction for the author. 

An old scientist once said 

to a friend that nothing 

s0 surely affected the 

depths of his heart as 

strong dialect humor. He 

often was known to get 

down an old volume of negro dialect 
stories, remarking: 

‘‘When I wish to have a good laugh 
and learn some lesson of life so as never 
to forget it, I always fall back on my 
dialect book, for it is my second Bible. 
From it I have learned more lasting les- 
sons and gained greater mental refresh- 
ment than from any other source, except 
God's Holy Word.” 

There is a naturalness and ease about 
geod dialect humor that wins almost in- 
stantaneous lodgment in the heart; and’ 
if there be refreshment or valuable les- 
son in the passage it almost invariably 
remains to accomplish its work. 

The south has brought forth, at least, 
one man whose witty and humorous writ- 
ings have gained for him lasting fame. 
His humorous work is to be found in 
almost every recitation book of any merit 
in America, and no dialect reader_has 
failed to use with success his many and 
varied productions. 

Dr. Bagby was born in Buckingham 
county, Virginia, and educated at Edge 
Hill, N. J., and the University of Penn- 
sylvania. He took his degree in the study 
of medicine, and made “his residence in 
Richmond. He was correspondent for 
Several papers, wrote some very witty 
Iétters under the pen-name of “Mozis 
Addums,”” and made @ reputation as a 
humorous lecturer. From 1859 to 1862 he 
was editor of The Southern Literary Mes. 
senger, ably succeeding John R. Thomp- 
son in that position; and from 1870 to 
1878 he was state librarian of Virginia. 

His death occurred in the year 1883, 
and the south lost thereby one of her 
best humorous writers. The renown of 
Dr. Bagby has not been as great as his 
work merited, but many are beginning 
to look with greater respect upon the 
work left behind him. 

His best known humorous production 
we give below:

NOTHER nail was driven in 
the coffin of Cherokee Tri- 
bal Government a few ¢ays 
ago when, under the su- 
pervision of the Interior 
Department at Washing- 
ton all the old buildings 
erected by the United 
Statesforgarrison purposcs 
years ago, were sold at 
auction for the benefit of 

the tribe. 
It is now a little mcre 
than ten years since tho 
commission to the 
commoniy called the Dawes commission, 
was created by act of congress to treat 
with the Choctaw, Chickasaw, Chero- 
‘kee Creek and Seminole Indians. 
Cherokees have been the most obstinate 
of all to come to terms, but at last a 
treaty was agreed upon last year, the rol 
\of citizenship completed and the Dawes 
‘commission is now engaged in alloting 
‘them their lands in severally, which will 
give to each citizen great and small 
about eighty acres to the head. Those 
who get the best lands will only receive 
fifty acres. Cherokee freedmen, that is 
ex-slaves of Cherokee masters, come in 
for a full share in this great estate. This 
is also the case with the Creek freedmen. 
Fach ex-slave and descendants get one 
hundred and sixty acres of iand, and as 
they are numerous, they have absorbed 
a@ large part of the best land in the Creek 
nation. The Choctaws and Chicksaws, 
however, only allow freedmen forty acres, 
and no participation in tribal] funds. A 
volume could be written anent affairs in 
Indian Territory. Nowhere in histury 
ancient cr modern, do we find anyining 
like it. There is but one thing certain 
as I see it. and that is that not many 
years hence the poverty and destitution 
among these Indians will be appaling. 
They are averse to labor and seem to 
have no conception of values. Their lands 
are in great demand and they will sell 
@s soon as they can. Under the treaties 


as they stand at vresént an Indian can- 


not sell ahy of his land until after the 
expiration of five years, when he can: 


The | 


“five civilized tribes, | 


sell one hundred and twenty acres, the 
homestead forty acres he cannof alienate 
until after the expjration of twenty-one 
years. Under ths treaty and ruies of 
interior department he can sell 120 acres 
subject to approval of the secretary of 
the interior, but there is so much “red 
tape” connected with the § transaction 
that buyers do not seem to take hold very 
readily. 

Furt Gibson is a town of about 1,000 
inhabitants, in Cherokee nation. It is 
only 8 miles from Muskogee, Creek na- 
tion, which within a few years has grown

which it is reported that Stanley, the 
great African explorer, once taught 
school, but it is not certain that he ever 
saw the place and the only way the 
truth on this point will ever be ascertain- 
ed will be to put Mr. Stanley on the 
stand and ask him the direct question. The 
picture showing old parade ground with 
large tree in front, under the shade of 
which Washjngton pitched his tent, is 
all right. There is no doubt that Irving 
aetually camped wnder that tree when he 
visited this territory years ago.

from a village to a city of 10,000 inhabit- 
ants and is still growing rapidly. Much 
has been written about Fort Gibson on 
account of its having been a United 
States military post, and, of course, many 
distinguished men have resided there, 
and some who are reported to have lived 
in the town may never have seen the 
place. 

I present a picture of the old house in 


structure with fine hardwood finish on 
inside, only brought a little over $1,100 
at the sale; in fact, the sale of the whole 
outfit did not bring $7,500. 

I regret that I could not get a picture 
of the house in which the hero of the 
confederacy lived, tut the spot where 
it stood can only be identified by a pile 
of earth and a few stones. 

The accompanying pictures were 4all 


taken within the last few weeks and 
show the buildings just as they are to- 
day. Most of them will, most likely, be 
torn down and the stone, which is fine, 
will be put into other structures. 

No article on the subject of the Chero- 
kee nation and especially on the sub- 
ject of old Fort Gibson would be com- 
plete without mentioning that great and 
wonderful man, Sam Houston. 

Some time since I saw an article in 


The Sunny South which mentioned somer 
thing about Houston and his Cherokeo 
wife, Tah-lah-hee-ueah-Rogers. What I 
shall now relate in this connection has 
never, to my knowledge, before been pub- 
lished, but it is as true as anything that 
was ever written concerning this great 
man, and it shows that he was not only 
great, but that he was loval and truce- 
hearted. In aJl the hietories and. biogra- 
rhies written of Sam Houston the writers 
seem to assume that he abandoned his 
Cherokee wife without ceremony or com- 
punction. There never was anything 
further from: the truth. After Heuston 
had established the republic of Texas, 
and was at the very zenith of fame, he 
; wrote, or had his private secretary, F. 
A. Kerr, to write to Tah-lah-hee-uah, re- 


first letter he recelved no reply, and, 
after the lapse of a short time, another 
letter of great tenderness was dictated 
by Houston, which Kerr wrote and mailed 
to her. To this letter she replied, that 
while she loved him devotedly and would 
be most happy to join him, vet she felt 
that since he had hecome so great among 
his people that, being only an Indian, 
her presence, instead of being a source 
ef comfort, would only prove a source of 
embarrassment, and therefore she thought 
it best for her and himself that she re- 
main with her own people. This most 
sensable letter putan end to the. cor- 
respondence. 

F. A. Kerr, from whose lips the above 
story fell, accompanied Albert Pike on 
his excursion to the west in 1831, at least 
he came back in company with him to 
Fort Gibson, where he met Sam Houston. 
He went with Houston to Texas, and be- 
came his private secretary. He after- 
wards came back to the Cherokee nation, 
married into the: tribe and raised a fam- 
lly, some of the members of which now 


reside in Muskogee, ‘Kerr died in this 
town about six or eight years ago.

“Good draughtsmen’ are at present very 
scarce and very difficult to obtain. Jf 
could give employment to several capable 
draughtsmen now. 

“Salaries’ of draughtsmen vary as in 
other occupations. Some men can only 
ace work ‘laid out for them, and are 
spared even the exertion of thought; men 
of this class get salaries from 325 up. 
Others can make the complete drawings 
for a building from preliminary sketches, 
and these men get salaries varying from 
$75 and $100 and upward, depending on the 
character of the work and the location. 
Salaries for draughtsmen run up as high 
as 44,00) or %,0W a year, and in some 
instances even higher. A conmparison 
might be drawn between a small store 
and a large departmént store. The clerk 
in a small store where only one man is 
employed would not require the qualifi- 
cations nor would he’ get the salary that 
the manager’‘of a ‘large department store 
would, and so in architecture. The arch- 
| itect that does only small work dées not 
require the expert help that is needed in 
Offices where the work is more compli- 
cated, and, of course, could not pay the 
salaries that are paid in these offices. 
To state, In so many words, just what 
distinguishes the draughtsman from the 
architect Is a hard thing to do, and yet 
the distinction is everything. Not every 
g00d draughtsman can become an archi- 
tect, though he can plan work and have 
it executed properly. I think this would 
apply to other professions’ also. I knew 
a very capable draughtsman who com- 
mands a high salary who has several 
times attempted the practice of architec- 
| ture, and each time has failed. As a 
draughtsman he was a success, but as 
an architect he lacked something. '

“] think it advisable for a man to enter 
an architect's office and go to some archi- 
tectural school afterwards. The schools 
are necessary: they teach all sides of 
the work, and give a knowledge of styles 
and ornament that is vastly heipful. But 
this mass of knowledge is bewildering to 
one who knows nothing about it in the 
beginning. The preliminary work in an 
office shows a man his limitations, and 
when he takes up the study he knows 
exactly what he must learn and also 
how to apply it. Students at the schoois 
can generally get enough outside work 
to defray their expenses. Architects em- 
ploy them for extra work at night, or 
in seasons when the rush of business re- 
quires additional help. 


SALARIES OF DRAUGHTSMEN. 

“After graduation it is better to get 
the practical experience under some arch- 
itecE before opening one’s own office. But 
not all good draughtsmen succeed as 
architects, for some of the reasons I 
have mentioned. The chances, however, 
for capable draughtsmen are always good. 
Their salaries gange from $10 a week to 
$10,000 a year. Jt all depends on the man 
and his knowledge of construction. He 
that Is worth $10,000 a year is able to plan 
an entire building and see that each de- 
tail is carried out The lesser draughts- 
men assume only one part. Architects 
are paid 5 per cent of the cost of the 
building. 

“While I believe that talent for archi- 
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ous? I should say so-—that is, to become 
an architect. This, however, is not 
mecessary to make morey in the profcs- 


arehitecture. One then needs 


public wili never notice it. It is the spirit 
ef the age; # is as much so in Europe 
as in America. Nowadays, no one asks. 
Is he a good architect? but rather, Does 
he make money out of architecture? 

“This is true of all the artistic profes- 
sions, but the worst part of it as applied 
to architecture is that plans must often 
be submitted in competition, where the 
judges are men in other lines of work. 
They would laugh at you if you claime:! 
to understand dry goods. and they would 
te offended if you intimated that they 
didn’t understand architecture, and yet 
they pess on your design. It may be the 
result of years of study and experience, 
and the best of the lot; but it is an acci- 
dent if it is accepted. Not knowing any- 
thing about it, they say, ‘Give it to So- 
and-so; he’s a good fellow.’ j 

“But to return to the beginner. His 
apprenticeship must be thorough, and in 
addition to his school training he must do 
office work. I think that artistic fceling 
is necessary in a large degree, though a 
sence of proportion and the finer distinc- 
tions between styles and ornament are 
largely thin:;s of habit and training. One 
may cultivate them much as a man cul- 
tivates command of language. 

“What does architecture offer? At 2 
recent civil service examination 150 
trained draughtsmen apglied for a gov- 
ernment position which paid $1,300 a year. 
The winner of the new depot competition 
will get $1,000, and this for years of hard 
and unappreciated work. A farmer could 
make mord on one year’s hay crop, and 
with one-tenth the nervous strain and 
exertion. No, I can’t say that the young 
man may expect a bonanza.”’ 
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ing up their nests. Because: the hungry 
little birds help themselves to a few 
berries or grapes or tap the peaches now 
and then, they are condemned to death. 
What would become of our boys if they 
were punished in Wke proportion for 
greater thefts, and thefts committed not 
of necessity, for bare food, like that of 
the birds? 

Because the thrush, robin, redbird or 
woodpecker is seen to perch on an ear 
of corn, and perchance snatch a few 
grains for its dinner, it is condemned to 
be shot, yet for one grain it takes it 
destroys a hundred injurious bugs. The 
red-headed woodpecker, one of our most 
beautiful birds, ang his cousins, the s0o- 
called sapsuckers, dre declaared to be 
outlaws and boys are encouraged to kill 
them on sight. Why? Because. forsooth, 
they have been caught in the act of 
clinging to an ear of corn and pecking a 
hole in it. Is not that sufficient proof 
of crime? But wait a moment. Look 
closer before that cruel shot is fired. 
Watch that sharp, long beak as it taps, 
taps, always at the same spot. Present- 
ly that pretty red head is jerked back 
with a triumphant air and twinkling eyes, 
and in its beak is held a grain of the 
young corn? Oh, no. but a big, fat 
worm that has been holding high carnival 
amidst those juicy grains for days past. 
The farmer's woodpecker friend and as- 
Sistant has spied and captured his true 
enemy, and saved his corn from further 
damage. More than this, it has saved his 
cotton as well. For know that this rav- 
ager of the young grains of corn is the 
real ‘boll worm that so often devastates 
whole fields of cotton. And yet the ig- 
norant farmer would kill the woodpecker 
for destroying his deadly enemy. 

Jt would be far wiser for the agricul- 
turist to protect and encourage all birds, 
than to wage a blind warfare against 
them all, thus destroying ten of his active 
friends to one of his foe. There has been 
£0 much of this wanton destruction of 
insectiverous birds that already we are 
face to face with the disastrous results. 
Ask any thoughtful, observing farmer of 
thirty or even of twenty years’ expe- 
rience whether the depredations of in- 
jurious bugs are not now more serious 
than they were in his younger days. 

His answer will assuredly be that in- 
sect injury to fruit and-garden and field 
crops of all winds is much greater than 
they were even a few years ago, and that 
it is steadily on the increase. When 
this farmer was a boy only a few in- 
sect enemies of fruit and garden were 
feared at all. The cut-worm, the boll 
worm, the bill bug, the cotton caterpillar, 
were the chief sinners. But today all 
these have vastly increased, and their 
army has been reinforced by other ie- 
gions. Year by year the life of the ag- 
ziculturist is becoming one of persona) 
warfare against bug-life. Look at the

each one, by the way, “the best.” Look 
at the numerous washes and mixtures 
that must be sprayed time and again over 
fruit and vine and vegetable if they 

to be saved from thelr bux enemies. There 
is a cause for this necessity, and that 
cause is not far to seek.

sion of our cultivated fields, where many 
of them thrive as they never did before, 
on the piainer food of their native woods. 
Certain it is that there has been a vast 
increase’ in the number of the injurious 
insects, and consequently in the extent of 
air deprcdations, 

This increase is especially noticeabie 
in localities where men and boys lave 
for years been taught, or at least to 
kill and destroy the birds and their eggs. 
In other localities where wiser or more 
humane men have dwelt, or where the 
laws fer bird protection have been in- 
forced, the “insect pest’ is to a larse 
degree modified. That is because the 
sweet singers, happy and fearless, are 
there taking care of the crops, and doing 
police duty over those marauding bucs 
in return for the protecting kindness of 
their human friends. 


The investigations of expert students 
of naturé of late years have been many 
and thorough. and have brought to light 
most valuable facts in regard to the re- 
lation of birds and bugs, proving that 
this branch of rura! economy is of the 
wed ae to the tiller of tha 
Soll, whether of garden crops o 
With the exception aiecndiy ater a a 
few birds of prey. all birds are more or 
less a friend in néed to the agricu!turist. 
Birds are the natural destroyers of in- 
sects. which constitute their principai 
food for the greater part of the year. 

Careful . investigation has proved that 
many birds heretofore regarded ag con- 
victed criminals are not only actually 
harmiess. but of actual benefit to that 
very class of men who have been their 
chief persecutorg. The sma'ler birds take 
toll sometimes of fruit or of a few 
grains of corn. What then? They have 


earned all they take and much more. ' 


Destroy them all and you will soon find 
out how true this is. The iarvae, the 
bugs, the caterpillars that the birds de- 
vour, would have destroyed a nd 
fold more of those fruits and grains but 
for the friendly intervention of those 
much maligned birds. The wrens, the 
bull-batse or night hawks, the martina. 
sparrows—except our Engtish importa- 
tion—mocking birds, cat birds blue jays. 
woodpeckers. flickers, robias, thrusnes, 
all these and many more of their kind. 
are the friends and helpers of the very 
men Who so blindly destroy them.

larvae and cedar berries. The insects 
and larvae were in greater proportion 
than the sceds or berries, even though it 
was midwinter. Those little robins, na- 
ture-taught, were smart enough to find 
cut the winter hiding places of their bug 
prey. In March their insect diet in- 
creased, and the stomachs cxaminred in 
April revealed the ‘following bill of fare: 
Earth worms, three parts; larvae, two 
parts; caterpillars, two; bugs, three; bar- 
berries and seeds, three parts. Counting 
the larvae at six units, and throwing off 
three for the possibile beneficial insects 
destroyed, and putting the earth worms, 
berries 2nd seeds into the neutral list, 
as six units, we find that the robin is ac- 
tually beneficial sixteen days, injurious 
two and one-third days, and neither 
tarmful nor bereficial the rest of the 
time. So, you see, we have here in one 
month a record of sixteen days of good 
Geeds, as an offset to two and a third 
days of harmful ones. 

The robin record for May was the 


same, but when June cigme there was 4 


different story to tell. “he babies came 
in then for their share of bug dainties, 
and the parents were kept busy from 
morning to night in filling their open 
countenances. One pair of robins was 
watched, and by actual count the male 
bird destroyed in one hour twenty-four, 
and the female twenty-seven, cut worms. 
During afother hour this same pair de- 
stroyed twenty-six and thirty of these 
enemies of the gardener, and in another 
hour forty cut worms and smooth cater- 
pillars. All of these Imseets were fed to 
their young, who were then not half 
grown. It would hardly seem possibile 
that young birds could have such tre- 
mendous digestive powers, but these are 
facts as noted by a skilled observer in 
government employ. All birds digest their 
food very rapidly, and in the case above 
cited # is to be considered that cater- 
pillars, grubs and other larvae are real- 
ly only a mass of juices inclosed in a skin, 
and hence are readily absorbed. 


AN OMNIVOROUS BIRD. 

As with the robin, so with other bicd 
ctilprits. They are mostly innocent. here 
is the red-shouldered hawk, ofien in- 
correctly called the hen hawk. It is a 
common bird and extremely valuable to 
the farmer. It is especially omniverous, 
more so than most other birds of prey. 
so that its bill of fare is extensive. It 
loves, not in an unselfish way, 


earth worms. In short, © per cent of the 
red-shouldered hawk’s diet is made up of 
animals and insects injurious to the far- 
mer, and only 144 per cent of poultry or 
game birds. So we have pot far to go 
toe find the true status of this hawk. And 
yet it is a hawk, and “Hawks should be 
shot on sight.” 

Again, there is the red-tailed hawk. also 
called the hen hawk. This is probably 
the best known by sight of all the large 
hawks. _It does sometimes descend upon 
straggiers from the poultry yard, but as 
& per cent of its food consists of in- 
jurious mammals and not over 7 per cent 
of poufry. the latter lapse from virtue 
may forgiven. 

And so, which shall it be—birds or 
bugs?

Wri.c:n or Ghe Suany Sé4uths 
em I there is truth in the theory 
that the southern moun- 
taineer is the living repre- 
sentative in manner, cus- 
tom and speech of condi- 
tions that obtained in the 
Europe of the early colo- 
nial times, resemblances 
between him as he is to- 
day and the dwellers in the 
primitive places of the land 
of his fathers should not be 
Jacking. Assuming, what 
al! who knew him readily 
edmit, that he separated himself from 


the first colonists who reached Virginia + 


and the Carolinas and hewed out a home 
in a region whose wildness and inacces- 
sibility have practically isclated him from 
the subsequent emigrations westward, it 
is altogether likely that he retains many 
ef the caaracteristics that! he had ac- 
quired in -he old world before he became 
a colonist in the new. Other American 
colonies inevitably have“lost that first 
individuality’ that proclaimed their kin- 
stip with certain European localities. 

Emigration for the past century has 
been s0 vast and overwhelming, and sthe 
conditions surrounding American life 
have become so complex and all-em- 
bracing, that the old landmarks that 
cree showed the racial connection be- 
tween certain settlements here and their 
source across the sea have become? 
largely obliterated. The man who would 
hunt for indications of the ease-loving, 
rhiegmatic knickerbocker in the streets 
of New York, or the etraight, uncom- 
rronising Puritan in Boston would 
follow a hopeless quest. These old kin- 
ships have been swept away by the ris- 
ing tide of American civilization, and 
there is little left to remind one of the 
picturesque past in the bewildering maze 
of the present. , 

But in the mountains they live in the 
same primitive cabins that their fathers 
did, they eat the same food (how those 
old fellows’ must have/ longed at times 
for a change of diet, the newest “‘break- 
fast food,’ for instance, or some of 
our many ‘“‘pre-digested” arrangements!) 
they follow the same occupations, they 
are hemmed in by the same contracted 
horizon of mountain peaks. For two 
centuries they have been subjected to 
few outside influences, and thus have had 
no reason to change the customs and 
habits ‘they brought with them from Eu- 
rope. The traveler through the moun- 
tains, therefore, has good reason to sup- 
pose that he is in the midst of a human 
environment that reproduces more or 
less accurately a primitive old world 
rast. Nor is there much doubt as to 
what part of the old world the moun- 
taineer comes from. 

One may travel from end to end 
southe:n Apalachians and scarce

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roads, the traveler stil] takes his midday 
rest in the old peaked fireplace of the 
pricipal living room as his grandfathers 
did before him; there is the same simple 
hospitality from the ‘‘good woman" of 
the house, the same homely fare, not 
forgetting the flagon of home-brewed ale 
in place of the flask of moonshine of our 
Own mountaineers. I never happened to 
catch one of these good matrons spinning 
and weaving as I have caught them in 
the Kentucky mountains, but judging by 
the clothes they wear the same taste for 
homespun prevails in one country as in 
the other. 

As for speech. incredible though it may 
seem, there are more dialects in England 
alone than in all the United States—a fact 
that speaks -loudly for 
the Anglo-Saxon’'s ten- 
dency to isolation. In this 
country there are a few 
dialects spreading over 
large territories, dialects 
Such as the negro, the

has its peculfarity of speech, some of 
them so marked as to be practically un- 
intelligible except to the initiated, while 
in parts of Ireland, Scotland and Wales 
the people still use the ancient gaelic. 
There are districts, also, in no less a 
place than London itself. where there are 
dialects in vogue, such as the coster pa- 
tois, that have twisted themselves into 
the semblance of a new language, for 
which, unfortunately, there is lacking, as 
yet, grammar or dictionary. When this 
subject of dialect becomes more of a 
science than it is now it will be of in- 
terest to compare the colloquialisms of 
the two countries. In the meantime 
there is frequently discernible, even with 
our present merely surface knowledge of 
the problem, similarities between some 
of the English dialects and that prevail- 
ing in our southern mountains, as, for 
instance, in the occasional dropping or 
adding of the letter (h). But the most 
marked analogies arise from the charac- 
ter of the people themselves. , 

To contrast the batter it has been my 
good fortune to tramp through what 
might be called primitive America (the 
Appalachian system from New York to 
Georgia) and primitive Britain (the 
Scotch, Welsh and English mountain dis- 
tricts and the midland counties of Eng- 
land). In former articles in this series 
I have attempted to describe the moun- 
taineer, the primitive American, as I have 
found him; hospitable, careless of the 
movements of civilization on either side 
of him, tenacious of his old ways and 
ideals, fond of his “‘likker,’’ jealous of his 
honor, vindictive, passionately fond of 
politics, scornful of the ordinary ‘book’ 
larnin’ *’ methods of education. Between 
him and the primitive Briton of today 
there are undoubtedly many differences;

feminder of the Latin race. Neither in 
tppearance or dialect is there a suggees~- 
tion of the south of Europe among these 
Peopie., Nor are there traces of German 
Parentage. Of the pure Anglo-Saxon 
type, however, there is an abundance of 
examples, not only in the matter of dia- 
lect and physical appearance, but in 
ments! peculiarities and customs._In the 
cuestion of mountaineer family names 
aloné, the universal derivation of these 
from well-known British and Irish sources 
Would -satisfy the philologist without 
further argument of the racial unity and 
erigin of the people themselves. It is to 
the Great Britain of two or three cen- 
turies ago, whose spirit he still keeps, 
that the mountaineer must therefore 
look for his ancestral history. 

Happily, outside of the great cities, the 
Primitive has not disappeared altogether 
from Great Britain. One may walk for 
Miles over there among the Scotch high- 
lands, the mountains of Wales or the 
lake region of England, without seeing 


anything of human habitations outside | 


Scattered huts of the peasantry. 
Small though the area of the British 
Isles May be, there are great tracts of 
Waste land in their midst as lonely and 
wild as anything to be found in our 
Southern mountains. ‘Of course, these 
“re not the sections familiar to the tour- 
ist who, after all, is piloted through a 
Country that is more or less on dress 
Parade, conscious of its merits and hiding 
ts shortcomings. But once leave the 
beaten path of travel and this intensely 
Modern flavor grows fainter, the human 
type becomes simpler, less self-conscious,

but there are also sufficient resem- 
blances to emphasize the relationship ex- 
isting between them, as well as to sug- 
gest that both are cherishing in their 
manner of living a picture of the England 
of our forefathers. 

In no less a place than what is called 
the “heart of England,” Warwickshire, 
the England of Shakespeare, I was struck 
with this primitive simplicity of charac- 
ter. Naturally, one imagines that in a 
region so closely identified with the great- 
est name in literature every one would 
be able to talk learnedly of Shakes- 


jects. But the reverse is true. A true 
Warwickshireman scarcely knows that 
Shakespeare wrote plays. Walking 
across the fields and through the mea- 
dows from the old town of Warwick to 
Stratford I met many of the farmers and 
sat in the little wayside inns questioning 
them about this former fellow-country- 
men of theirs. Over their mugs of ale, 
in the expansive humor that generally 
seizes an Englishman in the inn that is 
to him his castle, they were very will- 
ing to impart whatever information they 
might have on the subject about which I 
sought enlightenment. 

“Shaickspere?” they would say. “Ay. 
ay, ‘im as was the play-hactor. I ’mind 
‘im. ’E was a cute ‘and, was Shaicks- 
pere! ‘H lived in this ‘ere county, ‘e 
did.

In 
repeating these semi-miraculous tales 
the narrators, of course, build up a pure- 
ly fictitious picture of no value to the 
Shakespeareian student, but of interest 
as showing the popular idea of a hero 
in vogue today among the people whose 
ancestors were Shakespeare’s friends and 
neighbors. To these guileless farmers he 
was a “‘plaly-hactor,”’ and they are proud 
to see sO.Many people coming from all 
parts of the world to hear about him.

Society of the Cincinnati 


HE SOCIETY OF THE 
CINCINNATI was organ- 
ized in the state of Geor- 
gia in September, 1783. On 
May 13, 1783, continental 
officers of the army met at 
the Verplank house, near 
Fishkill, on the Hudson 
river, to organize a miii- 
tary order to commemo- 
rate the securing of peace 
and independence to the 
United States and to form 
) a.tie of friendship among 
the brother officers, the right of mem- 
bership to descend to the eldest son. 
The following institution was then adopt- 
ed and never changed: 

“It having pleased the Supreme Gov- 
ernor of the Universe, in the disposition 
of human affairs, to cause the separation 
of the colonies of North America from 
the domination of Great Britain, and 
after a bloody conflict of eight years to 
establish them free, independent and sov- 
ereign states, connected by alliances, 
founded on reciprocal advantage, with 
some of the greatest princes and powers 
of the earth— 

“To perpetuate, therefore, as well the 
remembrance of this vast event as the 
mutual friendships which have been 
formed under the pressure of common 
danger, and. in many instances, cement- 
el by the blood of the parties, the offi- 
cers of the American army do. hereby, 
in the most solemn manner, associate. 
constitute and combine themselves into 
one society of friends, to endure as long 
as they endure or any of their eldest male 
posterity, and in failure thereof, the col- 
lateral branches who may be judged 
worthy of becoming its supporters and 
members. 

“The officers of the American army, 
having generally been taken from the 
citizens of America, possess high venera- 
tion for the character of that illustrious 
Roman, Lucius Quintus Cincinnatus, and 
being resolved to follow his example by 
returning to their citizenship, they think 
they may, with propriety, denominate 
themselves the Society of the Cincin- 
nati.”’ 

The institution then went on to say ‘“‘an 
incessant attention to preserve inviolate 
those exalted rights and liberties for 
which they had fought and bled—an unal- 
terable determination to promote and 
cherish between the respective’ states 
that union and national honor so essen- 
tially necessary to their happiness and 
the future dignity of the American em- 
pire. To render permanent the cordial 
affection subsisting among the officers, 
-this spirit will dictate brotherly kind- 
ness in all things and particularly extend 
to the most substantial acts of benefi- 
cence according to the ability of the so- 
clety towards those officers and their 
families who unfortunately may be under 
the necessity of receiving it. All the 
officers of the American army, as well 
‘as those who have resigned with honor 
after three years’ service in the capacity 
of officers or who have been deranged 
by the resolution of congress upon the 
Several reforms of the army, as those 
Who shall have continued to the end of 
the war, have the right to become par- 
ties to this institution, provided, that 
they subscribe one month’s pay and sign 
their names to the general rules.” 
Where the institute speaks of the Amer- 
iean army it means the officers of the con- 
tinental army. There were thirteen state 
societies constituted in the United States 
and one in France. In 1784 the French 
aval officers sent General George Wash- 
ington the insignia or eagle of the order

to represent theid distinguished ancestor, 
wiil do so, either to Non. Walter G. 
Charlton, president of the Georgia So- 
ciety, at Savannah, Ga., or G. Noble 
Jones, Savannah, Ga., secretary, or 
Thomas Savage Clay, assistant treasurer, 
107 Wall street, New York.

A DAY IN THE. BLACK MUD BELT 
OF TEXAS. 

I am.>sure nene: of my ~-Household 
friends who have not lived in or visited 
the fertile “black mud belt’ of the Lone 
Star State can realize the indescribable 
stickiness ofethe:mud and the difficulties 
of traveling during a rainy.winter or 
spring. 

The wse of vehicles is almost impossi- 
ble. The gfocer’s deliver wagon is laid 
by for the: season, and the boy and pony 
are the sole mediums through which the 
housewife gets her supplies. 

From m window I watch the ap- 
proach of this mounted delivery boy 
across the waste of black mud. He has a 
big basket suspended from his shoulders 
by a broad strap, and numerous cans 
and jugs are fastened to the many leath- 
er ribbons of a Texas saddle, and: jingle 
and slap the pony’s side at every step. 
The basket contains parcels and kitchen 
supplies; the cans and jugs hold respec- 
tively molasses-and oi]... Sometimes a 
pair of chickens strung by the legs dangle 
helplessly among the cans and jugs. The 

ony plods patiently through the tar- 

ike mud, and the boy, equally im- 
perturbable, sometimes unfolds a news- 
paper in front. of him and takes a 
glimpse at the news as he piods along. 

Visiting and church-going are all done 
cn horseback during the reign of mud, 
but there are occasions when vehicles 
must be used, though progress is snall- 
like indeed. Such an occasion is a fu- 
neral. One occurs today. The master of 
a pleasant country home must be buried 
in a cemetery 5 miles from his abode. In 
a new city of the dead a charaber has 
been made for a tenant who is expected 
at 3 o'clock. A few friends who have 
struggled afoot and on horseback through 
the mud, wait there, with the minister, 
the arrival of the hearse. Hour after 
hour goes by. The gray mist of approach- 
ing twilight rises from the creek. and the 
friends turn to their homes in the near- 
by town, leaving the 'man with the 
Bible and the man with the spade to 
wait alone. 

Far out on the prairie the funeral pro- 
cession is seen coming, the hearse drawn 
by four powerful. horses, followed by a 
wagon, containing members of the fam- 
ily, drawn by two large, strong mules. 
Yet how slowly they creep through the 
mud that ‘comes up to the hud of the 
wheels and fills the spaces between the 
spokes. Fences are let down to allow 
the vehicles witht their straining, pant- 
ing teams to come across the fields. 
From time to time the horses stop, un- 
abie to farther drag their load until the 
clogged wheels are freed from ther 
burden. Two boys on horseback dis- 
mount and scrape the mud from the hubs 
and spokes of the wheels, and the pitiful 
procession stars afresh. Sympathetic 
frien in carriages would have accom- 
pani the dead to its resting place, but 
for the all-prevailiing mud. 

‘When at last the small procession be- 
gins to creep down the hill leading to the 
cemetery, quick hands bale out the water 
(almost two barrels full) that has run 
into the grave, and quantities of dry ex- 
celsior is stuffed around the box inside. 
When the hearse arrives the coffin is 
hurriedly lowered to its resting place 
and *the ave fs filled up before the 
service is begun, that the relatives of the 
dead man may not be distressed by the 
sight of the water that speedily begins 
to refill the bottom of the grave. ‘The 
‘coffin will bé floating before the service 
is over,’’ whispers the undertaker. 

The service is very brief. It is too 
dark for anything to be read, and a few 
words, a hymn and a prayer are made

fees. This case brought a cash retainer 
of $1,000. 

Mr. Stephens was. probably the most 
;Mneselfish man that Georgia ever pro-

duced. Although enjoying for many years 
a princely income, his habits, tastes and 
manners were plain, simple and inexpen- 
sive. All over and above a comfortable 
living he was wont to expend in the 
maintenance and edudation of poor boys 
and girls, thus becoming the benefactor 
of over forty during his life. Some of 
these paid him back in full. He never 
charged them any interest. Some of 
these recipients of his benefaction never 
returned him a cent. 


His admiring friends all over the land 
were constantly sending him loads of 
presents. All these he set aside until the 
proper occasion, when he would string 
out a pile of children, sometimes includ- 
ing negroes, in fact everybody, always 
dividing, as the saying is, ‘‘to the last 
pea in the dish.” He always shared 
with somebody else. Nothing delighted 
this grand ‘‘commoner’”’ more than to 
feel that he had made some one happy. 


Mr. Seidell tells a good one on the 
present worthy sheriff of Fulton county, 
Dr. J. W. Nelms, who is one of the best 
all-round politicians in Georgia, besides 
being a clever man and faithful offi- 
cer in every department tried, from Unit- 
ed States marshal all the way up to the 
sheriff of Fulton county. When Mr. 
Stephens was elected governor of Georgia 
in 1881, Dr. Nelms was keeper of the 
Georgia penitentiary, having been ap- 
pointed to that position by Governor Col- 
quitt. Of course, as it was qa good, fat 
job, Dr. Nelms was anxious to succeed 
himself. Calling upon Governor Stephens 
in proper form, during the conversation. 
he said to Mr. Stephens that he had at 
his farm at Smyrna. Cobb county, sever- 
al very fine milch cows, and that if Mr. 
Stephens would accept one, he would 
have her brought down and turned into 
the cow lot at the executive mansion— 
that Governor Colquitt had had one all 
the time he was in office. Mr. Stephens 
listened very quietly until the doctor had 
finished, smoking his old long-stemmed 
clay pipe. Continuing to smoke for sev- 
eral minutes, until silence began to grow 
burdensome, then in his usual shrill. 
high-tonéd voice, said: 

“John Nelms, do you expect 
office by giving me a cow’””’ 

This ended the cow and office 
view. Suffice it is to say, Nelms got the 
office, but none of his Smyrna milch 
COWS ever graced the cow lot of the ex- 
ecutive mansion during the life of Mr. 
Stephens. 


Just before his death, The Youth’s 
Companion gave Mr. Stephens $500 each 
for three articles, he to select his sub- 
jects. He had hired Mr. Seidell to help, 
promising to give him $100 for each piece. 
After one was published, Mr. 
died before the other two were gotten 
ready. He was very jealous of his Enz- 
lish, often writing an article over and 
re-writing it, taking sometimes three 
days to get it to suit him. 


In the matter of the pardon of Ed 
Cox, Mr. Stephens, displaying his usual 
caution, spent a whole week in examin- 
ing evidence and getting the document 
ready. This act of the governor pro- 
duced great excitement in all of Geor- 
gia, and was the subject of comment for 
every paper, not only in this state, buf 
in almost gli the states. His decision 
was against the opinion of some of the 
best men in Georgia. He had implicit 
confidence in the opinion and judgment 
of Chief Justice Warner, of the supreme 
bench of Georgia, whose position went 
far to influence Mr. Stephens. No man, 
north or south, seemed giladder of Mr. 
Stephens’ action than did ex-Governor 
Brown, whose letter of congratulations to 
Mr. Stephens was a great solace and com- 
fort.

Over the land were sent him. One par- 
ticularly harsh was sent to him -from 
New York. He said: ‘“Seidell, keep that 
letter. I'll find out the author.” Sure 
enougn, he did find out. He was a great 
reader of men. This man soon gave the 
governor a social call, was polite, but not 
gushing. By some means, during the call, 
Something was let slip that betrayed the 
sender of the letter. As he left, Mr. 
Stephens said: ‘‘Seidell, that’s the man 
that wrote that scurrilous letter from 
New York."" He was a Georgian, the son 
of a prominent politician and confederate 
general. How Mr. Stephens found out, 
Seidell never knew. 

The political aspirations of Mr. Steph- 
ens in his last days were as ardent as 
when much younger. Just before his 
death he had already ac- 
cepted invitations to ad- 
dress large audiences at 
Kansas City, Boston and 
other important points, 
telling Mr.. Seidell that 

these were but stepping- 
Stones to something higher, of a more na- 
tional character than being mere mem- 
ber of congress. He had hopes, and, 
doubtless, assurances, that in the next 
adjustment of the democratic platform 
and sectional troubles, 
might be effected as to center upon some 
conservative southern man; and why not 
that man be Alexander Hamilton Steph- 
ens, of Georgia? 

On his death bed, among his last words 
was “Don’t feed a horse before he nick- 
ers,’ meaning not to offer him food un- 
less he called for it. 

Mr. Stephens’ last official act was to 
sign the pardon of a young man who had 
committed a light demeanor. A young 
lawyer had called to see him on the sub- 
ject, but was denied admission to the 
sick room. Mr. &:ephens, overhearing 
part of the conversation, asked. ‘‘Who's 
that and what does he want?” When told 
the object of the visit, he said, ‘“‘Call him 
back, Seidell; write out the pardon.’ This 
being done, Mr. Stephens signed the un- 
conditional pardon of the young man, 
making him happy for life.

Ready for

Mr. Johnson. in his life of Alexander 
Hi. Stephens, relates the following: 

“One little episode, not noted here, nor 
even told by him until nearly forty vears 
after its oecurrence, we may briefly ad- 
vert to. One of the pupils at this school 
Was a young girl, lovely both in person 
and character, from whom the young 
teacher learned more than is to be found 
in books, and whom he grew to love with 
a depth of affection all the greater that 
it was condemned to hopelessness and 
silence.

Stephens an impression fin his early 
youth that neither age, much legal expe- 
rience, heaping political honors, or other 
vicissitudes of a long and useful life could 
never efface.

This spot is only a short distance from 
one of the main walks in the cemetery, 
yet I venture to say that of all the many 
persons who dally pass this soot there 
are few who pause to read the inscrip- 
tion on this lowly tomb, or even did they 
do so, would know what an honor EA- 
ward G. Malbone was to his country 
from an artistic point of view. 

Malbdone’s grandfather, Colonel Godfrey 
Maibone, was a native of Princess Anne 
county, Virginia, and about 1700 settled 
at Newport, where he was married to 
Margaret Scott, He became very wealthy 
by Inheritance and by privateering, and 
was noted for his elegant hospitality. 


Two of his sons, Godfrey and John, 
also engaged in privateering and in slave 
dealing. Thus we see that Malbone's 
father, Captain John, being very wealthy 
wa well able to give his son every ad- 
vantage and opportunity to perfect him- 
self in that profession to which he was 
led by his artistic tastes. 

Edward Greene Malbone was born in 
Newport, R. I., August, 1777, and died in 
Savannah May 7, 1807. He was an ille- 
gitimate son of John Malbone, and was 
known by his mother’s name of Greene 
till he was permitted. by a special act of 
the legislature to assume that of his 
father. It was a freak of nature that of 
al} who bore the name of Malbone the 
one who was destined to make that 
name famous should have been the one 
who was not legally born to it, and who 
for many years was not even allowed to 
bear it. Such is fate, however, that now 
when the name of Malbone is mentioned 
one’s “thought imstantly turns to the 
great miniaturist. 

‘Malbone at an early age displayed great 
ingenuity in various ways, beine fond 
of making kites and fireworks, of dis- 
secting mechanicalstoys to learn the se- 
cret of their construction, etc., but par- 
ticularly did he show a decided taste 
As a lad hé spent much of his 
time in the theater in Newport, watching 
the scene painters at work, and in this 
way he soon attracted the attention of 
one of the artists, who allowed Matlbone 
lo assist ‘him with chalk and bruch. Soon 
after this he painted ‘an enfire scene. 
which was much applauded and was the 
means of drawing gféat crowds, who 
went from curiosity anil Interest to see 
the much-lauded work°of so young a boy.

Effort m2ined in Providence two 
years, then went to Boston. New York 
and Philadelphia. He pbecame quite 
famous in these cities; his work was in 
much demand, while he himsel? was 
sought after and became the recipient of 
wany social attentions. 

While in New York Malbone painted 
miniatures of many noted persons, in- 
cluding both men and beautiful women. 
Among the most famous we may mention 
those of Joseph Kirkbride Milner. Mrs. 
Charles Willing Hare, Mrs. Gulian C. 
Verplanck and Matilda Hoffman, whose 
death at an eariy age fills our hearts 
éven at. this remote date, 
for the deep grief of her fiancee, Wash- 
ington Irving. He never married, but 
ever remained constant to her memory. 
During the illness of Matilda Hoffman, 
Rebecca Gratz rursed her with such de- 
voted care and unselfish attention that 
it evoked the sincere admiration of Wash- 
ington Irving, and was the foundation of 
that strong friendship that ever after 
existed between him and the beautfful 
Jewess. 

We are all familiar with the oft-repeat- 
ed story that it was through Irving's 
representations of the lovely character 
of Rebecca Gratz to his friend Sir Walter 
Scott, that led Scott to make her im- 
mortal and to introduce her into his 
famous novel, “Ivanroe,” as Rebecca, the

cerning him, campletely won the Charles- 
tonians, and heth, during the first your 
he spent in this hospitable southern city 
and the five years on his return from 
England, he received and executed many 
commissions from the most influential and 
prominent citizens. 

One of his most charming miniatures. 
painted while in Charleston, is that of 
Mrs. Thomas Heyward, sr., wife of the 
signer of the Declaration of Independence 
from South Carolina. This miniature, to- 
gether with one of Judge Heyward, is 
owned by a great-great-granddaughter, 
Mrs. John 8. Hawkins, of Savannan, Ga. 

In the collection of miniatures that was 
exhibited at the South Carolina expos!- 
tion, held in Charleston during the win- 
ter of 1901-1902, there were fourteen beau- 
tiful specimens of Malbone’s matchless 
art. These were all lent: by Charleston 
people, of such old and time-honored 
names &s these: Rhett, Snowdin, Prin- 
gle, Leadson, Gaillard and Parker. These 
fourteen miniatures are only a few of th» 
many that are still cherished in South 
Carolina and Georgia. Although Malbone 
was only 82 years of age when he died, 
he had worked so rapidly and steadily 
that he left many examples of his art, 
by which his name became famous. 

Othe of the most intimate friendships 
contracted by Malbone while in Charles- 
ton was with Charles Fraser, who, 4l- 
though he was then a lawyer, was de- 
yoted to art. Fraser was greatly infiu- 
enced by Malbone, and in a few years’ 
time gave up the practice of law, having 
wade a competency by that profession, 
and gave his entire attention to ari, mak- 
tng a marked success of his miniature 
painting. 

In his art Malbone is admitted to be 
without a peer. His miniatures stand 
alone, bearing comparison with the bes* 
tureign and native work. 

He was emlowed acutely with the 
power of discerning character and had 
the ability to delineate it. He was pos- 
sessed of fine, delicate taste which gave 
a grace to his work which is irresistably 
charming; fut bis preeminent excellence 
was in coloring—perfect harmony, utmost 
delicacy, and absolute truth combined. 
Allston says: ‘“‘Malbone had the happy 
talent of elevating the character without 
impairing the likeness. This was remark- 
abie in his male heads and no woman 
ever lost beauty under his (iaind. To 
this he added a grace of execution all 
his own.’’ His work is greatly prized by 
the descendants of those who were fortu- 
~ate enough to have hada _  themseives 
painted on ivory Ly Americas greatest 
wJiniaturist.”" 

in May, 1801, Malbone accompanied 
Nashington Aliston to London and spent 
several months in studying the works 
of the masters and asso- 
ciating with the members 
of the Royal Academy, 
Whose president, Benja- 
min West, urged him to 
remain in the metropolis, 
deciaring that he had 
nothing to fear from professional com- 
petition. He, however, preferred his own 
country, and during the winter of 1801 he 
returned to Charleston, where he resided 
for the next five years, making occasional 
irips to the north and painting miniatures 
in various cities. He was very ambitious, 
worked rapidiy though steadily and gave 
his closest attention to every detail of 
his work, 


This intense applicatioh and his seden- 
tary habits enfeebled the naturally deli- 
cate constitution of Malbone, and late 
in 1806, having been warned that he was 
threatened with consumption, he sailed 
for the West Indies. 

After residing in the island of Jamaica 
for several months, without decided ben- 
efit, he returned to the United States, 
making his home in Savannah. 

He died May 7, 1807, shortly after his 
return, at the residence of his relative, 
Colonel Mackay, and was buried In the 
Mackay lot in the old cemetery. 

Malbone’s miniatures possess strong 
characteristics, which enable those who 
are familiar with his style to recognize 
the master’s hand at a glance. His min- 
latures are considerably larger than 
those of an earlier time, yet so perfect 
was his composition and so exquisite 
his coloring that the portrait lost none 
of its delicacy through this increase 
in dimensions. 

Toward the close of:+his life he at- 
tempted oil painting and it is in this 
medium that we possess his portrait by 
his own hand, now in the Corcoran art 
gallery in Washington. Good specimens 
of his male portraits can be seen in the 
Boston museum of fine arts and the 
Pennsylvania academy of fine arts. Two 
of his most beautiful female heads, por- 
traits of members of the Middleton fam- 
ily of South Carolina, are well known 
through engravings by John Cheney en- 
titled “Egeria” and “Annette.” 

Besides portraits and miniatures, he 
occasionally painted landscapes in olls 
and figure pieces, the most famous one, 
on ivory, is “The Hours,” three lovely fe- 
male figures moving in a circle and rep- 
resenting the past, present and the fu- 
ture. It is exquisite in detail and colon 
Benjamin West sald of it that no man 
in England could excel it. It was pur- 
chased from Malbone’s heirs for $1,200 
and is now preserved in the Providence 
Athenaeum. It has been said that this 
small painting was not entirely an orig- 
inal concéption, but this assertion, I 
lieve, however, cannot be proved. 

While this work and his larger por- 
traits rank in the highest order of merit, 
it is especially due te his miniatures that 
Malbone is best known and’ takes 80

He Is succeeding, too, and under him 
Cermany is fast becoming the commer- 
cial giant of continental Europe. She 
Legan to push out only a few years be- 
fore his accession to the throne and 
s.e has already one-eighth of the fordgn 
trade of the world. He has trebled the 
trade since he took hold, and he now 
buys from us for his factories more than 
ihree times as much raw materials as he 
d'@ at the start. Germany's foreign trade 
now amounts to about §$2,000,000,000 a year. 
We sell her almost a quarter of a Dillion 
doliars’ worth of raw materials and man- 
ufactured goods: and the raw materials 
are made over into products which help 
supply the foreign trade created under 
this imperial drummer. 

A short time before William II became 
emperor, Germany was noted for her pov- 
erty. She is becoming known for her 
riches. Under him she has planted in- 
vestments al] over the world. She has 
$500,000,000 invested in South America, 


‘camping over 


$250,000,000 in Africa and an equal sum in 
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Mexico and the United States. 
part of the ccffee fields of Guatemala are 
owned by Germans, and German mer- 
chants are to be found in every city of 
Central America. 

For the vast 150 years the British have 
been making foreign investments. They 
have plowed the continents and seeded 
them with shillings, expecting each to 
bring back a sovereign in return. Their 
foreign holdings are now estimated at 
$10,000,000,000, but it has taken more than 
a century to accumulate them. Today 
the Germans are said to have $5,000,000,000 
invested outside thelr own country, and 
they have made the most of these invest- 
ments since the kaiser took charge fif- 
teen years azo. The contrast is striking, 
end the more so as the Germans are 
by no means satisfied, but are reaching 
out for more. 

There is no doubt but that the kaiser is 
courting Uncle Sam in order to get a big 
share of the American trade. The visit of 
Prince Henry, the nam- 
ing of the yacht after the 
daughter of the president 
and the giving of the 
statue of Frederick the 
Great are hoked upon in 
Kerlin as means to that 
end. Every one here knows that the em- 
peror admires the United States and the 
business men approve of his actions. 

Indeed he is doing much for the United 
States. At the time of the war with 
Spain the sympathy of the Germans was 
with the Spaniards and many of the mili- 
tary officers here thought they would be 
victorious. They had looked upon us as 
tradesmen and dollar-chasers, and had no 
idea we could fight. ,One of the admirals, 
speaking to an American in Berlin at that 
time, asserted that while the Americans 
might have a few good officers in their 
navy, it was known that the rank ané file 
Was composed of the offscourings of for- 
eign ships, and there was little doubt that 
such a force would be wiped out by a 
trained navy like that of Spain, 

“If it is not,” he concluded, “‘the war 
will continue until the resources of both 
nations are exhausted.”’ 

“And what will happen then, pray?’ 
asked the American. 

“Oh!” was the reply, “Germany will 
then have its innings. It will come in 
and be the arbitrator and settle all mat- 
ters between the two hations.” 

Such opinions of the Americans changed 
rapidly as the Spanish war went on. The 
emperor foresaw the result at the start, 
and he gave his officialsethe cue. He 
changed public opinion so that today the 
best of the Germans are anxious to be 
associated with us and some of their 
ablest thinkers believe that this is their 
only chance for a permanently successful 
foreign trade. 

Indeed, the Germans afte more astound- 
ed at America’s growth than any other 
nation of Europe. They measure their 
millions in 25-cent pieces or marks, and 4 
German needs to be only one-fourth as 
rich as an American to be a millionaire. 
The real millionaires are very few, and 
there are no enormous fortunes like those 
of our country. The people are scared at 
our big trusts. The iron men do not see 
how they can compete with the United 
States Steel Company, and the exporters 
are frightened by the steamship merger. 
In the reichstag our balance of trade is 
steadily brought to the front. It is shown 
that for ten years we have had a bigger 
trade balance in our favor than double 
the war indemnity paid by France to Ger- 
many, and the question is asked how soon 
Europe will be drained of its gold if 
$150,000,000 is to annually roll across 
the Atlantic. 

I doubt whether the kaiser is as alarmed 
Over the American peril as some of his 
high officials. jie certainly will not in- 
dorse the prophecies of Baron von Wal- 
terhausen, the famous professur of po- 
litical economy in the University of 
Strasburg. This man has wr:tten a book 
on our trade supremacy arid how the 
Germans should combat it. In this book 
he prophecies that American capita] will 
eventually absorb the European state, 
municipal and industria] securities. He 
shows that we will buy all the good 
stocks and become Eurcpe’s great cred- 
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The Crown Prince. 
Or the next Emperor of Germany.

turn wrote a book treating of our in- 
dustries, was received with high favor 
at court. The emperor decorated hir 
and advised other officials to go forth and 
do likewise As a result there is a deal 
of quiet investigation of the  Uniteds 
States going on at the present time, and 
the kaiser is collecting news from all 
sources. Every ieading American ¢api- 
talist who comes to Berlin is interviewed 
by the emperor or his officials. Pierpont 
Morgan was recently made much of by 
his majesty. and an entertainment which 
the kaiser gave to prominent Amcricaius 
at Kiel was probably actnated by the 
nesire to cultivate American trade. 

All this has materially increased the 
standing of Americans.in the eyes of the 
Germans. American travelers are better 
treated and American goods are moro 
popular. [ have shown you, how our 
etyles are largely supplanting those of 
Paris and ,London and how the trade 
mark “made in the United States,’ now 
ranks above ‘made in England” or ‘‘made 
in Germany.” 

Indeed the Germans are very proud of 
their emperor and they follow his lead 
more than is generally supposed. They 
copy his manners and dress, Take, for 
instance, the ugly green felt hats with 
feathers in them which you often see on 
ihe streets of Berlin and other German 
cities. No. American would wear one, but 
the German patriot is proud to do so be- 
cause the emperor wears such a hat when 
cut hunting. I will ‘not say that when 
the kaiser takes snuff all Germany 
sneezes, but there is no doubt that it is 
due to his example that the most of the 
Germans curl their mustaches so that 
they tickle their. noses, The. kaiser 
schnurrbart or mustache has made the 
fortune of many a wax maker here and 
patent fhustache curlers are advertised 
in the papers. His majesty waxes his 
mustache so that its ends turn out like 
a bow, and every young German, official 
and commoner, does likewise. Some men 
carry combs in their pockets and you 
can see them slyly arranging their mus- 
taches in the street cars, holding their 
hands over their faces as they do s0. 
Every one gives his mustache a twist 
at odd moments, and all, from the hotel 
waiter to the highest military official, 
are proud if they can preserve the kai- 
serly curl. 

The kaiser is a good business man. One 
of the chief manufacturers of Frankfort 
oh the Main thus expressed it to me the 
other day: 

“"Ze is the business head of this busi- 
ness nation. He knows more about our 
German industries than any other man, 
and he does more than 
anyone else to push Ger- 
man trade. It is he whvu 
keeps us alive by his

known a man to work as he does. He 
frequenti¥ comes to the watering places 
near Frankfort for a vacation. At such 
times he gets up at 6 o’clook and goes to 
work. He keeps at it all day and often 
far into the night. The next. day he is 
up again at 6 as bright as a doliar.”’ 

In many of the factories I visited 
throughout Germany I have been told 
that the kaiser knows all about them and 
that he often visits the industrial cen- 
ters. He had close connections with the 
Krupps and frequently studied the gun 
factory. He makes the crown prince go 
to such places and plans tours for him 
by which he is acquiring a practical view 
of industrial and commercial] as well as 
military Germany. 

The kaiser has visited all the big fac- 
tories about Berlin. He attends every 
exposition and during the past year has 
several times honored the Dusseidorf ex- 
position with his presence. At the same 
time he keeps track of the various com- 
mercia] and manufacturing conventions, 
and apparently looks upon the whole em- 
pire as his business field, regarding it 
his duty to push it in every possible 
way. 

Indeed, the emperor of Germany and 
President Rooseveit are much alike. They 
are of about the same age and of the 
same intense nervous organization. 
Roosevelt has an iron jaw; so has the 
kaiser. Roosevelt is brown from -CXpos- 
ure to the dir and sun; so is the kaiser. 
Our president thas a piercing eye, and 
so has the emperor of Germany. 

Each man is full of self-confidence. On 
his way to Washington from Buffalo im- 
mediately after the assassination of Pres- 
ident McKinley, Mr. Roosevelt was asked 
if he was not afraid of the responsibility 
which that death had -thrust upon ‘him. 
He replied: “Not a bit.’ And he was 
not. The self-confidence of the German 
emperor is notorious. He has frequently 
said that he believes himself divinely 
appointed and is charged of taking the 
pluce that Mohammed held as the pre- 
tended mouthpiece of the Almighty. The 
old czar of Russia, in speaking of this, 
Sarcasticaly said: ‘‘Der Gott weisst alles, 
aber der kaiser weisst alles besser.” Or, 
in other words, God knows everything, 
but the German emperor knows every- 


thing a little better.” 


Both Mr. Roosevelt and the kaiser are 
plain in many ways and extravagant in 
others. They both believe in physical de- 
velopment, both like plain meals and both 
can be satisfied with little. Roosevelt has 
a plain breakfast with his family, the 
kaiser eats with the empress, and is sat- 
isfied with an egg, a roll and a cup of 
tea. Their lunches are more generous 
and each can sit down to a dinner of 
many courses and enjoy it. I doubt 
whether either ever had the dyspepsia, 
and if he should have it he would not g0 
to a doctor, but: would jump upon his 
horse and ride it off. 

Both Roosevelt and the kaiser are fond 
of horses. Both ride often and ride hard. 
Roosevelt keaps a number of saddle 
horses. The emperor can afford more 
and has more. His saddle horses are 
carefully selected. They are noted for 
their speed and staying powers. They 
must obey quickly and they must be ex- 
ercised daily in order to stand any kind 
of strain put up@gn them.

If one listens to all the talk that comes 
to his ears, as he Knocks about the West 
Indies, and does not take the trouble to 
go beneath it for the facts, the impres- 
sion will soon be formed that the Ameri- 
cans have made a bad botch of their at- 
tempt to inaugurate a new era in the lit- 
tle pearl of the Cari®bean, Realizing that 


can learn, neither will haye any foolish- 
ness as to the education or training of 
the children. Some of the Roosevelt little 
ones go to the common schools in Wash- 
ington. They have,.limited. allowances, 
and do some of their shopping at the 
Seventh street stores.

He spends a 
large part of his time at the army psrades 
and always attends the manouvers. He 
wars the uniforms of the different regi- 
ments and has an officia] rank in many 
of them. He is never prouder than when 
attending a review. He understands 
everythine connected with his soldiers 
from private to general. He believes in 
the army, and wants to increase it at 
any expense and at any cost. 

I have said that the tastes of the em- 
peror and our president compare aiso in 
their extravagance as well as in their 
simplicity. Each could make a meai on 
beer and cheese and like it, but cach Is 
fond of display. and at the proper time 
makes a great spread. This is seen in 
the remodeling of the white house and 
the gorgeous dinners 8t Washington, ant 
also in the splendid court functions of 
the kaiser here in Berlin. 

The government bas had to increase 
the kaiser’s civil list on account of his 
social expenditures. He has now about 
$5,000,000 a year. and this notwithstanding 
he pays no house rent and bas many 
fiee lunches.

The plain purpose 
of these partisan writers is to poison the 
rrinds of their readers against the Amer- 
icare. If a resident of adjacent territory 
speaks well of Porto Rican conditions he 
is considered unpatriotic. The puwers are 
fighting the spread of American sentiment 
as if it were a prairie fire that tZreatened 
to consume them. The European office 
holders realize that their jobs afe at stake 
and they are fighting hard to hold them; 
they know if Porto Rico gets off on the 
right foot that their cake will soon be 
dough. If this little midget blossoms 
out under the care of Uncle Sam a lot of 
her neighbors are soon going to want new 
dresses of the Star and Stripe pattern. 
This will be the certain and natural result 
if cur administration is a success. An 
it explains the presence of so much hos- 
tility and unfavorable comment in the 
other islands. 


But all the talk abput our failure does 
not come from the outside. There is as 
much criticism in Porto Rico as there is 

out of it. This internal 

Disgrante dissatisfaction, although 

led Elee of other origin, is as nat- 

ment Busy Ural as the external when

Criticism stood. It is caused from 
an overdose of politics. 
There is really nothing alarming in this, 
as it is a well known fact that weeds 
will flourish In new soil—unti] they are 
turned under. There is no denving that 
one result of the new conditions is a bad 
crop of native politicians, but these need 
not be permitted to thrive to any great 
extent. Taken at their worst they can 
have but little influence on the general 
commercial situation. A few cracked 
heads caused by heated local issues can 
hardly have any. influence on the sale of 
the island’s coffee in New Orleans, its 
cigars in New York, or its oranges in 
Pittsburg. The local fighters will* have 
to nurse their bumps and learn to keep 
out of trouble in the future. 


Leaving the political aspect for a seps- 
rate di&Scussion, let us seek wisdom in 
contemplating the facts about the com- 
meicial development of our island posses- 
sion. Has American rule converted Porto 
Rico into a desirable field for yankee 
endeavor? it certainly has! Both the 
man withouf means and the capitalist 
have done well here.

Their first stock consisted mere- 
ly of a c&mera and some chemicals. Then 
they bought a lot of old Indian clubs and 
trinkets and made a modest bid for curio 
trade. They did well. The business fey 
founded now employs sev people and 
pays big dividends to its owner. 

This much to show that some of the 
Zellows without means—the soldier of 
fortune element—have done in Porto 
Rico. Now for those who brought their 
money with them: H. W. Dooley, of 
New York, came to San Juan about four 
years ago. He had money and his part- 
ners on the other end of the line had 
plenty to invest when the right place 
was found for it. He started in with one 
desk and one assistant in the person of 
a Porto Rican otce boy. The commis- 
sion business he started has grown like 
a pea vine. It now takes thirty-five peo- 
ple to run his office. Last year his firm 
handled a little more than a million dol- 
lars’ worth of business. 

De Ford & Co., bankers and sugar 
planters, sald: ‘“‘The two institutions with 
which we are concerned are doing well. 
A year ago today we had in our bank 
$983,000 in deposits; today the total is 
$1,067,000. The capacity of the Central 
Aguirre sugar plant has been doubled, 
rising from 10,000 tons output to 20,000 
tons. The Guanica Company has now 
completed its factory and its production 
will be in the neighborhood of 15,000 tons. 
The sugar grinding capacity of the island 
has been very greatly increased by many 
of the smaller mills adding modern ma- 
chinery, which, in addition to the incréase 
to their output, affords them more eco- 
nomical production. The sugar crop for 
export this year is estimated at from 
110,000 to 120,000 tons..

We have found 
the greater part of our loans satisfactory, 
so much so that they will compare fa- 
vorably with those of a bank in any 
small city in the United States.’’ 

A well known New York salesman said: 
“Before the Americans took charge of 
Porto Rico, our best year’s business here 
was $40,000. but one customer in Ponce 
bought more than this sum from-us Jast 
year. Our total sales in the island for 
the last twelve months were $140,000.” 

In addition to all this may be added 
the customs receipts for five years: Dur- 
ing the last year of Spanish rule Porto 
Rico purchased from the United States 
goods to the amount of $2,254,989; during 
the first of American rule, $3,298,916: the 
second year, $6,483,613; the third year, 
$3,751,741; and last year, $12,029,000. And 
ihe increase of the island's sales huve 
increased in proportion to its purchases. 
Ir 1961 we bought from her $6,958,677, and 
‘last year the total ran up to $9,291 682. 

The totals are swelling in both direc- 
tions--swelling like they ought to. There 
have been many trying and annoying 
hindrances in the way, and there are 
yet many te be overcome; mistakes have 
been made and more will follow, but 
these considerations are all secondary to 
the one big fact that the sky is cicar- 
ing.

NE of the most interesting 
of American women living 
wbroad is the Baroness de 
Roques, who is remember- 
ed in Alabama as the wife 
of Willam G. Chandler, 
a successful banker in 
Mobile, and mother of 
Florence Chandler. the 
beautiful. young girl, who 
at 18 was married to 
James Maybrick, of Liv- 
erpool and afterwards was 
accused of his murder. Ow- 
ing to the unfriendliness of British sen- 
timent, the baroness has taken up her 
residence in France, in the quaint old 
city of Rouen, where she may prosecute 
her life work—the effort to obtain her 
daughter's liberation—and still be near 
enough for the visits back and forth to 
the prison where she is incarcerated. 

The most crushing thing about the in- 
exorableness of English law is that it 
leaves the victim—especially an Amer- 
ican: woman—utterly without appeal, An 
American woman married to an Emglish- 
man becomes at once a British subject, 
amenable to British law—her property 
is henceforward his; she has no control 
of it whatever, and at ther husband's 
death, if there be children, only a portion 
(though it be her own) will revert to 
her. If justly or unjustly she fall into 
the hands of the law, and has no friends 
with money outside to champion her 
cause, the wheels of Juggernaut might 
as well roll over her; her case was just 
as hopeless. Another. thing, and which 
remids of the old Dickens tales, is the 
unwillingness of prison authorities to 
have prison life—the rules, food, ete.— 
talked of. It gives the greatest offense, 
which is apt to redound to the prisoner’s 
hurt. 

So it is the Baroness de Roques has 
much to bear which rightfully should not 
fall upon her—censure for the words and 
writings of friends who have zeal with- 
out a proper regard for the touchy Brit- 
ish sensibility. Members of the Woman’s

others who have sought to arouse in- 
terest in this world-wide case have un- 
j intentionaly and unwittingly brought, 
ee fresh trouble upon the devoted 
‘mother, at whose door is laid whatsover 
is in anyway objectionable. however in- 
nocent or ignorant she may be of its 
source, 

The baroness being a woman of modest 
fortune, her means’ beeame soon strait- 
ened in all the exhausting expense to 
which she has been put, and out of her 
needs in carrying on the work grew the 
Woman's International Maybrick Asso- 
ciation, which hag raised considerable 
money and been of material help to her 
in every way. 

Day after day, week after week, year 
in, year out, she has kept writing, 
writing, answering every letter that has 
come to her, working to increase sym- 
pathy and interest for her daughter, 
and to secure more and stronger influ- 
ence. For some time after the trial she 
remained in England, but it was impos- 
sible to prosecute her work while living 
under English rule. So she returned to 
Paris and broke up the pleasant home 
where she had lived with her studem 
son, whose early death was such a grief 
to her, and took up her residence in 
Rouen. In a recent letter she says pa- 
thetically: “My loneliness is utter; there 
is no one to confide in, or to turn to to 
talk things over with. I am alone here 
with only one old family servant who 
has been over twenty year with me; and 
in this quiet spot I have given up all my 
time, thought and life to my dearest. 
I came here, which is near the sea, and 
I am soon in England. I go over to see 
Florrie every two months, and weary I 
am of these sea trips. I go over this 
week, and dread the cold. I am rather 
in the counrty with a wide view of the 
valley of the Sefne and the beautiful old 
city at my feet.” 

At these visits which she speaks of as 
occurring every two months she is per- 
mitted to see her daughter but one hour, 
and then never alone. Nearly fourteen 
years of these sorrowful pilgrimages to 
whatever prison might hold her child! 
For she has been transferred fom one to 
another, and in ‘such transfer placed, 
like any common murderer, in irons. 

As is well known, the late queen had 
little sympathy with domestic differences; 
divoree she refused absolutely to counte- 
nance, and the possibility of murder done 
by a wife set that wife as utterly beyond 
the pale of her consideration as though 


the hapless suspect were of another 
world. When Edward ascended the 
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thréne much was hoped from his kind 
heart. It was confidently expected that 
at the time of the coronation Mrs, May- 
brick’s release would be granted, as no 
doubt it would have been had not the 
terrible illness of the king prevented this, 
among the many other things. 

The charge on which Mrs. Maybrick 
was convicted was that of arsenical pol- 
soning—though her husband was known 
and proven to a victim of the afsenic 
habit, and had for four weeks previous 
to his fiiness taken heavily of different 
drinks and drugs, including arsenic in 
several forms, and there was never any 
direct evidence against her. The late 
Lord Russell was so convinced of her in- 
nocence that he never ceased to agsail 
home secretary after home secretary, 
keeping up his efforts on her behalf till 
the time of his death, 

When last year Bertrand made his 
startling declaration m Paris concern- 
ing arsenic in the human body was 
hoped then that a new trial might be 
obtained for Mrs. Maybrick, which ought 
to result in her freedom if science can be 
relied upon, it being claimed in these re- 
cent discoveries that arsenig may be 
found in the human body, living or dead. 
Bertrand says that “probably hundreds 
of persons are executed for arsenic poi- 
soning while the person alleged to have 
been poisoned produced his or her own 
arsenic and died of too much, just as a 
snake is liable to die of its own poison 
when, by any chance, it bites itsef.”’ 

Within the past few months three im- 
portant petitions have crossed the water 
to King Edward, one from the Anglo 
United States societies; another from the 
Canadian residents in the lake cities, and 
still another, started in the 8t. Louls 
branch of the St. George’s Society of the 
west, all of which brings hope and cheer 
to the weary heart of the devoted mother, 
as she sits in her lonely home and sends 
forth letters upon letters to England and 
America, and waite ffor the answers 
which may bring the news she so longs 
to hear. When at last it shall come, as 
she so fondly hopes, ehe has but one 
wish, to return with her child toethe land 
of her birth, to some quiet spot in the 
south, where they may pass what is left 
of life together. 

The Baroness de Roques was the 
daughter of the Darius Blake Holbrook, 
who was associated with Cyrus W. Field 
in laying the first Atlantic cable. The 
family is one of illustrious lineage, show- 


ing some of the most noted names in 
American history.
